The Trial of William Stayley Goldſmith, 
at the King's-Bench-Bar, on Thurſ- 
day, Novemb. 21. 1678. 


[S Indictment was, for Treaſonable Words 
ag ainft his moſt Sacred Majeſty ; for which 
he had been Arraigned the day before, 

and pleaded, Not Gmilry ; And therefore his Ju- 
ry being Impannelled, and none of them chal- 
lenged by him, the fame was read now to 
them, UVIZ,

To this Inditment, Sir Creſwel Levims, Ser= 
jeant Maynard, and the Attorney General briefly 
ſpoke. The Arrorney General giving this Ac- 
count why they choſe firſt to bring this Man to 
trial, That it was to convince thoſe who belies 
ved all Deſigns againſt the King's Perſon by any 
Papiſt was but a Fiction ; this Man being a Pa- 
piſt, and having ſaid theſe words even fnce the 
diſcoyery of the Plot.

Slice of Roalt-Becf; which when it was called 
for, his Landlord ſaid it ſhould be brought him. 
He was in another Room oppolite to him, both

wards him, and within 7 or 8 foot of him ; and 
diſconrſing with the French-man, he heard Sray- 
lcy twice over. in French ſay, The King was a 
Grand Heretick, making his Dcmonltration, 
with his Hand upon his Breaſt, ſtamping five or 
fix times with his Foot, 1in great fury..- That 
th. old Man Fromante, his Friend, ſaid, Thar the 
King of England was a Tormenter of the People of 
God ; and that Stayley ahſwered again in a great 
fury, He is a great tleretick,, and the greateſt 
Rogue inthe World : There's the Heart, and here's 
the Hand that would kill him: And the King and 
Parliament think all u over, but the Rogues are miſ- 
taken ; Then (tamping ſaid, I nonld kill him my 
ſelf, I would kill bim my ſelf. 

'* Then Alexander Southerland depoſed that he 
alſo was there, and perfetly ſaw Srayley while 
he ſpoke thoſe words, which prefently he writ 
down 1n Frerch, as they were ſpoken : And 
then ( the Priſoner being gone ) they enquired 
his Name. and where he lived ; and the next 
day got him apprehended. 

The third Witneſ: was one Philip Garret, who 
not underſtanding Frengkz;zeguld only depoſe,

That being with the other two, he heard Seay» 
ley ſpeak : Whereupon his Captain, William Ca- 
fters, came to him in a great pailion, and ſaid, 
he could not ſuffer it, he would run upon him, 
he could not be quiet. 

To all which the Priſoner made but a weak 
Defence, relating the manner of his Apprehen- 
ſion, and ſaying, That his diſcourſe with Fro- 
mante was about the King of Frazce ;, and that 
he ſaid, he would kill himſelf, inſtead of, 1 will kill 
him my ſelf ;, alleadging bis Loyalty, and pro- 
teſting his Innocence ; and how that the Wit- 
nelles, atter his appreheniion, would have had 
him took it up. 

Then the Statute of Decimo tertio was read ; 
and Sir fob» Kirke one of the Jury, who under- 
ſtood French, atteſted, that Tranſlation of his 
words to be true. 

Then the Priſoner?s Witneſles were called, 
who were one Anſelm, the Maſter of the Croſs- 
Keys in Covent-Garden, where the Priſoner was 
brought when he was apprenhended ; who de- 
poſed, Thar they kept him in his Houle from 8 
till 11, without any Conſtable. — Which the 
Witnelles anſwered was, becauſe they could get 
no Conſtable to come along with them, without 
a Warrant from a Juſtice of Peace; and thar 
they ſent to White-hall and deſired a Guard, but 
the Officer ſaid it was the Conſtables parr. 

Another Witneſs appeared for the Priſoner, 
who teltified, that he had often heard him de- 
clare much Loyalty to his Prince, and an aver- 
ſion to the Jeſuits, inſomuch that if he knew any 
of-the Perſons concerned in this Plot, he wou!d

be their Executioner himſelf; and that he would 


loſe his Blood for the King. But the Za. Ch. 
Fuſtice reply'd,That was his diſcourſe only when 
he ſpoke to a Proteſtant. 

Then the Priſoner having no more Witneſles, 
nor any thing more to ſay for himſelf, the Za. 
Ch, Fuſtice made a Speech to the Jury, ſetting 

forth the Treaſonableneſs of the Words.,and the 
manner of ſpeaking them, and the plainneſs of 
the Proof, with great zeal againſt the Jeſuits 
and their Tenants, (whom he look*d upon as 
the Foundations of all this Miſchief ) excuſing 
his warmneſs; ſaying, 'I'was better to be warm 
here than in Smithfield ; and that he hoped be 
ſhould never go to that Heaven, where Men are mad: 
Saints for killing Kings. 

The Jury then preſently brought the Priſoner 
in Gaity ; who ſaid, he had nothing more to ſay ; 
ſo Sentence was pronounced agalnlt him, to be 
Hang'd, Drawn, and Quartered ;, and the ſame 
was accordingly executed upon him at Tyburn, 
on Tueſday following, being Novenb. 26. 

It was his Majeſty's pleaſure (becauſe of the 
Priſoner's ſeeming Penitence, and his Relations 
humble Petition) to ſuffer his Body to have a 
decent & private Burial : But his Friends abuſing 
this gracious Favour, with a publick and more 
than ordinary Funeral Fomp, his buried Quar- 
ters were ordered to be taken up, and to be diſ- 
poſed by the Common Executioner upon the 
Gates of the City..

His Indictment was, for endeavouring toſub- 
vert the Proteſtant Religion, and introduce Popery, 


and kill the King : Whereto ( he having pleaded 


Nat Guilty) Mr, Recorder, Serjeant Maynard, and 
then the Attorney General ſeverally ſpoke, open- 
ing the Nature, and ſhewing the heighnouſneſs 
of the Crimes therein charg'd upon the Priſoner. 
After which the Priſoner praying for a fayorable 
Trial, and profeſſing that he had confeſſed all 
the Truth in the Examinations that had been 
made of him in Priſon, and that he gave over 
his Correſponding beyond-Seas in 75. 
Dr. Oates was called forth, who depoſed, That 
In November laſt, he viſiting one Fohn Keins his 
Father Confeſlor, lodging at Mr. Coleman's Houſe 
in Stable-Yard, Mr. Coleman by him underſtand- 
ing that he was going to St. Omers, told him,

That he would trouble him with a Letter or two 
thither, and would leave them with one Fenwick, 
( Procurator for the Jeſuits in London) : Which 
Letters he carried to St. Omers, being diteQted 
for the ReCtor there, and was ar the opening of 
them. The out-fide Sheet was a Letter of 
News, and in it Expreſſions of the King, calling 
him {yr ; and that the Marriage between the 
Prince of Orange, and the Lady Mary, would 
prove the Traytor's and Tyrant's Ruin. In it 
was 2 Latin Letter to Father, Le-Cheſe, ( writ by 
the ſame Hand). giving him thanks for the 
10000 {. which was given for the Propa; ation 
of the Catholick Religion ; and _that it ſhould 
be itnployed for no other Intent and Purpoſe but 
for that which it was ſent. which was, to cat off 
the King ;, which Le Cheſe's Letter (dated in Au- 
gufft, and which he both ſaw and read, and to 
which this was an Anſwer ) poſitively expreſd. 
That: Letter was direCted to one Strange, then 
Provincial of the Society in Londrm, which Mr. 
Coleman anſwered, becauſe Srrange baving run a 
Reed into his Finger, had wounded his Hand, 
and Secretary ico was ill. This Letter he de- 
livered into Le-Cheſe's own Hand, who gave 
him a Letter in anſwer to it, which he brought 
to St. Omers, and was there incloſed in the Let- 

ter from the Society to Coleman. | 
He further depoſed, that in April laſt Old 
Stile, and May New Stile, there was a general 
Conſult of the Jeſuits held (by virtue of a 
Brief from Rome, ſent by the Father General of 
the Society) firſt at the White-Horſe Tavern in 
the Srrand, and afterwards in feyeral Clubs,

He depoſed likewiſe, that a Conſult had been

and 40000 black Bills provided to be ſent thither 
for the uſe of the Catholick Party ; Coleman 
being _ thereto, and the main Agent therein, 
being heard to ſay to Fenwick, that he had found 
a way to tranſmit the 200000 /. for the carrying 


. on this Rebellion in 1relard. 


That he ſaw likewiſe, ſeveral Commiſſions 
come from Rome in Mr. Langhorn's Chamber, a- 
mong which was one for Mr. Coleman to be 
Secretary of State; the receipt of which he 
bath ſince heard him acknowledy. 

The Priſoner then offer'd ſomething againſt 
the Informant ; from his telling the King, when 
he was examin'd before the Council, that he 
never {aw 'him before; Which the Informanc 
obviated, by confeſſing, that there and then he

and being then wearied and tired out, but that

that he was imployed by Harcourt to carry Let- 
ters to Le-Cheſe (the French King?®s Confeſlor ) 
and was at a Conſult in France, where the Plot 
was diſcourſed on for killing the King, and did 
bring back an Anſwer from Ze-Cheſe to Harcourt 


. In London, and on the 24th or 25th of May, 


1677. he was with Harcourt at Coleman's Houle, 
where he heard Coleman ſpeak theſe words, That 
if he had a Sca of Blood, and an hundred Lives, 
he would loſe them all to carry on the Deſign : And 


uf to effett this,it were n—_— to deſtroy an hundred 


Heretick Kings, he would ao it, The Priſoner 
then asking Mr. Bedlow, if he ever ſaw him in 
his life : He anſwer'd 3 Toz may ask that queſtion : 


"But in the ſtone Gallery in Somerſet-Houſe, when 


you came from a Conſult where were great Perſons, 
which I am not to name here, that would make the * 
bottom of your Plot tremble : Tou ſaw me then. 

The Court then proceeded to other evidence, 
which were the Priſoners Papers; and proved 
the manner of finding them by Mr. Bradley ( a 
Meſſenger) and that thoſe, which were then 
produced in the Court, were his, by the Clerks 
of the Council, aud his own Servant ; Ordering 
them afterwards to be read. 

The firſt Paper was a long Letter, dated Sept. 
29. 1675, ſent to Le-Cheſe; wherein che gives 
him an account of the Tranſactions of ſeveral 
Years before, and of the Correſpondence be- 
tween him and Monſieur Ferrier, Predeceſlor to 
Le-Chefe ;, Aſlerting, that the true way to carry 
on the Intereſt of France, and the promoting of 
Popery here in England, was to get that Parlia- 


ment diſſolved ; which (ſays he) had been long 


ſinte 
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fince effetted, if 300000 /. copld have been ob- 
tained trom the French King. And that things 
yet were in ſuch a poſture, that if he had bur 
20000. ſent him from France, he would be 
content to be a Sacrifice to the utmoſt Malice of 
his Enemies, if thz Proteſtant Religion did not 
receive ſuch a Blow as it co11d not ſubfiit. 

The receipt of this Letter was acknowledged 
by Le-Cheſe, in an Anſwer he wrote to Mr. 
Caleman (and was then read in the Cour.) - 
dated from Pars, Otftober 23, 1675. wherein he 
gives him tbanks for his good Service. and pro- 
miſes his Aſſiitance, in order to the promoting 
the:Popilh Religion. : 

"Then was produced and read, a Declaration 
which Mr. Coleman ( as Secretiry ) had penned 
in the King*s Name, ſhewing his Reaſons for the 
Diifalution of che Parliament. 

Then alſo was read a Copv of a Letter writ-

But there was one Letter without Date, more 
bloody than all the reſt, which was written to 
Le Cheſe, if ſome ſhort time after the long Let- 
ter of Sept. 29, 1675. wherein among many 0- 
ther things, Mr. Coleman expreſſes himſelf thus. 
We have a mighry Work, upon onr hands, no leſs 
than the Converſion of three Kingdoms, and the ut- 
ter ſubduing of a Peftilent Hereſy, which hath for 
fome time domineer 'd over this Northern Part of the 
World, and there never were ſuch hopes of ſucceſs 
ſince the Death of ow Oueen Mary. as now in our 
axys. And in the Concluſion of this Letter he 
implores Le .Cheſe to get all the Aid and Aſſi- 
ſtance he can from France ; and that next to 
God Almighty, be did rely upon the mighty 
Mind of his Aoft Chriſtian Majeſty, and there- 
fore did hope Le Cheſe would procure Mony 
and Aſſiſtance from him.

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King's Adt of Grace, the inſufficiency of which, 
as to him, being ſhewn, the Ld. Ch. Juſtice di- . 
rected a very excellent and Chriſtian Speech to 
him, pronouncing Sentence upon him, to be 
hang'd, drawn and quartered. And on Tueſ- 
day Decemb. 3. following, he was accordingly 
drawn on a Sledg from Newgate to Tyburn, 
where he declared, that he had been a Roman 
Catholick, for many Years, and that he thanked 
God he died in that Religion : and he ſaid he 
did not think that Religion at all prejudicial to 


the King and Government. 


The Sheriff told him, if he had any thing 
to ſay by way of Confeſſion or Contrition, he 
might proceed, otherwiſe it was not ſeaſonable 
for him to go on with ſuch like Expreſſions. 
And being asked if he knew any thing of the

Gold and Sylver in his Pocket. 
Then Mr. Skillard and Mr. Cambrids, who 
were Chirurgeons that view'd and ſearct*d his 
Body, being ſworn, both depoſcd to this pur- 
poſe ; That they found his Neck diſlocated, and + 
his Breaſt very much beaten and bruiſed, and 
two Punctures under his left Pap, the one went 


againſt a Rib, the other quite through the _ Yo 
ot 
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both which they believed was given him after his 
Death, and that he did not die of thoſe Wounds ; 
That he had been kilPd four or five Days, for 
that he began to putrify and ſmell when they 
opened him, which was the next day after he 
was found. 

Then Elzabeth Cartis, Sir Edm. G oafrey's Maid 
depoſed, that fhe had ſeen Greer at her Maſter?s 
Houſe, about a Fortnight before his Murder, and 
Hill that very Saturdvy Morning, making it out 
by good Circumitances. Lancelot Stringer (3 
Servant at the Plow-Alehouſe) depoſed, that he 
had ſeen Girald, and Hill, and *Kelly, and Ver- 
nat, and Green in Mr. Prance's Company at thei 
Houſe. 

Mr. YVzzcent, the Maſter of the Houſe, ſwore 
the ſame, as to all thoſe Perſons ; which con- 
firming Mr. Prance*'s Evidence as to that Cir- 
cumſtance,, the Court proceeded to do the ſame 
as to what related to their meeting at Bow. And 
therefore, 

| Richard Cary being calld, depoſed, that he 
carried the Letter to Mr. Dethicke, which he 
gave into his own Hands, he telling him he 
would be with the Gentlemen preſently ; and 
when he returned and told them ſo, they gave 
him a Glaſs of Claret and fix pence 3 —That he 
thought My. Prance (looking upon him) to be 
one of the Gentlemen ; and Mr. Prance de- 
clared him to be the Mellenger. 

Then William Evens, the Boy of the Houſe at 
the Zncer;-2Zrad,depoſed that he remembred the 
Company that was «t is Maſters Houſe two or 
three Months ago, to whom Mr. Dethick, came 
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(whom he knew very well) and that they read 
a Papcr, and named Sir dm. Godfrey's Name ; 
and while he was at the door, ſome body came 
ard threatned to kick him down Stairs ;—That 
they dined there, and had a Barrel of Oyſters, 
and Flounders which one of them bought. 

After this Sir Robert Sonthwel being called and 
ſworn, depoſed that when Mr. Prance was exa- 
mined before the King, Dec. 24. he was ſent 
with the D. of oumouth, the E. of Offory, and 
Mr. Vice Chamberlain to the Queen, and himſelf 
Lo Somerſet-Houſe, where he ſhewed them all the 
Places where all was done, exactly anſwerable 
to what he had declared to the King and Coun- 
ct] before, only he was at a loſs, and could not 
be poſitive, which was the Room wherein he 
had ſeen the Body on Monday Night by Candle- 
Light ;-—He depoſed alſo that #7 in his Exa- 
mination at the Council- Board denyed that he 
knew Kelly, but that he knew Girald. 

Then Mr. Thomas Stringer depoſed, that Ber- 


7y, upon his Examination before the Lords of 


the Committee, did fay, he had Orders from the 
Queen's Gentleman-Uſher, that he ſhould ſuffer 
vo Strangers, nor any Perſon of Quality to 


come into Somerſer-Houſe the 12th, 13th, and - 


14th of Ofteber, and that he did refuſe the Prince, 
but ſent him back azain : and that he never be- 
fore had any ſuch Direftions. 

In Anſwer to theſe Facts, thus made ous, 
H1.l defended himſelf, by affirming that Mr, 
Praxce had perjur'd himſelf, by denying or re- 
canting what he had ſworn before the King ;z 


hut that was over-ruled by the Court, for thar 
Mr. 
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Mr. Prance?s firſt Impeachment was upon Oath, 
and his Recantation bur only a bare Denial. Be- 
ſides, that Capt. Richardſon depoſed, that Mr. 
Prance did retract his Recantation by that time 
he had brought him back to his Houſe, and de- 
fired his Pardon ; ſaying, it was only fear that 
made him recant, leſt his Trade ſhould be loſt, 
and he be in danger of being murdered by the 
Papiſts ; but that what he had ſworn was true, 
and . his Recantation falſe ; — Hu! produced 
moreover, ary Tilden (Dr. Godwin's Neece 
and Houle-Keeper) and one Mrs. Broadſtreer, 
to prove that heſtirr*d not from home after eight 
a Clock that Night : the ſame atteſted XK atherine . 
Lee, Danicl'Gray, Robert How, Thomas Cutler, 
Richard Lazinby, and Mr. Ackbold ;——He further 
urged that Mr. Prance had been tortured, to 
make him confeſs what he did ; and that there 
were ſeveral about the Court that heard him cry 
out. But Mr. Prance upon his Oath, utterly de- 
ny'd any ſuch thing, affirming that the Keeper 
had uſed him with all Civility from his firſt 
Commitment. -— H:1Ps Wife ' offered alſo a Pa- 
per to the Court, containing Obſervations upon 
the Indictment, which ſhe deſired might be read, 
but it was refuſed, and ſhe bid to glve it her 
Husband. 

Green produced for his Defence, the Teſtimo- 
ny. of Fames Warrier his Landlord, and his 
Wife and Maid, which being found to relate to 
Oftober 19. was deemed nothing to the purpoſe. 

Berry produced Corporal William Collet, who 
afirmcd that he on that Wedneſday Night pla- 
ccd his Sentinels at Somerſer-Honſe, Nicholas 
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Trollop from ſeven to ten, who confeſſed that in 
his time a Sedan was brought in : Nicholas Right 
ſtood from ten to one, who ſaid no Sedan came 
out in his time ; and Gabriel Hasket, who affirm- 
ed the ſame for his time : And Eliz. Minſhaw, + 
Berry's Maid afhrmed that her Maſter was in Bed 
that Night by twelve a Clock. —— The Sentinels 
Evidence was only thought material; but in re- 
gard they could not be ſo poſitive but that they 
might be miſtaken, by reaſon of the darkneſs of 
the Night, and Privacy of the Conveyance, their 
Evidence was not thought ſubſtantial. 

Mr. Actorney General then ſpoke to the Con- 
currency of Prance*s and Bedloe*s Evidences ; ard 
Mr. Solicitor General to the Conſiſtancy thereof. 
After which the. Ld. Ch. Juſtice ſum'd up the 
Evidence, and directed the Jury, in a very tart 
Speech againſt the Cruelty of the Romiſh Prin- 
ciples ——T hen the Jury withdrawing for a 
ſhort ſpace, brought the Priſoners all in guilty. 
Upon which the Zd. Ch. Juſtice told them that 
they had found the ſame Verdict that he would | * 
have found if he had been one with them ; and 
if it were the laſt word he were to ſpeak in this 
World, he ſhould have pronounced them guilty. 

At which Words the whole Aſſembly gave a 
great ſhout of Applauſe. | | | 

The next day the Priſoners being brought 
again to the Bar, Mr. Juſtice Wyla, who as ſe- »- 
cond Judg in that Court, pronounceth the Sen= | 
tence in all Criminal Matters ( except High- 
Treaſon) ſpoke an excellent Speech to them, 
wherein he ſhewed them the Greatneſs of their 
Criac, and gave them good Advices and = 
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ſentenc'd them to be Drawn, Hang*d and Quar-' 


rer'd; which was accordingly executed upon 
them at Tybrn on Fryday the 21/t of Feb, they 
all denying the Fact to the laſt.

(which proved to be 6s. 84.\for an Order, 
which was for Mr. Speke*s Brother ); afperſing 
them with beifig ZEves-droppers ; multiplying 
words, to.little purpoſe. His Defence therefore 
being Artificial, ( as the Lord Chief Fuſtice told 
him) becauſe nothing to the purpoſe. Nay, 
Mr. Juſtice YY:ld told him, he difgrac'd his 
Profeilion by making ſo weak a Defence. And 
Bedloe own'd ſome of the Crimes he beſpattered 
him with, as part of the Guilt for which the 
King had given him his Pardon, and farther 
Depos'd, That Mr. Reading was to have 1001.

The Ld. Ch. Juſtice ſumny'd up the Evidence, 
to which the Ld. Ch. Baron added ſome little; 
and then the Fary, after a ſhort teceſs, brought 
the Priſoner in Gailry. And then the Court 
Adjoucn'd for half an hour when being ret 
again, and the Priſoner at the Bar, The Ld. 
Ch. Jultice Sentenc'd him, to be Fined 1 090 L 
to be impriſoned for the ſpace of a whole, 
Year; and to be ſet in the Pillory fot the ſpace of 
one hour in the Palace-Yard in VVeftminſter. On 
the Monday following he was Pillored according-, 
ly, the Sheriff having a particular Charge 0

"Hen and there the Court being met, and 
'T all the Judges of Ezgland preſent, Pro- 
clamation was made of Silence and Attention 
whilſt the King's Commiſſion. of Oyer and. Ter- 
mener, and of Goal-Delivery were openly read , 
then the Priſoners being ſet to the Bar, James. 
Corker. ( a Prieſt and Jeſuit, brought thithex-to 


be tried with them) preſented to. the Court, a. 


Petition, ſetting forth that he was «bſolutely 
ſurprized, and unprepared for his' Trial, and 


therefore beſought the Court that, be might not, 
be tried till the next Seſſions. To which the 


Court ſeemed inclinable enough, nor did the 


* Attorney General gain-ſay it, upon condition that 
ke could really make it our, that he wantcd' 


Wirtnelles, without which he could not make his 
Defence. However it was thought fitting thar 


he ſhould hear the Charge that was againſt him 


read : to the end he mizht be able to give rhe 
Court an account what Witnelles he had, that 
might avail him in refcreiice, to his Defence. 
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againſt it, which being done, (the Inditment 
being in general for High-Treaſon, in conſpi- 
ring the Death of the King, the Subveriion of 
the Government, and Proteſtant Religion ) the 
former Queſtion was put to him again, and then 
he named one Alice Gatton now at Tunbriag, as a 
Witneſs to prove that he was not in Town upon 
the 24th of April ; ſo that being reſpited till 
the next day, the Court ſaid nothing ferther 
to him rhar Sitting, 

Immediately after the Indittment was read, 
V/hitebread repreſented to the Court, that in 
regard he had been tried upon the 17th of De- 
cember before, upon the. fame Indictment ; at 
what time the Jury being impanelPd, and the 
Evidence found inſufficient which came in a- 
gainſt him, the Jury was diſcharged without a 
Verdict, he was informed that no Man could be 
tried, and conſequently put in Jeopardy of 
his Life twice for the ſame Cauſe. For which 
reaſon he pray?d for Counſel to direct him upon 
that Point in matter of Law. He urged that 
his Life was in danger, as being deliver?d over 
in Charge to the Jury : and to make ir out he 
alledg*d the Caſe of Sayer, in the 31 Eliz. who 
having pleaded to a former Indictment for a 
Burglary, was indicted a ſecond time, upon 
which it was the Opinion of the Judges, that 
he could not be indicted twice for the ſame 
Fact. Helikewiſe deſir?d a ſight of the Record, 
and that he might be informed, whether or no 
when a Perſon comes upon his Trial, he ought 
not either to be condemned or acquitted ? Upon 
the whole matter, 'and his Motion together, the 
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Court declar'd to him, that the Jury being 
diſcharg'd of him, his Life was in no danger. 
For that the Jury being ſworn to make a true 
deliverance of the Priſoners in their Charge, 
their Charge could not be full till the laft Charge 
of the Coutt, after Evidence. Moreover, he was 
told that ſuch a Plea as he produc'd could not 
be ſupported without a Record, and it was cer- 
rain there was none here, becauſe there was no 
Verdict; and belides, this was not the ſame 
Indictment, in regard it contain'd new matter. 
1hen Fenwick oftered the ſame Plea, his Caſe 
being the ſame, appearing before with Whzte- 
bread pon his Tra! : but the Court return- 
Ing the ſame Anſwer to him as to the for- 
mer, they both ſubmitted, and ſo all of them 
pleaded ſeverally Not Gwlty to the Indictment. 
Then the Jury being to be impanelPd, they 
unanimouſly excepted (without naming them) a 
gatnit all thoſe Perſons that had ſerv'd before as 
jury-Men in the ſame Cauſc, which the Court 
allowed them, as but reaſon. And the Jury 
therefore that were {worn were theſe twelve.

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proved the Charge, and then Dr. Oates was fir{(l 
called, and being ſworn he depoſed, That Whwte- 
bread was made Provincial the laſt December was 
twelve Month ; and by yirtue of his Authority, 
order'd one Conyers to preath in the Engliſh Semi- 
nary upon St. Thomas of Becker's-day, that the 
Oaths of Allegiance 2nd Supremacy were Here- 
tical, Antichriſtian and Deviliſh : which as- 
cordingly was done. That in January or Fe- 
bruary he wrote Letters to Sr. Omers concerning 
the State of Ireland, of which he had an ac- 
count from Arch-biſhop Talbot, who wrote him 
word, that there were ſeveral thouſands of 
Iriſh ready to riſe, when the Blow ( by which 
was meant the King's Murther ) ſhovld be given 
in England, and he hoped jt would not be long 
ere It was given. That he ſent over two Jeſuits 
into Ireland in Jamtary to ſee how Affairs ſtood 
there;z of whoſe return he writ an account to 
St. Omers in April, and of the Conſult to be that 
Month, at which he was, and ſigned a Reſolve 
at Wild. houſe, that Pickering and Grove ſhould 
go on in their deſign to diſpatch the King, As 
a very excellent Expedient. That in June he 
went over into Flanders to look to his Charge, 
as Provincial, and there in diſcourſe with ſome 
of the Fathers, he uſed this Expeſſion, © That 
<* he hoped to ſee the black Fools Head at White- 
« hall Jaid faſt enough ; and that if his Brother 
* ſhould appear to follow his ſteps, hjs Paſs- 
« port ſhould be made too. That alſo upon 
Sir George Wakemar's refuſing tp poiſon the King 
for 15000 /. he adviſed the adding of 5000 Þ 
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more, and was highly pleaſed that he had ac- 
cepted it. | 

Mr. Dzgdales Evidence againſt him was, That 
in a Letter trom Grove to Ewers, he ſaw one of 
Mr. Whitebread's, to take none but ſtout deſpe- 
rate Fellows, not mattering whether they were 
Gentlemen or no, and that they were to take 
away the King's Life. That he had ſeen White- 
bread at Harcourt's Chamber with Le Fazrre, 
Pritchard ard others, where they fell into diſ- 
courſe concerning Sir G. Wakemar?s bogling at 
10000, and ſo agreed to make it up 1500007. 
to which Whitebread readily conſented. 

Mr. Bedloe {wore againſt him, That it was 
IV hitcbread that gave Coleman in Account of 
ſending four 1riþh-Men to Windſor. 

As to Fenwick, it was ſworn againſt him by 
Dr. Oates, that when he came over in Fare, he 
mer with Fenwick, at Dover, who came with him 
to London, and upon his Box being ſeized by 
the Scarchers, he heard him fay, That if they 
had ſ:arched his Pockets, as they had his Boy, 
they had found ſuch Letters as would 'have coſt 
him his Life ; for, ſaid he, they were about our 
Concern in hand. That he and one Aſhby, or 
rather Thimbleby, then brought over Inſtructions 
from Whitebread,to offer Sir G.Waheman 100001. 
to poyſon the King, and for filling up a blank 
Commiſſion ro Sir John Gaze to be an Officer in 
the Army. That Aſhby being to go to the Bath, 
Fenwick with Harcourt did adviſe him, upon his 
leaving thar place, to take a turn about Somerſer- 
frire, and to pollels the People there with the 
mafter, not doubring bur that before he came 
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vp to Tewn again to have the Gentleman at 
F/hbite-ball diſpatch*d, whom they called the: 
black Baſtard. That Fentoick was with others 
at YVild-houfe upon the 21} of Auguſt, at what 
time there was $01. before them on a Table, 
which was for thoſe that were to kill the King 
at YVindſor, and was preſent when the Money 
was paid to the Meſſenger. That he alſo being 
at a Conſult of the BenediTines, received advice 
from Talbot out of Ireland of a deſign to kill the 
Duke of Ormond, defiring Commiſſions and Mo- 
ny for advancing the Deſign. Upon which the 
faid Fenwick, ſent Commiſſions to Cheſter by an 
Expreſs, and other Letters by the Poſt ;, and 
moreover he deliver'd the Witneſs Money for 
his neceſſary Expences, charging him to pro- 
cure ſome Maſſes to be ſaid for a proſperous 
Succeſs of the Enterprize. | 

Againſt Fenwick,, Mr. Prance depoſed that in 
Ireland's Chamber in Rvfſel-Street about a fort- 
night before Aficbaelmas lalt, there was Ireland, 
Fenwick, and Grove talking of -50000 Men that 
ſhould be raiſed, and be in readineſs to carry on 
the Catholick Cauſe, and were to be govern'd 
by the Lords Bellaffs, Powis and Arunael : And 
that he, asking them what would become: of 
Tradeſmen, if Civil Wars ſhould be again in 
England ? Fenwick bid him never to -fear a 
Trade, for there would be Church-work e- 
nough for him, as Crucifixes, Images, and the 
like. 

Mr. Bedloe being ſworn, depoſed that he had 
ſeen Fenwick both at Whitebread's and Harcourt,s 
Chambers, when the Murther of the King was 
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diſcourſed of, and that he agreed wich the teſt, 


and conſented to it. 

Againſt Harcourt, Dr. Oates depoſed, That 
he was one of thoſe that were at the great Con- 
ſult, and fign®d the Reſolve. And that he was 
preſent at the filling up of the blank Commiſſi- 
on to Sir John Gage ,, And paid the Meſſenger 
the $0 /. which was for the four Aſſaſſinates at 
FVindſor in his own Chamber. 

Againſt him Mr. Dugaale ſwore, that he being 
Pitch'd upon to be one of the King?s Murderers, 
was by Harcourt choſen to be diſpoſed of ar 
London for that purpoſe, under the Tuition of 
one Mr. Parſons. ' That there was a Letter from 
Paris which paſs'd through Harconrt*s hands, to 
prove that it was the opinion of them at Pars 
and St. Omers, to fling the Death of the King 
vpon the Presbyterians, whereby they ſhould bring 
in the Ep:ſcopal Party into the Papiſts Company, 
to revenge themſelves of the Presbytersans ;, and 
after that, to go on to a Maſlacre, and thoſe that 
eſcaped it, to be afterwards totally cut off by the 
Army. That he alſo had ſeen ſeveral treaſona- 
ble Letters, at leaſt an hundred of them, a!l 
ſent' from Harcourt to Ewers under a Cover 
from Groves, which he had intercepted and 
read. That the firſt Intelligence of the Mur- 
ther of Sir Edmondbury Godfrey, which they had 
mn the Country, was ſent from Harcourt, which 
Letter was received on Monday, and bore Date 
eg Saturday, upon the Night of which Day the 
faid Morther was committed, with theſe parti- 
evlar words, Thi Night Sir Edmondbury God- 
frey « diſpateb'd. In Confirmation of which 
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Particular, Mr. Chetwin was ſworn, who de- 
poſed, that on Tze/day after the Murder, one Mr. 
Sanbidge (a Kinſman of the Lord Aftors) came 
| to him from Elds, an Ale-houſe, .and ask'd him, 
if he heard not of a Juſtice of Peace at Y/. 
; mninſter that was killd ? 'the Girl of the Houſe 
having told him that Mr. Dugdale had reported 

there that Morning that ſuch an one was kill'd. 
Mr. Bedlze being ſworn, depoſed alſo, that he 
ſaw Harcourt take the 80 /. out of a Cabinet, and 
; pay the Mony to the Meſſenger that was to carry 
It to the Ruſhans at Windſor, giving the ſaid 
Meſſenger at the ſame time for Expedition a 
Guinea, as from Coleman, to.drink his Health. 
—— That in Harcourt's Chamber t500l. was 
agreed upon and appointed, as»likewiſe the 
number of Maſles, for Grave and Pickering for 
killing the King z--- That he was one of thoſe that 
agreed and conſented to the addition of 5000. 
to the firſt 10000 /. robegiven to Sir G.MWakeman. 
—— That he brought Harcoxre ſeveral Letters 
from Wotton, St. Omers, Bruges, Paris, Vallado- 
» lid, and Salamaxca; all of them for carrying on 
the Plot, ſhewing what Men, and Mony was in 
readineſs, and what more expected. — That the 
Contribntions and Accounts lay generally in 
Harcourt's Hands, and that he had carried ſeve- 
ral Papers from Harcourt to Langhorn concern- 
ing the ſame matter,——That he carryed a Con- 
ſult to St. Omers from Mr. Coleman, to whom 
Harcourt went with him, and that in that Con- 
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ſult was the-main of the Deſign ; Alſo that 
Þ he faw Harcourt give Sir G. VV akeman a Bill upon 
] ſome certain Citizen - for 2000, telling him at 
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the ſame tim? that it was in part of a greater 
Sum. - | 

Then two Papers were produced and read in 
Court, which- Sir Thomas Doleman depoſed he 
found amongſt arcourrs Papers ; the firſt was 
a Letrer from one Mr. Petre, giving an account 
when the Conſult -was to be, adviling Secreſy, 
as to time attd place, it apptaring of its own Nature 
neceſſary, The other was a Letter from one 
Cbriſtopher Anderton dated from Hilton (by which 
was meant Rome) Feb. the 5th, 167}. wherein 
mention was made of the Parents being ſent 
thence: both which Letters the Priſoners 
ftrugled much to vindicate by ſuch forced Con- 
{tructions of the matters they contained, as all 
the Court rejected. 

Againſt Gavan Dr. Oates*'depoſed, That he 
ſaw his Name to the Reſolve, though he 
could not ſwear he was at the Conſult of the 
24th of Apr: That he gave an account from 


time to time of the Aﬀairs of Staffordſhire 


and Shropſhire, relating to the Plot ; and thar 
coming to London, he gave the ſame account to 
Ireland in his own Chamber, and talk*d of two 
or 3000!. that would be ready for the Deſign. 

Mr. Prance then depoſed, that Harcoxre had 
rold him abovea Year before, (as he was paying 
him for an Image of the Virgin Mary,) that there 
was a Plot upon the Life of the King. 

Mr. Dugdale depoſed againſt him, that it was 
he who had engaged him in the Plot upon the 
Life of the King, and often perſwaded and en- 
couraged him to it.—That at Emwer's and his 


Chambers at Boſcobel and other places, ſeveral 
bs Con- 
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Conſultations had been had about the Death of 


* the King, and bringing in of Popery ; wherein 


Mr. Gaven was alwaysa great Man, being a good 
Orator to perſwade People in the Detign : 
— That at the ſame Conſaltations he had heard 
the Maſſacre often diſcours'd of, And that Ga- 
ven ſhould ſay, ** That tho they were but in a 
& low condition themſelves, yet they would have 
& Men and Mony enough to ſpare for ſuch a De- 
« ſfign.——That the ſaid Gaver had many times 
endeavoured to convince him of the Lawfulneſs 
if not the Merit of killing any perſon whatſo- 
ever for the Advancemcnt of their Religion. 

As to Turner, it was ſworn by Dr. Oates, that 
he was at the Conſult of Fenwick's Chamber, 
and ſign'd the Reſolve. 

Mr. Dagaale alſo depoſed, that Ewers had 
tc1d him that Tarmer was to carry on the Deſign 
in YYorceſter ſhire. —That.the ſaid Turner had met 
with Ewers, Leveſon and others, in ſeveral places, 
and had in every one of them given his conſent 
to, and aſſiſted with his Counſel in the carryin 
on ofthe grand Deſign of killing the King, nd 
introducing of Popery. 

This was the main of the Evidence for the 
King. The Priſoner?s defence lay chiefly in 
ſeeking to invalidate the Teſtimony given 
againſt them; and to prove Oates perjured ; 
they produced theſe St Omers Witnelles, who 
teſtify'd that he was not in England in April, 
viz, Mr. Hilſley, William Parry, Doaddington, 
Gifford, Palmer, Cox (who differed in his Teſti- 
mony from all the reft, and cauſed two great 
Laughters in the Court) Thomas Billing, Townley, 

Fall, 
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Fall, Fohn Hall (Butler), Cooke (a Taylor) ; ſome 
of which were ſo poſitive, that they afirmed 
that Dr. Oates never Jay but two Nights out of 
the Colledg from December till the middle of 


Tune. And to prove further, that he did not 
come over with Sir Fohn Varner, and Sir Tho- 
ms Preſton (as he had depoſed elſewhere) one 
Bartlet (a Dutchman) Carlier Yerron8 Baillee 
(who ſpoke by an Interpreter) Fobn Joſeph and 
Peter Carpenter appear'd. 

Then Gaven produced two Witneſles to prove 
him to be at YYolverhampten in Staffordſhire at 
the time of the Conſult, viz. one Mrs. Kath, 
VFinford (at whoſe Houſe he there lodged) and 
AMary Poole, a Servant in the Houle ;, the latter 
of whom was ſ9 lame inher Teſtimony, as 
cauſed both Laughter and Shouts. He pro- 
dnced four more, that affirm'd him to be in 
VVolverhampton the laſt week in July, but none 
that could ſpeak to the other three weeks in 
that Month. However he proteſted his Inno- 
cency, and deſired to put himſelf upon the Trial 
of Oratal. 

'" Then Y/hntebread in his defence offered to 
rove D.Oates miſtaken in his Evidence at Mr.Ire- 
land's Trial, which the Court would not allow. 

Harcourt endeavoured to prove Dr. Oates 
miſtaken as to 1reland”; being with him in his 
Chamber in Auguſt. One Gifford, the Lady 
Southcott, Sir Fohn Southcott, Mr. Edward South- 
cott, (his Son) Mrs. Harewel, her Daughter, 
Eliz,. Keeling, Pendrel, and his Wife, two Mrs. 
Giffords, and one Mr. Bedloe affirming him to 
have bzen moſt of that Month in Staffordſhire. 
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Fenwick offer'd to invalidate Mr. Bedloe*s Evi- 
dence, from his having been an ill Man, ec. 

Then Sir Creſwel Levinz (of Counſel for the 
King) ſumm?d up the Prifoners Defence, and to 
clear Dr. Oares*s Evidence about Ireland, he 


called Sarab Pain, who ſwore that ſhe ſaw Ire. _ 


land in London about the middle of Augaſt, And 
for the Proof of Dr. Oazes's being in England at 
the time he ſaid he was, Mr. YYalker (a Mi- 
nilter) Mrs. [ves, Mrs. aye, Sir Richard Barker, 
Philip Page, Butler, ( his Servants) Mr. 
Smith (Schoo!maſter of Iſlingron) and Mr. Clay, 
a Popiſh Prieſt ; all depoſed as to his being ſeen 
in April and May (78): to which the Priſoners 
only oppoſed the Number, and- Innocency of 
their Evidence (being moſt young Boys). Afﬀer 
which the £4. Ch. Jajtice directed the Jury : and 
in ſumming up the Evidence, inſiſted particularly 
on Dugaal's Evidence concerning Sir Edmondbury 
Godfrey's Death, as a mighty Confirmation of 
the Plot. —Then an Officer was ſworn to keep 
the Jury, who withdrew ; and the Judges alfo 
went off from the Bench, leaving Mr. Recorder, 
and a competent number of Commiſſioners there 
to take the Verdict ; and about a quarter of an 
Hour after, the Jury brought them all in Gwilry, 
——Then the Priſoners were carried back to 
Newgate, and the Court adjourned till eight next 
Morning. And then Mr. Langhorn was tried, 


and found guilty : After which, they were all 


ſix brought to the Bar together, and received 
Judgment to be Drawn, Harng'd ard Quartered : 
which accordingly was done upon theſe 5 Jeſuits. 
and Prieſts, on Friday, Je the 2024, at _— 
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Counſellour at Law, at the Old-Baily, 
on Saturday, June the 14th, 1679.

| To whom the Indictment being read, Roger 
Belwood Eſq; (of Counſel for the King in this 
cauſe) opened the Indictment, and Sir Crefwel 
Levins proved the Charge. And, 

Then Mr. Dagdale was firſt called to give Evir 
dence of the general Deſign, from which after- 
wards it would be brought down particulerly to 
Mr. Langhorn: who therefore depoſed, thar he 
had been in ſeveral Conſultations for alteration 
of this preſent Government, and for the intro- 
ducing of Popery, and Murther of the King ; 
that he wasto have a Sum of Money to be oneof 
them that ſhon'd kill the King ; being put upon 
it by Mr. Emers, Mr Gavan, Mr. Laſon, and 
Mr. Yavaſor, all Jeſuits, that there was then to 
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have been a Maſſacre of the Proteſtants, and 
then an Army to have appear*d to have cut off 
thoſe that might eſcape the Maſlacre : that theſe 
Conſultations were in Staffordſhire ;, one at Tixad, 
another at Boſcubel, at my Lord 4ſtor's, and Mr. 
Gerrard's—— Alſo that Mr. Ewers received a 
Letter on Afunday, dated on Saturday from Mr. 
Harcourt, which. did expreſs and begin thus 3 
[This very night Sir Edmondbury Goafrey 1s diſ- 
patched] with ſome other words of like Im- 
zJort. 

Then Mr. Prance depoſed that he was told by 
the Lord Batler,that one Mr. Meſſenger a Gentle» 
man of the Horſe ta the Lord Arundel of YVar- 
ger, was by him imployed, and the Lord Pewis 
to kill the King, for a good Reward : That Mr. 
Harcourt, in his hearing, faid that the King was 
to be killed by ſeveral - And that Fenwick, aid, 
My. Langhorn was to have a great hand in it : 
That then an Army of 5ocoo Men was to be 
raiſed and governed by the Lords Arundel,avd 
Pows, to ruin the Proteſtants, and ſettle "the 
Catholick Religion, whereof he hath heard Fer- 
wick, Ireland and Grove ſpeak at the ſame time 
together. s pon 

Then for the Proof of the particular matters, 
of the Indictment, Dr. Oates was ſworn, who 
depoſed, That in April 1677, he went into Spatn :. 
and in Septembcr following, Mr. Langborn's Sans 
came thither, the one a Scholar of the Engliſh 
Colledg at Maaria, the other of the Engliſh 
Calledg at Yalledolid, to ſtudy Philoſophy in 
order to their receiving of the Prieſthood Thag, 
13 November following he returned into Engloud, 
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and brought Mr. Lanzhorn Letters from his Sons; 
which he delivered foon after his Arrival to 
him ; telling him, at the ſame time, that he be- 
liev'd his Sons would both enter into the Society, 
whereat Mr. Langhorn ſeem®d mightily pleaſed, 
ſaying that by ſo doing they might quickly corhe 
to Preferment in England, for that things would 
nor laſt long 1n the poſture they were in. That 
in the latter end of November, he returning to 
Sr. Omers, Mr. Langhorn deliver*d to him a Pac- 
quet to carry thirher, wherein, when it was 
opened, he ſaw a Letter from him to the Fathers, 
giving them thanks for their care and kindneſs 


towards his Sons, promifing them to repay them - 


their charges of his Son's Journey into Spairt 
(which was 207.) telling them that he had writ 
to Father Le Cheſe, in order to their Concerns ; 


ſaying that, Mr. Coltman had been very large 


with him, and therefore it would not be necella- 
ry for him to trouble his Reverence with any 


large Epiltles at that time, which Letter he ſaw 
not, only this account of it. That there was 


in March or Apri} after, another Letter from 
Mr. Langhorn to the Fathers at St. Omers, about 


an extravagant Son of his, wherein he alſo ex- * 


preſs'd his great care for the carrying on of the 
Deſign of the Catholicks 3 and that the Parlia- 
ment began now to flag in promotitig the Pro- 
teſtant Religion, and that now tliey had a' fair 
Opportunity to begin, and give the Blow. That 
in April or ay when the Conſult was, to which 
ſeveral of them came over from St. Omers, and 
at which, tho Mr. ZLanghorn was not | reſent, 
yet thar he had Orders from the Provincial to 
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_ give him an account of what Reſolutions and 


Paſſages, and Minutes paſs'd : and this he did, 
as well as he could, telling him who went Pro- 
curator to Rome (which was one Father Cary) 
that ſeveral of the Fathers were to be admo- 
niſhed for their irregular living, as they termed 
itz and that it was reſolv*d that the King ſhould 


| be kilPd ; that Pickering and Grove ſhould go on 


to do it (for which Grove was to have 1500 /. 
and Pickering 30000 Maſles ;) upon the hearing of 
which Mr. Lazghorn lift up his Hands and Eyes, 
and prayed God that it might have good Suc- 
ceſs. That then he ſaw in Mr. Langhorn?s Cham- 
ber ſeven or eight Commiſſions (whereof there 
were about fifty) by Virtue of a Breve from the 
Pope, directed to the General of the Society, 


and ſigned 1HE Johanmes Paulus de Oliva; thoſe 
he ſaw, were for the Lord Arnnadel to be Lord 


_- © Chancellor of England; the Lord Powis to be 


Lord High Treaſurer; the Lord Bellaſis to be 
General ; the Lord Peter to be Lieutenant Gene- 
ral; the Lord Stafford to be Pay-Maſter (or 
ſome ſuch office) in the Army ; Mr. Coleman to 
be Secretary of State, and Mr. Langhorn to be 
Advocate of the Army.—That he ſaw the An- 
ſwers of. Le Cheeſe, and Anderton (who was 
Rector of the Colledg at Rome) to Mr. Langhorr's 
Letters to them ; and carried the Originals of 
them, to the Fathers who requeſted them from 
Mr. Langhorn ;, wherein Le Cheſe did allure him 
of his Stedfaſtneſs and Conſtancy to aſſiſt the 
Engliſh Society for the carrying on the Cauſe ; 
And that they ſhould nor need doubt, but the 
French King would ſtand by them. —Thar'Mr. 
'F | Langhorn 
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- Langhoyn was employed as Solicitor for the Je- 


ſuits, and went with Harcourt, Ferwick., Keines, © 


'and Langworth, and communicated the Secret to 
the Benedictine Monks, deſiring them to ſtand 
by them, witha Sum of Money for the carrying 
on the Deſign ; upon which, as he heard, thac 
60007 . was promiſed, and that Mr. Langhorn 
was to receive It ; which though he could not 
prove that he had, yet that he was fure he was 
much diſgnſted, that Sir George Wakeman was 
not contented with 10000 !. to poifon the King, 
ſaying, he was a covetous Man, that it was in a 
Publick Concern, and that being it was to carry 
on the Cauſe, it was no matter if he did it for 
nothing 3 but he was a narrow-ſpirited, and a 
narrow-ſouÞPd Phyſician. That Mr. Langhorn 
\ alſodid know of 800000 Crowns come to France 
for England, from the Congregation at Rome. 
Then Mr. Beadle being ſworn, there was (as 
a Confirmation of what Dr. Oates\ had depoſed 
concerning the Commiſſions) an Inſtrument pro- 
duced found by Mr. Beale, in ſearching Mr. A4r- 
thur's Study (a Papiſt) a- good while after Dr. 
Oates had given his Teſtimony publickly, ſigned 
and ſeal'd juſt as the Commiſſions were. He then 
depoſed, that about three Years ſince he was 
fent by Mr. Harcourt and Mr. Coleman with Let- 
ters to Ze Cheſe;, that the Letters were writ at 
Coleman's Houſe, and brought open by Mr. Cole- 
man to Mr. Langhorn?s Chamber in the Temple, 
where the Priſoner read and regiſtred them, and 
then Coleman ſealing them up, gave them to him 
to carry away. © The effect of which was to 
« let Le Cheſe know, that they walted only 


* now 
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«© now forhis Anſwer, how far he had proceed- 
©* ed with the French King for ſending of Mony ; 
< for they only wanted Mony, all other things 
« were in readineſs. That the Catholicks of 
* England were in ſafety ; had made all Places 
<« and all Offices to be diſpoſed of to Catholicks, 
* or ſuch as they thought wou!d be ſo; that all 
« Gariſons were either an their own Hands, or 
* ready to be put into them ; that they: had fo 
* fair an Opportunity, having a King ſo eaſy to 
© believe what was dictated to him by their 
<« Party; that if they ſlipp*d this Opportunity, 
©* they muſt deſpair of ever introducing Popery 
« into England; for having a King of Ergland 
«io eaſy, and the French Kirg ſo powerful, 
<« they muſt not miſs ſuch an Opportunity.— 
That about a Year and an half fince, Mr. Har- 
court ſent him with another Pacquet of Letters 
to Mr. Langhorn to Regiſter, wherein were two 
| Letters that he before had brought from Spazz, 
the one from Sir W:ll;am Godolphin to the Lord 
Bellaſis ;, the other from the Iriſh Colledg of Je- 
ſuits in Salamanca, That the Letter from the 
ReCtor did ſpecify, That they would have the 
Lord Belaſis, and the reſt of the Lords that were 
concerned, and the reſt of the Party in Eng- 
land, to be in readineſs, and to have this com- 
- municated with all expedition ; for that now 
they had provided in Spazr, under the Notion of 
Pilgrims for St. ago, ſome Iriſh caſhier'd Soul- 
diers, and a great many of Lay-Brothers, to be 
ready to take Shipping at the Groin, to land at 
Afilford-Haven, there to meet the Lord Pows, 


and an Army .that he was to raiſe in Wales to 
F 2 further 
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further this Deſign. That alſo, he:met with 
Father 'Keins, -he brought a Letter from Mr. 
Langhorn in his Hand, which he ſaid was a 
chiding Letter, from the Secretary de -propag anda 
' Fide, Cardinal Barbarmo, to Mr. Langhorn and 
the reſt of the Conſpirators, for going on no 
faſter when they had ſo fair an Opportunity. 

Then Thomas Buſs, the Duke of Monmouth's 
Cook, was ſworn, who (being out of the way 
before ) now depoſed to the Plot in general, 
'That he in September laſt being at Yindſor,heard 
. one | Handkinſon bid one Anthony a Portugueſe, 
and the Queen's Confeſſor*s Man, -who was then 
drinking in their Company, that he ſhould have 
a ſpecial care of the four Iriſh Gentlemen he 
bronght over with him, for that they would do 
their Buſineſs ; whom, ſince he had ſeen Cole- 
man's Trial, he ſuppoſed to be the four Iriſh- 
Men that were to kill the King. Then this 4-- 
thony was ſent for by the Court to be took up, 
but Handkinſon was return'd beyond Sea. 

Then the Priſoner, in his own defence, offer'd 
to the Court, that the two Witneſſes againſt 
him, Oates and Bedloe, were Parties to the Crime 
which was laid to his Charge; and therefore he 
defired to know, whether they had their Pardon, 
or no ? Which tho it were ſufficiently made out, 
yet the Court for his further fatisfacion decla- 
red, That whether they had or had not, yet 
they were good Witneſles, or elſe they ſhould 
not have been admitted. Whereupon the Pri- 
ſoner ſtarted another Queſtion 3 Whether having 
had their Pardons, they might not fall under the 
ſame proſpect in Law with an Approver ; not as 

being 
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& being Approvers, but. as under ſome equiyalence 
, of reaſon» for them ? From--whence he. would 
have inferr*d, That if the Approver be par- 
doned, the Appellee ought to be diſcharg'd. To 

which -the- Court replied,-, That an Approver 

> was ever allow-d Maintenance, and. that there 
ought to be. a. proof of, corrupt Contract, or 
Subornation,. to invalidate a: Teſtimony... Then 

the Priſoner defired to know, whether they had 

ever received, or did not expect Gratifications 

and Rewards for their Diſcaveries. | | 

_ To which Dr. Oates declared, .That he was.6 
or 7004, out. of Pocket, and knew not when he 
ſhould ſee it again. The Priſoner urged,. That 
Mr. Reading had told him, that Mr. Bedloe had 
received-500/. But the. Court inform'd him, 
4 that was for the diſcovery of the Murderers of 
Sir Edmonabury Godfrey, Then (theſe little 

Paſſes being all put-by, and he having nothing to 
anſwer. tothe Fact ) to invalidate the Witnelles, 
he called in the St. Omers Gang, which had all 
been heard, and baffled but the day before, to 
prove that Dr. Oates did not come over with 
4a thoſe Perſons he depoſed he did, nor at that 
Time, but was at St. Omers in April and May, 
which was the only Months they could anſwer 
any Queſtions about ; becauſe ( as one of thoſe 
Witneſles very honeſtly confeſs?d ) the Queſtian 
that he came, for, did not fall upon any other 
| Time. Qthers of them contradicted themſelves, 
ſ as to what they had ſpoke the day before ; one 


calling it the 24th of April New-Stile, who ye- 
ſterday call'd it Old-Stile,; another June, who 


yeſterday ſaid July. And the Woman. of the 
F.3 White- 
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VVhite-Horſe Tavern affirming her Houſe to be 
little; and that there was never a Room therein: . 
that could contain near jo many as Dr. Oates 
had depoſed had met there at the Conſult ; ſe- 
veral in the Corrt preſently contradifed her, 
aftirrhing, that Fifty might dine at once in ſome 
of her Rooms. Then Mr. Lawghorne would 
have urged fomething* againſt the Witneſſes 
which they had ſaid-ar other Trials ; the unrea- 
ſonableneſs whereof the Court ſhew?®d him. 
Then ſeveral fubſtantial Witneſſes being 
\worn, (whereof one was a Papilt ) depoſed, 
That they ſaw Dr. Oates in London in April and 
May 16758. which quite contradicted the St. O- 
mer's Evidence. 

Then Mr. Langhorn urg'd the St. Omer's Te- 

ſtimony notwithſtanding, againſt Dr. Oates's 
Evidence ; and afhrm'd, that he had never ſeen. 
Mr. Bedloe before that day ; and that it was im- 
probable, that one that was in his way of Pra- 
ice, ſhould become a Clerk to regiſter Letters ; 
and that there was no proving a Negative ; diſ- 
claiming all Principles of Diſloyalty, leaving 
 thereſt to the Jury. 

Therefore the Ld. Ch. Juſtice then ſumm'd up 
the Evidence, and directed the Jury : And then 
a Letter found among Harcourt*s Papers, five 
or ſix days after Dr. Oates had given in bis Infor- 
mation to the King and Council, was produc'd, 
and read in Court, to confirm Dr. Oates's Teſti- 
mony about the Conſult. 

Then an Officer was ſworn to keep the Jury, 
who withdrew to conſider of their Verdict; and 
the Judges alſo went off from the Bench. After 

a 
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' a ſhort ſpace the Jury returned, and brought the 
. Priſoner in Gwilty ; upon which there was a very 
great Shout. i 
Then the five Priſoners caſt the day before, 
were all brought to the Bar, and received Sen- 
tence together, To be Drawn, Hang*d,and Quar- 
ter'd : Mr. Recorder applying himfelf firſt: to 
them in a very handſom Speech, | 
Which Sentence, after a Month's Reprieve, 
was executed upon him at Tybxrn. |

Hen and there theſe Priſoners were Indited 
for High-Treaſon, for conſpiring the Death 
of the King, ſubverſion of the Government, 
and Proteſtant Religion, whereto they all plead- 
ed, Not Guilty. 


Their Jury were

To whom the Indictment being read, Edward 
VFard Eſfq;, (of Counſel for the King in this 
Cauſe) opened the Indictment, and Sir Robert 
Sawyer opened the Charge. And then Mr. Dug- 
"dale was firſt called to give a general Account on- _ 
ly of the Plot. Who therefore being ſworn, 
depoſed, That for theſe ſeven Years he had 
known of the Plot, and for two Years particu- 
larly ; and that in order thereto, the beſt way 
was, to kill the King; and to that purpoſe, 
there were ſeveral Letters ſent weekly into Staf- 
fordſmre, and very often directed to him in a 
Cover, wherein were ſeven or eight ſeveral Let- 
ters, as from Ireland, Harcourt, and Grove, to 
ſome Prieſts in Staffordſhire, viz. Ewers, and 
Lewſon, and Vaveſor and many. times they 
writ of the Plots going on to kill the King, ad- 
vifing to Secrecy, and mentioning who ſhould be 
their Officers for an Army to be raiſed after- 
ward. That he was engaged to be one of the 
Allaflinates, firſt about two Years ago, but more 
preciſely 1n Je or July laſt was 1 2 Month, and 
he ſhould have come up for that end to London, 
in Ofober, there to have received Directions 
from Jreland ;, but the Plot breaking forth he 
was prevented ; and that the Lord Stafford _ 
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miſed him that he ſhould have 500 /. as part of 
his Reward ; and when the Work was done, he 
ſhould be better gratihed. | 

Then Mr. Prance depoſed, That about three 
Weeks before Michaelmaſs, he heard Fenwick, 
Grove,and Treland diſcourſing,in Ireland*s Cham- 
ber, of 5o00o Men that were to be raiſed for 
the ſetling of Popery 3 and he asking what poor 
Tradeſmen ſhould do ? Ferwick ſaid, That be 
need not fear, for he ſhould have Church-V Vork 
enough to make Crucifixes, Baſons, . and Candle- 
ficks, (being a working Gold-ſmith); and that 
this Army was to be govern'd by the Lords, Pow, 
Stafford, Arundel, Bellaſis, and Petre.——That he 
heard that one Meſſenger was to kill the King ; 
but meeting him, the ſaid Meſſenger told him, 
T ey mere off that now, but pray*d him however 
to keep Comnſel. 

Then Mr. Femiſon depos'd, That he was in 
Ireland's Chamber in Ruſſel-ftreet, when there a- 
roſe a diſcourſe concerning the hopes of bring- 
ing in Popery ; and Ireland ſaid, There was on- 
ly one 1n the way that ſtop'd the Gap, and hin- 
dred the Catholick Religion from flouriſhing, in 
England again 3 and ſaid, It was an eaſy matter 
to poiſon the King ; and that this was in Juze 
i678. And on the 19th day of Arguſt he ſaw 
Treland again at his own Chamber, ( which con- 
tradicted what had before been depoſed in Tre- 
lands's Trial, that he never was in London after 
the 3d of Auguſt till September); And this be 
proved by many remarkable Circumſtances, and 
ſ{trengthen'd his own Evidence, by that of Mr. 
Bowes, and Mr. Rurnet, who proved that Mr. Ten- 
niſon was then in London, Then 
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Then Dr. Oates was called, ( whoſe Evidence 
was to effect direCtly the Priſoner's) and he be- 
ing ſworn, depoſed againſt Sir George V/ake- 
man, That he ſaw a Letter of Sir G. VV akeman's 
to Aſhby, wherein was ſome Preſcriptions he was 
to obſerve at the Bath; and afterwards an In- 
formation, that the Queen would aſliſt him to 
poiſon the King. That a ſhort time after he 
ſaw Sir George at. Aſbby's, fit in a writing po- 
ſture, and ſaw him lay by his Pen, riſe up and 
go away, and the ſame hand he left behind him 
in a Paper where the Ink was not dry, was the 
fame Hand that writ the Letter to Aﬀeby. — 
T hat in that time of Converſe, while Sir George 
was writing, Aſbby gave him ſome Inſtructions 
concerning the Commiſſion he had received of 
being Phyſician to the Army. — That ſome few 
days aftcr this, by Command from the Qyeen, 
Harcourt, Keines, Langworth, Fenwick, and: a- 
nother,. did attend the Queen in her Chamber 
at Somerſet-Houſe z and that he waiting in an 
Anti-Chamber, heard a Woman's Voice, (which 
afterwards he.knew to be the Queen's, there 
being no other. Woman there, and he ſeeing her 
while ſhe ſpoke) which did ſay, © That ſhe 
* would aſſiſt them in the Propagation of Pope- 
«ry, with her Eſtate; and that fhe would not 
« endure theſe Violations of her Bed any lon- 
«ger; and that ſhe would aſliſt Sir G. YYake- 
< man in poiſoning the King.——That he was pre- 
ſent when Aſhby, by Order from the Provincial 
offer?d Sir George the 10000 1. in the preſence of 
Flarcourt and Ireland, to poiſon the King. — 
That he refuſed it, not in abhorrency of the 

Crime 3 
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Crime, but becauſe, as he ſaid, it was too lit- 


tle for fo great a Work. —— That afterwards. 


' 5000 L., more was offer'd him, as he was credi- 
bly inform'd, by the Order of the Provincial 
YV'Vkitebread ;, But that he certainly ſaw the Pri- 
foner's Hand to a Receipt in the Entry-Book 
at YVVild-Houſe, for 5000 l. in part of the 
ſaid 150004. * | 

Mr. Bedloe depoſed, That he was in Har- 
court's Chamber, laſt Auguſt, where he ſaw Har- 
court deliver to Sir George a Bill of 20001. (which 
he {aid came from the Queen) which was char- 
ped, as he ſuppoſed,. on ſome Goldſmith near 

emple-Bar. That as ſoon as Sir George had 
read It, he ſaid, *twas well, if it would be ac- 
cepted ; that he found more Incouragement from 
his good Lady and Miſtreſs, than from any of 
them all. — That the Bill was accepted, and the 
Mony paid, by the Confeſſion of Sir George to 
the Witneſs. That the ſaid 2000. was ſoon 
after made up-5000 1. and as Harcourt told this 
Deponent, all upon the ſame account, and in 
part of the 15000 /. P. 

Sir. George pleaded to all this, That he had 
been left at Liberty 24. days after he had been be- 
fore the Council z and that upon Dr. Oates's be- 
\ Ing ſentfor to the Houſe of Lords to repeat his 
Evidence, he confeſs'd there, that he did not 
knqw Sir G. V/akemarn's Hand, and only knew 
the Letter in queſtion to be his Letter, by being 
ſubſcribed G./YY/akeman; concluding from thence, 
that he would have t01d more at that Examina- 
tion had he known more. To which the Doctor 
replied, That he had been ſo over-toiled with 

| watching. 
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. watching, and ſearching after Perſons deteCted; 
that he was not able to make good his Charge : 
Which was allo confirm'd by the Teſtimony of 
Sir Thomas Doleman.——But Sir Philip Floyd, one 
of the Clerks of the Council, was more expreſs 
in behalf of the Priſoner, who acknowledged: 
indeed that Dr. Oates did make mention of 'Sir 
George's undertaking to poiſon the King, as he 
had nnderſtood by a Letter from YYhztebread to 
Harcourt ;, and that he was inform'd by the ſame 
Letter, that Coleman had paid him 5000 l.' of 
the 150007. agreed upon : But that being de- 
manded of his own perſonal knowledg what he 
could tax Sir George withal, he ſolemnly. de- 
nied that he had-any thing more againſt him.—— 
To which the Doctor gave the- ſame anſwer of 
= extream' Weakneſs and Indiſpoſition as be- 
ore. 

Sir George alſo offered to prove, That there 
was nothing about poiſoning the King, in- that 
his Letter to Aſhby, Mr. Chapman, and Hunt his 
Man, (the firſt ſhewing a piece of the Letter, 
and the other affirming that he writ it from his 
Maſter's Mouth, being then indiſpos'd) but the 
Court judging this ro be ſome other, and not 
that Dr. Oates ſwore, this was rejected-as no 
Evidence.——Finally, Sir George recommended 
this one Obſervation more to the Court ; That 
in Oates's Narrative, there was not one Letter 
which came from beyond-Sea, to which he did 
not ſwear pofitively as to the Date, and as tothe 
Receipt ; and yet that in the Caſe of Life he 
would not be confin'd toa Month.. Concluding 


with a ſolemn Imprecation, and diſclaiming, all 
the 


. 
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the Crime in this Matter that had been charg'd 
againſt him: | 

Againſt Corker, Dr. Oates ſwore, That he 
was Privy to the Promiſe of the 6000 1, which 
was to be raiſed . among the Beneditines for car- 
rying on the Deſign; and as being Preſident of 
the Benediftines he aſſented thereto.——That the 
ſaid Corker gave Le Cheſe, and the Engliſh Monks 
at Paris an account of the Jeſuits Proceedings 

in England;— And that he had a Patent to be 

Biſhop of LZoxdon, which the Witneſs had ſeen 
In his hand;-— And that he diſpoſed of ſeveral 
parcels of Mony ( which they called the Queen's 
Charity) for advancing the Deſign.——T hat 
alſo he was privy tothe Grand Conlſultin Aprel, 
and excepted againſt P:ckering's being made 
choice of for killing the King, in regard that he 
being engag?d to ſay High Maſs, an Opporturity 
might be loſt in the mean time. 

Mr. Bedloe further depos'd againſt bim, Thac 
he had been with him in the Company of others 
at Somerſet-Houſe, where he heard him diſcourſe 
- In general concerning the Plot; of Letters of 
Intelligence, and raiſing an Army ; What Agi- 
tators the Conſpirators had in the Country,and 
what Intereſt they had made. 

To this Corker offer*d, in his Defence, That 
not knowing his Accuſations, he could not 
come with Evidences t9 ſupport his Plea——That 
there was nothing more eaſy than to accuſe an 
innocent Perſon, and that -the Circumſtances 
ought to be as credible as the Witneſles : of 
which there was ncither to be found in his Caſe ; 
uſing many Flouriſhes to move the Court and 


the 
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the Jury, raiſing his Arguments from Improba- 
bility of Witnelles, to maintain his Allegations. . 
——And the more to invalidate Oates's Teſti- 
mony, he produced one Elen Rigby, Elizabeth 
Sheldon, Alice Broadhead, who teltified, That 
one Stapleton was Prelident of the Benediliines, 
and not himſelf, and that the ſaid Srapleton had 
been ſo for many Years. 

Againſt arfpal Dr. Oates depos'd, That he 
was preſent when the 6000 1. was agreed upon, 
and that he made the ſame Exceptions againſt 
Pickering that Corker had done. 

. Mr. Bedloe ſwore alſo againſt flim, That he 
had carried ſeveral Letters to Papiſts in the 
Country that were in the Deſign, and particular- 
ly one to Sir Francis Ratcliff.——And that he had 
ſent Letters of his own twice to others concern- 
ing the ſubverting of the Government, and 
introducing Popery. 

. To this Marſhal, throwing himſelf upon the 
Court, whom he beſought to manage his Cauſe 
for him, as having had ſo much Trial of their 
Candour and Ingenuity, he made ſome ſlight 
Reflections upon the King's Evidence ; and de- 
fir?d the Court to conſider how little concern?d 
he was at his being apprehended, which was no 
{mall ſign of his Innocency ; Relating the man- 
ner of it, though very fallly, as Sir William 
Walter then ſwore. ——But the main of his Evi- 
dence lay upon this ſtreſs, That Dr. Oates was 
a ſtranger to him, and had miſtaken him for 
ſome other Perſon ; which alſo was evidently 
made out to the contrary ; beſides, that the 


Priſoner brought no proof of what he aftirm'd 
in 
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in that particular.-—The Concluſion of his 
Defence was, a ſmooth Harangue, ad captandum 
populum, and in juſtification of the Crimes of 
the five Jeſuits that had already ſuffered , which, 
becauſe it was look'd upon as an affront done 
to the Juſtice of the Court, the Ld. Ch. Juſtice 
replied, in a very ſmart and excellent Harangue 
(whereat the people gave a Shout) again upon him, 
and the Court defir'd him to forbear his Flow- 
ers of Rhetorick, which were all to no purpoſe. 

Againſt Rwley, only Dr. Oates ſwore, That 
he was privy to'the Conſult for the raiſing the 


60001, and that he pray'd for the Succeſs of 


the Deſign.—And being but one Witneſs 
againſt him, he did not think it needful to trou- 
ble the Court with a Defence; And indeed -it 
was the Opinion of the Court deliver'd to the 
Jury, that they ought to diſcharge him. 

After this the Ld. Ch. Juſtice ſumm?*d up the 
Evidences ; taking Notice of the weakneſs of 
the Priſoners Defences; only expreſſing himſelf 
diſlatisfied at Dr. Oatess excuſe of his own 
weakneſs and infirmity for not giving his full 
Charge againſt Sir George Wakeman at the Coun- 
cil Board : Since he might have charg*d him in 
the ſame breath, that he denied he had any thing 
more againſt him. — Saying, it was ſtrange 
that the Priſoners ſhould: have ſo little know- 
ledg, and fo little accquaintance with Oares and 
Bealoe, and ſo great a matter as they ſpeak ſhould 
be true, &c, 

As ſoon as my Lord had done ſpeaking, Mr. 
Bedloe told him he had not ſumm'd up his Evi- 
dence rizht. His Reply was, 1 know rot by what 
Authority this Man ſpraks. An 
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An Officer then being ſworn to keep the Jury, 
the Judges went off the Bench, leaving Mr. 
Recorder and ſome Juſtices to take the Verdict. 
And after about an Hours ſpace the Jury re- 
turned, and brought them all four in, contrary 
to Expeftation, Not Guilty. After which the 
Court Adjourned.

Accordingly Mr, 
VF ithens, Mr. Saunders and Mr. Scroggs, endea- 
voured to defend their Client Knox, by throw- 
ing the Guilt upon Lane and Ovborne, as if they 
had induced him in, and he only ated for them 
out of Simplicity, and great Innocency; And 
to this end they produced Lane's Mother and 
Siſter, to ſhew that Zane and Orborne applied 
themſelves to Knox firſt. Mr. Holt and Mr. YVil- 
liams were of Counſel for the Defendant Lae. 
who endeavyour'd (in requiral) to throw the 
Guilt upoti Knox, as being the Inducer, making 
It a Battel Royal, where every one has two 
Enemies to oppoſe. 

But the Caſe being clear, the Court thoughe 
it needleſs to ſum up the Evidences, or the Jury 
to go away from the Bar; fo laying their Heads 
together, they preſently declared them Guilty.

Mr. Dugdale ſwore, that he heard him confeſs 
himſelf a Prieſt, that day he was taken. 

Mr. Prance depos'd, he had heard him ſay Maſs 
twenty times at Y7/d-houſe in his Habit, and 
ſeen him conſecrate the Hoſt. 

The Priſoner {aid he was a Scotſman, born 
at Aberdeen. The Ld. Ch. Baron ſumm'd up the 
Evidence, and the Jury withdrew. for about a 
quarter of an hour, and brought in Anderſon, 
Corker, Marſhall, Ruſſel, Parry and Starkey Guilty ; 
and Zumſden guilty of being a Prieſt, and born 
at Aberdeen in Scotland. Then the Judges went 
off the Bench, and the Court proceeded to 
Judgment ; Anderſon ſaid he had gone out of 
England before, but that the King kept him, 
telling him he had need of his Service, and he 
had a Protection from the Council-Board. The 
Recorder promis*d him to acquaint the King with 
what he ſaid, but that he muſt now be ſentenc'd. 
Corker ſaid little ; 24arſhall ſaid much to little

"P Here the Priſoner was arraigned upon an 
Indictment for High-Treaſon, for con- 
ſpiring the Death of the King, the Subyerſion 
of the Government and the Proteſtant Religj- 
on, on Saturday Jamary 2.4, 1679. To which 
he pleaded Nor Guilty, deſizing a Jury of his 
own Country-Men, which was promiſed him:3 
and ſome Friend to aſliſt him, becauſe he was 
deaf, being above 85 Years of Age. 

On Wedneſday Feb. 11, following, the Pri- 
ſoner being brought to his Trial, the Jury ſworn

- was about eſtabliſhing a. Nunnery at Dolebank, in 
hopes thar the Plot of killing rhe King would 
take effect ; reſolving they would venture their 
Lives and Eſtates to further ir. And the Priſoner 
concluded to give gol. a Year for ever, for the 
maintenance of this Nunnery. Upon which they 
all agreed, that after his Death, he ſhould be 
canonized a Saint. Accordingly the Priſoner did 
ere a Nunnery at Dolebank near Ripley,where Mrs. 
Laſhalls was Lady Abbels. Mrs. Beckwith and Mrs. 
Benningfield her Aiſiſtants, Ellen Thwing, Eliz.Butch- 
er, Mary Root & others were Nuns ; here they were 
to reſide till the King was kill'd, and then tec re- 
move to Heworth near York; and here they did 
y Big reſide 
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reſide near a Year and an half till the Plot was 
diſcovered, and he had ſeen ſeveral Leters from 
them to the Priſoner—— That about "arch laſt 
Eſquire Gaſcoyne and Mr. Middleton got Licences 
from a Juſtice of Peace to travel to London, and 
he heard them tell the Priſoner they deſigned to 
fly into Frazce; and accordingly ſold off their 
Goods; the Priſoner approving their Reſolu-' 
tion.

—The ſame 
day the Priſoner taJked with him in his Cham- 
ber, and inquired of him what R«fhron had ſaid 
to him3 which he told him; and then taking 
Lim by the hand, the Priſoner told him, if he 
would undertake a deſign that he and others had 
to kill the King, he would give him 1000/. but 
refuſing to be concerned in Blood, he deſi%d

a. Pardon and. other Gratifications. That the 

Prieſts. that uſed thus to viſit R#ſhron, were one 
Aadaifon, Fincham, . Stapleton, Killingbecks, and 

Thwing the elder. —That about the ſame time he 

heard the Priſoner, the Lady Tempeſt, Sir Miles 

Stapleton, Dr. Stapleton,, and Ryſhton diſcourſing 

the ſame things, and unanimouſly conclude, thar 
it was a meritorious Undertaking, and for the 

good of the Church, wherein they would ven- 

ture their Lives and Eſtates. 

Then Sir Thomas Gaſcoyne*s Almanack was pro- 
duced, and ſeveral ſhort Notes read out of it, 
which he owned to be writ by himſelf, viz.

The firſt was dated 
from Dolebank,, Tune the gth, 1678. expreſſing 
Thanks for his charitable Favours; and ſpeaking 
of a Proviſo to he inſerted into the formal Wri- 
ting, viz. * That if England be converted,

© .—requeſting the formal Writing might be

with his Confinement and others, and .how

the ſameday taken and carried to Priſon) where- 
1n he declares, alledging Authority, © That the 


©* pretended Oath of Allegiance cannot be taken, 
« as 
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<2 it is worded, adding, that three Breves 
&« have formerly been ſent from the Pope, ex- 
<« prelly prohibiting ir ; and in the third ir is de- 
*© clared damnable to take it. And that theday 
© before they. had a Letter communicated to 
«them, ſent by Mr. Middleton (now at Pars) 
© to his Friends here, containing the Atreſtation 
« of all the Sorborn Doctors againſt it ; adding, 
«that whoſoever here in Ezgland give. leave, 
< they deceive the People, and are contrary to 
«the whole Church, That there was alſo a

<« both Secular and Regular,wherein it was unani- 
 moully declared that it could not be taken, &c. 

Then Mr. Phiſwick, depoſed that he had re- 
turned great ſums of Moneyj tor the Priſoner at 
London.

To all this the Priſoner in-his own defence, 
called ſeveral witneſles againſt the Credit of. the 
Kings Witnelle:, who had depoſed this againſt 
him.

Mr, Babbjngton teſtified that there was, laſt 
Spring, ſome Debates and Differences ' about 
Rent and Money that was owing by Belron to the 
Priſoner, That he (being the Priſoner?s. Attor- 
ney) laboured and interceded often on Bolror?s 
behalf,. but at length not being able to prevail 
that he ſhould not be ſued, ' Bolroy ſwore that he 
would then do that which he did not intend todo. 

Obadiab Moor ſaid that Bolron got him to be 
bound with him, telling him. he needed not fear 
any Suits, becauſe if Sir Thomas ſued him, he 
would inform againſt him for keeping Prieſts. 
want that lince he diſcover'd, he defired him - 
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be kind, and not toharm him, becauſe he had 
often'denied, and ſworn it, that Sir Thomas was

Stephen Thompſon ſaid, that he alſo being 
bound with Bolron for the Mony, he urged him 
for Paiment 3 who. on Holy-Thurſday told him, 
that if Sir Thomas did ſue him, he would do him 
an il] turn.

Wiltam Blackhoufe ſaid, that when he went to 
fetch. Bolron and his Wife to teſtify what they 
knew,: before a Juſtice of Peace ; that Bolron?s 
Wife ſaid ſhe knew nothing againſt Sir Tho. 
Gaſcoyne ; but Bolron ſaid ſhe muſt go, or he 
would have her drawn at the Cart's Arſe. 

——» Hamfmworth ſaid, he heard Bolron threaten 
his Wife to tie her to the Horſes Tail, if ſhe 
would not go to ſwear againſt the Priſoner. 
againft whom ſhe ſaid ſhe knew nothing. 

Nicholas Shippon: ſaid that on May the 3oth laſt, 
Bolr on was at his Houſe from two a Clock till an 
bour after Sun-ſet 5 which Bolrey denied, ſaying, 
he was not there above half an hour, being the 
reft of the day at Sir Tho. Gaſcoynes ſeeing them 
mark Sheep. ET ws 
Roger Greſſon ſaid, that in Auguſt laſt, Bolror 
| being newly come from London, and he inquiring 
How Sir. Tho. Gaſcoyne did (who was then in the 
Fower) he told him he was well, and may come 
off well enough, but it would coſt him a great 
deal of Mony.—-——And that the King was at 
Winafer, where one of the privy Council made 
an attempt to ſtab him, but the King made his 
efcape, and now they would believe his Infor- 
marions the better, 
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Fames Barlow appeared to have ſpoken to a 
Combination between him and Mowbray to have 
wrong'd the Priſoner of ſome Mony ; but he 
being a Perſon concern'd with the Priſoner in 
the Plot, was not ſuffered to ſpeak. 

George Dixon, a Cloth-worker in Zeeds, ſaid 
he ſaw Mowbray and Bolron a drinking in Auguſt 
laſt, at William Batley's near the Old Church in 
Leeds, and over-heard them, contriving to ſwear 
againſt the Priſoner and the Lady Tempeſt ; bat 
Mowbray ſaid he knew nothing agalalt Sir Tho- 
mas ; bur that if he knew any thing againſt the 
Lady 7 empeſt, he would diſcover it; for he 
would hang her if he could. 

William Batley teſtified the ſame ; only they 
contradicted one another ; this Man ſaying they 
{tood at the head of the Stairs, the other at the 
foot ; one ſaying they could ſee them, the other 
that they could not. 

Mrs. Tefferſon ſaid, that in Auguſt laſt, ſhe 
heard Mowbray ſay that he thought Sir Tho. Gaſ- 
coyne was an honeſt Man, and wrongfully ac- 
cuſed. 

Matthias Higgringil ſaid that in September laſt 
Mowbray and Mr. Legat being at an Ale-houſe, 
conſulting how to diſgrace the Priſoner, and 
take away his Life ; Mowbray called him aſide, 
and told him, now he ſhould match them (mean- 
ing Sir Tho. Gaſcoyne and the Lady Tempeſt) for 
that they hid done what they could to diſgrace 
him (he having been charged with taking away 
ſome Silver and Gold) but now he would re- 
quite them. | 
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Francis Johnſon only faid the Priſoner had 
_ ſuſtained Loſſes by Bolron, but knew of no Ma- 
lice berween them. | 

Mr. Pebles, Clerk of the Peace in the County 
of York, ſaid he met with Bolren laſt Aſſizes at 
York, and after ſome diſcourſe Bolron told him 
he had ſomething againſt him; and afterwards 
got a Warrant of the Council againſt him; for 
keeping a Man from takiny the Oath of Alle- 
glance for Mony ; -—but could never prove it ; 
.and that he had an ill fame in the Country. —- Bur 
Bolron ſaid one confeiled to the Juſtice, that he 
had given Pebles 40s. but would not ſwear for 
what. 

Hardwicke ſpoke only to the Unwillingneſs of 
Bolron's Wite to go to {wear before a Jultice of 
Peace. 

Weill:am Clow {aid he had a Writ againſt Bolron 
at the Suit of Higgringil (a Servant to the Pri- 
ſoner) which was ſerved upon him, May the 224 
laſt, and he begg'd he might not go to Goal till 
Higgringil came, for he would make Sir Thomas 
pay his Debt for him, or he would play him ſuch 
a trick as he little dream'd of. 

Mr. Hobart then gave ſome account of the Mo- 
ney returned by the Priſoner to Loxdon, he 
having drawn the Receipts for it, which was-re- 
turned by Mr. Corker tor the Priſoners Neece 
Mrs. Apleby, who was beyond 'Sea. 

Then a Woman witnelled, that fowbray was 
ſuſpected of ſtealing, while he lived with the 
Priſoner ; and proftered her 5 [. to have gone 
away, intending (as he to!d -her) to have clap- 
ped her in Prilon, and laid it upon her.

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Then the Priſoner havirig no more Witneſles, 
and referring himſelf to the Judgment of the 
Court; the Kings Counſel endeavoured to vin- 
dicate the Credit of their Witneſſes ; and firſt 
Sir John Nicholas (Clerk of the Council) de- 
poſed that the Priſoner did before the Council 
ſay that he had nothing to ſay to Beolron's Ho- 
neſty, till of late that. he had not behaved him- 
felf ſo well in giving Informations againſt him. 
But he did find him now, what he did always 
take him to be, a Fool : And that he denied at 
firſt that he knew Ruſhton the Prieſt 3 and after- 
wards the next time he came to the Council, he 
ſaid he did deny it, becanſe he was afraid of an 
old Law againſt harbouring of Priefts. 

Mrs. Bolron alſo depoſed that her Husband ne- 
ver threatned her, if ſhe would not ſwear 
againlt the Priſoner. 

Mrs. Bolron ſen, (Mr. Bolrows Grandmother ) 
ſwore the ſame ; and that ſhe heard the Priſoner 
ſay Mr. Bolroz was an honeſt trne Servant ; and 
he would do any thing he could for him. 

Mr. Phiſmicke alſo depoſed that he knew no ill 
by Mr. Bolren, but that he was.an honeſt Man. 

After this Serj. Maynard, Mr. Sel. Gen. Mr. 
Juſtice Jones, Mr. Juſtice Dolber, and Mr. Juſtice 
Pemberton ſumm'd up the Evidence (the Ld. Ch. 
Juſtice having been ſome time before gone of 
the Bench, being to ſit at N:ſs Prius at Gmild-ball) 
And then the Jury withdrew for about half an 
hour, and then brought the Priſoner in Net 
Guilty,

Mr. Recorder having, opened the Information, 
Mr. Stevens, Printer, depoſed that he printed the 
Pacquet, and had ſeveral from Mr. Care, and 
knew of none that ever was printed, but by 
him or his order ; that he had treated with Mr. 
Care, as if he were the Author, which he al- 
ways ſuppoſed ; and that his Boy had brought 
ſeveral of them to be printed, 


The 
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The Printer's Servant depoſed, That he had 
fetch'd ſome of theſe Papers fiom Mr. Cares 
own Hands; and that ſometimes bis Boy brought 
them ; and that none came, as he knew of, from 
any Body elſe. 

Then the Paper of Avg. 1. 1679. was rcad by 
the Clerk, which was as followeth :

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Then Sir Francis Winnington (of Counſel for 
the Defendant ) pleaded, That it was not pro- 
ved that this particular Paragraph was writ by 
Mr. Care, but it might be a Sham put upon him 
by ſome Papiſts that might have an ill will to 
him, who had been no Friend to them, by this 


* means to haye Juſtice come upon him. And that 


however indiſcreetly he might do ir, yet no Ma- 
lice was proved therein. Mr. Williams ( ano- 
ther of his Counſel ) pleaded, Thar it could not 
be ſuppoſed that a good Man, and a good Sub- 
ject, ſhould do an ill Action : 

And to prove him ſuch, Mr. Suttoz depoſed, 
That Mr. Care had been with him at Church ; 
and that by the Converſation he had had with 
him, he apprehended he might be the Author of 
the Pacquer. 

Mr. Ambler only teſtified, that Mr. Care had 
been at Church with him, and that the common 
Report was, that he was the Author of the 
Pacquet of Advice. | 

Mr. Ayliffe alſo teſtified, that he had ſeen him 
at Church, and Divine Service, but that he ne- 
ver asked him whether or no he writ this. 

After which Mr. Recorder reply'd, upon the 
Defendant's Counſel, That it was unlikely that 
the Papiſts did write this particular Paper, be- 
cauſe Mr. Care writ a Weekly Intelligence, and 
no other Intelligence came out that Week but 
this, &c. 

The Ld. Ch. Juſtice then directed the Jury in

mations : So that in Truth they are only violent 
againſt the Government, whilſt they can make 
Shouts and Noiſes ; but if it come once to deli- 
ver a Man from a Penal Sum, they wll let him 
rot in Goal ; this being the Complaint of Har- 
75, and the Diſparagement of all theſe Hum- 
mers, and brave Fellows that ſeem to eſpoulſe 
the Cauſe, and affront the Government. And 
that hereby they had now ruin*d and undone 
Care, if fo be he were found Gmilty, whom 
otherwiſe he ſhould have thought a more favou-

The Jury then withdrawing for about an hour, 
brought the Defendant in Guilty, and the Ld. 
Ch. Juſtice, and Mr. Recorder told them, They 
had cone like honeſt Men.

For the Proof whereof, Mr. John G adbary de- 
poſed, That he knew nothing of this Plot, nor 
of any Coptrivance of Mrs. Cellzer*s to kill the 
King, but rather the contrary, ſhe. being con- 
cern'd to bring Sir Robert Peyton over to the 
King's Intereſt ; and told him, that one Smith 
and Phillips were willing to tcll ſome Stories of 
Mr. Oates and Mr. Bedloe, and that he had heard 
Mr. Dangerfield talk of a Nonconformiſt's Plot that 
would-take off the Popiſh Plot. That upon the 
going over of one Clay, ſhe ſaid ſhe heard there

RE Palmer Eſq; Earl of Caſtlemain in the 
Kingdom of Jreland, having been Arraign- 
ed at the King's Bench Bar, June 16. 1680. for 
High-Treaſon, in conſpiring the Death of the 
King, the ſubverſion of the Government, and 
introducing of Popery and Arbitrary Power,&c. 
To which he pleaded Not Guilty, He was now 
brought again by the Lieutenant of the Tower 
to the Bar, to receive his Trial. And his Jury

land: And that he heard the Priſoner ſay, he

Then the Priſoner, and the Ld- Ch. Juſtice 
4 :: croſs- 
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croſs-examin'd Dr. Oates a- long time to have 
catch'd him, but were not able. 

Then Mr. Dangerfield was called ; but the 
Priſoner oppoſed his being ſworn, becauſe he 
had bcen Out-lawed for Felony, and burnt in 
the Hand for Felony ; and the Records were 
produced. But Mr, Attorney General ſhewed 
his Pardon, by which he was reſtored. But this 
the Priſoner deſired his Counſel might ſpeak to, 
Whether a Man branded, and burnt in the Hand for 
Felony, and afterwards pardoned, can be a good 
Witneſs ? Which being granted him, he named

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were; This Perſon I like well, and th: ugh he be no 
Scbolar, he will ſerve to inſtrut# the Youths as he 
ſhall be diretted. By the Youths, he ſaid, was 
meant the St. Omers Witneſſes, whom the Pri- 
ſoner was employed to inſtruct what tv ſay be- 
fore the Trial. ——That his Lordſhip employed 
him to get Zane out of the Gate-houſe — That 
his Lordſhip was concern'd alſo in thoſe Letters 
which related to the promoting of the Sham- 
Plot, and were to be conveyed into the Houſes 
of ſeycral Perſons of Quality ; and ſent 40 s. 
for his part to pay for copying them.——T hat the 
next day after he had been treated with in the 
Tower to kill the King, which he refuſed ; he 
waiting upon the Priſoner, his Lordſhip ask'd 
him why he would refuſe to kill the King ? it 
being that for which he was took out of Priſon, 
and was violently angry with him ; upon which 
he left him. 


®* After this the Priſoner began his Defence ; 


and againſt Oates produced a Record (which 
v-as read in Court) of his proſecuting a Man 
of Buggery at Haſtings, whom the Jury Ac- 
quitted ; After v-hich, coming to Londer he was 
converted to be a Papiſt, by one Hutchinſon, 
whom ſince Oates hath converted to be a Pro- 
teltant; which Mr. Hutchinſon then appearing 
teſtifyed 3 but talking extravagantly, the Court 
was informed he was a diſtracted Man. 

Then one Armſtrong appeared to teſtify that 
Mr. Oates was only a Common Scholar at Yal- 
lidolia;, and one Mr. Palmer, that he was but 
the ſame at St. Omers.

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Then #:lſiey afhrm*d, That he left Oates at 
St. Omers in April, and did not come over with 
him; and to corroborate his Teſtimony, one 
Osborn affirmed, that Mr. Hilfley told him fo 
about the latter end of April. 

Then one Mr. Gregſon, at whoſe Houſe Dr. 
Oates lodged, appcared only to: teſtify to the 
Poverty of Oates, and that he had nothing but 
what the Jeſuits allowed him. 

Then Mr. Litrcot teſtified, that he knew no- 
thing of the Divorce ; but the Court refuſed to 
hear ſuch Evidence, as not being to the Pur- 

ofſe. 
: Then the Records were produced againſt 
Dangerfield, of his being burnt in the Hand, 
Outlawed for Felony, and twice Pilloryed for 
putting away falſe Guineys, and a gilt Shil- 
ling. 

Fhen Mrs. Cellzer teſtified, that Dangerfield 
told her of the Priſoner*s Anger this time 
12 month ( which Dangerfield ſaid was in Auguſt 
laſt ) and that ſhe would have ſent him with a 
Letter, but he refuſed to go near his Lordſhip. 

And Bennet Dowdal ſaid, That Dangerfield 
told him in Jane of the Priſoners Arger, and 
that it was becanſe he went to the Tower, and 
his Lordſhips Name unknown to him. 

The Lady Powzs affirmed alſo, That ſhe never 
ſent a Letter by Dangerfield, nor never read 
one to him in her Life ; and Mrs. Cellier affirm'd 
the ſame. 

Sir Richard Barker then depoſed of his ſceing 
Oates in Jane, and that his Seryants told him, 
they ſaw him in /Zay, (758 ) 

| Thcn 
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Then one Turner depoſed, That he ſaw 
Dangerfield with the Priſoner, as he believes, 
in Fly. ——And one Woodman depoſed that car- 
ried a Letter from Mrs. Celker to the Priſoner, 
and brought back 30 s. or 3 /. but for whom he 
knows not. 

Then the Priſoner would have cleared his 
Reputation, about inſtructing the Youths, bur 
the Court judg'd it needleſs. Therefore Mr. 
Attorney General ſumm1'd briefly up the Evidence, 
and the Ld. Ch. Juſtice did the ſame; both 
taking Notice of the Exceptions made againſt 
Dangerfield's Evidence ; leaving it to the Jury, 
whether he ought to be believed or no; and if 
not, that then there would be but one Credible 
witneſs. Lz 

After which the Jury withdrawing for a while, 
brought in their Verdict, Not Gwilty.

"BE Priſoner then and there appeared, ha- 
ving been befoce Arraigned, and pleaded 
not Guilty to an Indictment, for a Barbarous and 
Inhumane, Attempt, to Aſlaſlinate and Murther 
Fobn Arnold Eſq; one of his Majeſty*s Juſtices 
of Peace for the Counry of Monmornth,and now a 
Member of the Honourable Hoxſe of Commons. 
The Jury ſworn, were

To whom the Indi&tment being read, Mr. 
Gibbs, Mr. Holt, and Mr. Thompſon, being of Coun- 
ſel in this Cauſe for the King, opened the ſame. 
After which Mr. Arnold himſelf was {worn, and 
depoſed, That upon April t5. (being Thurſday in | 
Eaſter-Week) laſt, he was with ſome Company at F 
the Devil-Tavyern, till 10 or paſt, and recollect- 
ing he had Buſincſs with Mr. Phzllip., a Coun- 
ſcllor at Law, in Bell-yard that Night, he lefr | 
his Company, and his own Servants being Out , 
of the way, he went to the Room where ſeveral 
of his Neighbour?'s Servants were, and called to 
ſome of them to go with him ; but it happen'd 
he went away without them ; And as he went 
croſs Fleet-fireet, he faw two Men in Campaigi- 
Cloaks follow him, whom he thought to be Ser- ; 
vants belonging to ſome of his Company, who 
had followed him on his calling. But as he went 
into Fell-yard, one of them got before him, and 
turned, and looked earneſtly in his Face, whom 
palſling by, when a Woman ſtood in a Door 
about the middle of Bell-yard with a Candle in 
her hand, he ſaw to be this Priſoner at the Bar ; 
to whom when his Companion came up, he 
hicard them laugh aloud. He took no Notice, 


but went on; and at the Kennel. at the end of 
Fack- 
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» FJackgnapes- Lane, he looking down to find the 
Kennel, a Cloak was thrown over his Head, 
and then he found very rough Hands about his. 
Shoulders,and they ran him into Jackanapes-L ane 
» Juſt croſs the Lane, againſt the-oppolite Wall, 
and run his Head fo hard, that he thinks they 
broke it, and then ſtruck him, and at the ſecond ' 
blow he fel}, running him through his ſide into 
the Belly ; Then recovering, he made what 
Defence he could ; but with a broad Sword he 
was. ruil through his Arms, and with a ſmall 
Weapon he was run through in another place 
* —© oof his Arm. He had ſeveral other Wounds; 
and one of them ſetting his Foot hard upon his 
Breaſt, and keeping him down, he bclieves was 
| Tun into the Leg, by one of his' Companions 
} for he heard him ſay, Dam-me thou haſt ſpoyl'd 
my Leg. They laughed all the while, and were 
excecding merry. :: He had then on a pair of 
Bodice of Whale-Bone, notwithſtanding which 
he had four or five Wounds in i3 Body through 
them, for they were not proofz but they 
, imagin'd they were, finding thgir Swords double 
ſom2times ; .and one of them ſgid, Dam-me he 
has Armour on, Cut his Throat. .Iraracdiately.one 
knecled down, and gave him f{2veral Cuts in 
the lower part of his Face he did what he 
could to defend himſelf, but they gave him ſome 
ho indellible Marks: By a Candic in a Window, 
* In Sir Timothy Baldwin's Houſe as. he ſuppoſed, 
and ſome Women in his Yard, giving them the . 
ſirlt diſturbance, and a- Boy coming by with a 
Link the ſine time, he both ſaw tne Face of 
$ Uules, and remembred it was be whom —_ 
bn »oll 
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ſeen in the Lane juſt before. They then pulled 
the Cloak from off him, and he ſeeing -the 
Light, and being eaſed of the Weight, he 
ſtrain'd all his ſtrength, and cried out ; and 
then Company came in, and carried him into 
the Sugar-Loaf, and from thence to his Lodging, 
where his Friends came to him, and a Chirur- 
gion was ſent for. And that as the Aſſaſſinates 
went away from him, they clapt their Swords 
cloſe to their Bodies, and went away laughing 
aloud ; one of them ſaying theſe Words : Now 
you Dog pray for, [or pray again for] the Soul 
of Captain Evans (who was a Jeſuit, taken by 
him in Monmouth, and Exccuted at Cardiff for 
being a Prieſt ; Who when the Under Sheriff 
came to give him notice, that he had a Warrant 
for his ſpeedy Execution, the faid Evans being 
in a Game at Tennis, ſaid, God Dam-me I will 
play out my ſet firſt. )—To all which Giles only 
ſaid that Mr. Arnold knew him very well, and 
that his Wife was a near Relation of his. 

Then Mr. Stephen Phillips depoſed, That the 
next day in the Evening, about 8 or 9 a Clock, 
he was drinking with Gles at the Crown-Tavern 
in New.ſtreet in Covent-Garden, and diſcourſing 
about Mr. Arnold's Misfortune among the reſt, 
Mr. Giles talking of it, ſaid, God dam him, or 
God Rot him, he had Armour on, they ſay. 

Then Mr. Walter Watkins depoſed, That on 
Alay 5. he being at the ſtating ſome Accounts 
between Mr. Gzles and Mr. Richmond, at Uske in 
Aonmouth-ſhire : He asked Giles for ſome Horſe- 
Hair to make a Fiſhing-Line, Giles replied, 
That he had lefr very good Hair for him at a

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Farriers in Gloceſter, but he and Mr. Herbert 
Fones made ſuch haſte through Gloceſter that 


| they did not call for the Horſe-Hair ; and ask- 


ing the occaſion of his Haſte, he anſwered, it 
was for fear they ſhould be ſtopt in their Jour- 
ney, as ſuſpected to be concerned in Mr. Ar- 
nold's Buſineſs. 

Mr. George Richmond then (with whom Giles 
ſtated the Accounts) depoſed the very ſame ; 
adding, That he could not ſay whether Gles 
called him Eſq; Arnold, or Mr. Arnold, or 
what ; he ſeldam uſed to give him ſo good 
words. 

Then Mr. Walter Powel ſwore, That he being 
at one Peter Darcy's Houſe, a Sword- Cutlers in 
Uske ;, Giles came to him to have his Sword 
mended ; and Darcy ſaid to him, Where have 
you been, you have been hot at it : What have you 
been fighting with the Devil ? No, ſaid Giles, with 
Damwa Arnold. Upon this, Darcy ſaid he mult 
not ſp-ak ſuch words ; and G/efs Wife pluckd 
him by the Coat, aud bid him hold his Toneue. 
This was on fay5. and there were by," the 
Priſoner at the Bar, and his Wife, and Darcy 
and his Apprentice. 

Then Mr. William Richmond depoſed, That 
Giles asked him in the Afternoon before Mr. 
Arnold was hurt, Where he might buy a good 


' Rapier ? And that he had then a good Back- 


Sword in the Houſe. That he endeavour'd to 
have prevented the Execution of Father Lewis ; 
and when he was executed, was very active a 
dipping Cloaths in his Blood. That the day of 
the Atlault, he and Giles went into Lono-1ne 


together, 
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together,to inquire after their Friends,and after- 
wards to the Artillery to ſee the Exerciſe, then 
to Long-lane again, trom thence to Wherſtones- 
Park,, and afterwards to Drury-lane : and about 
vat Night they came to their Inn, being the 
RKimnes- Arms in St. /1artins-lane, and he left 
Giles taking a Pipe of Tobacco in the Kitchin, 
and went up into his Chamber, with ſome other 
Company, and drunk till nigh One ; and about 
12 ſeeing the Maid making up another Bed, he 
ſtept to her, and asked her who it was for ? 
ſhe ſaid, for a Man that was not willing to lie 
with any Body ; After this, about one a Clock, 
as he was going to Bed, he heard Giles come up 
ſtairs, and bid him Good-night, juſt as he was 
pulling off his Breeches. 

Then one Mr. Bridzes depoſed, That about a 
Year ago, he heard Ges ſay, That the Papiſts 
were the belt Religion, and that thoſe that were 
not of that Religion, were Damr'd ; and that 
he that ſays there 13 a Plot, 1s a Rogue, and a 
Thief. | 

One Walter Moor alſo ſyore, that be had 
heard him ſay, That if the Lords in the Tower 
were Executed, there would be a greater War 
than ever was In England; and it would coſt 
more Blood than ever was ſpilt, which he 
ſworc, ſaying, The Lords deleryed not Death, 
ſor that there was no Plot art all. 

Mr. Reynold depoſed that on May 2 at Lan- 
goone in Monmonth-ſhire, he heard Gules ſay, That 
he could not think but that Mr. Arnold wounded 
himlelf> ſays his wife, How could he wound 
himiclt in his Arms ? ſaid he, It was himſelf, or

. Giles that Day about 12 ; and that he heard him 
call to his Maſter about 11 or 12 a Clock that 
Night. 

Then Ann Beron being ſworn, ſhe depoſed, 
That Giles was in her Company molt part of that 
Day, and that ſhe was at Dinner with him, and 
till 9 a Clock at'Night, when ſhe left him in the 
Kitching, ard went to Bed.

Then Robin Gibbon, Fohn Chadwick, Eliz,—--- 
Peter Powel, and Roger How, all ſwore they ſaw 
him about 9 ; but that was not material.

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To theſe Witneſſes the King?s Counſel 

thought it needleſs to anſwer, they being all 
either frivolous, or contradictory.

How Abbat Adentague i and Fa- 
ther Gaſcoyue in France, and othe; Priejtyand 
Jeſuits told him, that if he would turn;g22w- 
lick ke ſhould have Employment among} WWri 
there, and afterwards in England, for that they 
doubted not but the Popiſh Ketigion would come 
in very ſoon; and that becauf: (as the Abbot 
ſaid) they doubred not to procure a Toler:tion 
of Religion z and becauſe the Gentry that went 
abroad did obſerye the Novelty of their own 
Religion, and tbe- Antiquity of theirs, and the 
Advantages thar were to be had by it. But one 
Father Berner and others ſaid, they doubted it 
not, becauſe their party was very ſtrong in Eng- 
iand, and ina few Years they would bring it in 
right or wrong. .

ng and exhorrted, that the King of Eng- 
and was an Heretick, and that there was no 
King really reigning, and whoever took him 
out of the way would do a meritorious A#tion, 
particularly by Father Anderton, 1; mford, Cam- 


pion, but chiefly Soxrhwel, one of the chier of 


the Jeſuits. Thar when he came away thence 
for England, theſe Fathers for a whole Vonth, 
were exhorting that the King of England was

V'iliam Godolphin did uſe to etiect the work ; 
and that they queſtion'd not to get the Lord 
Danby on their ſide to0——T hat when he re- 
turn'd into England, he found all the Popiſh 
Clergy in great hopes of Popery coming ſhortly 
in.——That he knew of Money gathered in the 
North, but refuſed to joyn therein.——That as 
to the Lord Stafford he knew nothing, but that 
Sir Henry Calverley was turned out of Commilli- 
on of the Peacc. through Complaint made to 
my Lord Stafford of his being active againſt Po- 
pery. And that he writ to one Smith, that he 
would not make over his Eſtate as others did, 
for that he expected ſome ſudden Change or Al- 
teration. 

That the Cardinal, who perverted him, at 
the ſame time ſpoke of great Aſſurances that 
Popery would prevail in Ezgland; that there 
was but one in.the way,. and tho that Man was 
a good natured Man, yet they could not ſo far 
prevail upon him, but that to accomp!iſh their 
deligns they muſt take him out of the way. 
—— That now he had been a Proteſtant two 
Years, and was always bred 1o till he travelled

Plor ; Coleman miſtruſting Sir Edmonbary, 'ſent 
word back, that it would be never the nearer; 
becauſe he had been fo fooliſh as to reveal all to 
Sir E. Godfrey, 'who had promiſed to keep ir all

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m witneſs againſt him. Whereupon the Duke ſent 
C . word back again, That if he would bur take 
t care to conceal, he ſhould not come in againſt 
5 him ; And upon this 'he was quickly diſpatched. 
- -——That he had oft been brought to the Oath 


* of Secreſy, and the Sacrament, and particularly, 
( -. when he withdrew, on a 44onday, about the 
| _ 18thar19thof November. 1678, from the Lord 
| *? Afor's, when he carried all his Papers, and 
| burnt them at a Neighbouring-houſe, becauſe 
he knew they would diſcover him and others 
concerned in the Plot; 'But afterwards under- 
ſtanding ſuch bis Promiſes of Secrecy were better 
broke than kept, he came in to make his Diſco- 

very. 

\ Then Mr. Prance depoſed, That-in 1678, he 
. . went to one Singleron, a Prieſt, at one Hall's, a 
Cook in /vy-Lane, who told him, That . he did 
not fear, butia a little time to be a Prieſt in

; Then Dr. Oates was ſworn, and told, how in 
* the Year 1676, he was admitted Domeſtick 


; Chaplain tothe Duke of Norfolk, being then a 
, Miniſter of the Church of England; Where he 
- became accquainted with ſome Popiſh Prieſts, 
'+ and was told from one Singleron, That the Pro- 
| teſfant Religion was upon it's Iaſt Legs; andit 
would become him, and all Men of his Coat, 
to haſten betimes home to the Church of Rome. 
E Having a ſtrong ſuſpicion ſome Years before, of 
| the apparent growth of Popery, to ſatisfy his 
L 4 Curio- 
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Curioſity, he pretended ſome Doubts, and at 
laſt a Conviction by the Jeſuits ( becauſe he 
obſerved them moſt able to inform him) and 
accordingly was reconciled on Aſbhwenſday, 167. 
Soon after, Strange (the then Provincial ) told 
him, his Ordination was invalid, and he muſt 
become a Lay-man ; then he deſiring to be of 
their Order, the Fathers, upon a Conſultation at 
W:zld-Houſe, admitted him; and becauſe his 
' Years were not ſuitable to be a novice, they 
propoſed travelling to him, to go beyond-Sea, 
and do their Buſineſs. This he accepted,: and 
accordingly went April 1677, into Spain, to 
Validolid, having their Letters of Recommen- 
dation ; where he found Letters come from 
England before him, and dated in May, wherein 
was. expreſled,, That. the King was diſpatched, 
which cauſed great joy to the Fathers; bur 
afterwards Letters dated the latter end of Ay 
.came to certify their Miſtake, - and to deſire the 
Fathers to ftifle the News. Some Letters he 
opencd alſo by the way, wherein was an Ac- 
count of a Diſturbance deſigned in Scotland, 
and of the Hopes they had for carrying on the 
Catholick Cauſe in England, That in June 
Letrers came thither, expreſling, That Bed- 
_ #ingficld was made Confeſlor to the Duke of York, 
whom they hoped would prevail much with him, 
in order to this Deſign ; and that Letters from 
St. Omers, dated the ſame Month, gave account, 
"That Father Beddingfield had aſſured them of 
the Dukes willingneſs ro comply with them.— 
That travelling through this Country, he found 
that Mony had been there raiſed and ſent to 


England, 
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England, and JRmeny that the Provincial of 
the Jeſuits of Caſtile had advanced 10000 17. 
promiſed to be paid in Fre following. That 
upon ſome Miſſioners arriving there in December, 
one Mumford, alias Armſtrong, preach'd, That 


' the Oaths of Allegiance and Sumpremacy were 


Antichriſtian, Heretical, and Deviliſh, vilifying 


and abuſing the King's Legitimacy ; ſaying, 


That his Religion intitled him to nothing bur 
ſudden Death and DeſtruCction.-——In November 
he return'd . for England, and coming into 
Strange?s Chamber, there was Father Kezns lying 
ill npon Strange's Bed, and Kezins was ſaying, He 
was mighty ſorry for honeſt William (ſo they 
called Grove that was to. kill the King) for 
miſſing in his Enterprize. They being more 
zealous for killing the King, after he had refuſed 
Coleman the Diiſolution of the Long Parliament. 
He came to St. Omers, December gth or 1oth 
N. S. and carried Letters from the Provincial, 
and other Fathers, wherein S:range told them, 
he had great hopes of effecting their Deſign next 
Year, but as yet they could not. That they 
had Letters from their New Provincial /7hire- 
bread, the ſame Year, toorder Conyers to preach 
on St. Thomas of Canterburys day, ſaying ht 
would be as. zealous for carrying on of their 
Deſign as his Predeceſlor had been : n that 
Sermon Conyers, after he had commended the 
Saint, and declared how, unworthily he wa: 
ſacrificed, did inveigh againſt the Tyranny ( as 
he called it) of Temporal Princes, and particu- 
larly of the Kingof England; —Declaring thar 
the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy were 

| Anti- 
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Antichriſtian and Deviliſh, and that it was ft 
to deſtroy all ſuch as would countenance then. 
In Jamary they had Letters from Jrelazd, of 
the Reſclution of the Papiſts there to let in the 
French King, provided the Parliament ſhould 
urge the King to break with France, and of 
their- Zeal to vindicate thejr Freedom and their 
Religion from the oppreſſion of the Engliſh, 
as they called it. In March Letters from Eng- 
land gave account, That there had been a very 
ſhrewd Attempt made upon the Perſon of the 
King, 'and that the flint of Pzckereng's Gun was 
looſe, and his Hand ſhaking, the King did then 
eſcaye, for which Pickering received a Diſcipline, 
and Grove a Chiding. Art the latter end of \, 
the ſame Month, 1678, came a Summons to a + 
Conſult, to which eight or nine came oyer, . 
whereof the Witneſs was one. It began at the :

, '» much, ſaying he was a narrow- ſpirited Soul, and 


that he ought to do ſo great a piece of Service 
far nothing. There was 5000J. of it paid 
him, as he ſaw entred in the Books; and Fa- 


' ther Aſbby in July renewed the Propoſal of 


15900 1. and Fenwick, in Auguſt gave an ac- 
count to the Provincial of it's being accepted of. 
In Faly, Strange coming to Town, informed him 
in diſcourſe, how the City was fired,. and how 
many of thoſe concerned in it were taken, and 
that-they were releaſed by the Duke of Tork's 
Guard, and that all the Order they had for ir, 
they pretended was from the Duke, In Fuly 
he difcover'd to Dr. Tongue, of which the King 
had Notice 13th or 14th of Augaſt, and by the 
3d of September he was betray*d, and expoſed 
xo the Vengeance of the Papiſts, whoſe Plot he 
had -thus Diſcovered. 

Then to fortify-Dr. Oatess Evidence, Mr.Den- 
ni was called, who depoſed, Thar he ſaw Dr. 


| Oates at Vallidolid in Spain, and related what 


Diſcourſe they -had together, and how they 
came acquainted z and how the. Door lent him 
Mony to defray the Expence of his Journey, and 
ſent a-Letter by him to Madrid, which he heard 
read, and related the Contents of it.— That 
he had both heard of, and ſeen Mony collected 
in Jrelazd, naming the Collectors thereof, in 
the Year 1668, for the -encouragement of the 
French King to bring in an Army thither ; ac- 
'knowledging himſelf to be now a Dominican 
Fryer, and a Papilt, 
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Mr. Jenniſon being ſworn, depoſed, That in 
1678, he had heard Mr. Ireland, and Mr. Tho- 
mas Fenniſon, his Brother, both Jeſuits, ſpeak 
of a Deſign to get a Toleration, by bribing the 
then Parliament, by a great Sum of Mony pro- 
cured from their Party : And of ſecuring 'the 
Duke of York?s Succeſſion, by getting Commiſ- 
ſions to be granted out to the Papiſts to be ready 
to riſe upon the Death of the King ; ſaying al- 
ſo, their Religion could never flourith, till the 
Government was altered to the French Model. 
In Fane 1678, he heard Mr. Ireland ſay, in' his 
own Chamber, That Popery was like to come 
into England, and there was but one ſtood in the 
way 3 that it was an eaſy thing' to poiſon the 
King, and that Sir George Wakeman might eaſily 
and opportunely do it. In Auguſt after, he al- 
fo was at his Chamber, and found Mr. Ireland 
newly come out of Staffordſhire, being then draw- 
ing off his Boots ; and diſcourſing of the ſud- 
denneſs of Popery coming: into England, he 
tempted the Witneſs to be'one to go to Windſor 
to take off the King ; which he refuling, Ireland 
asked him, if he knew any Iriſh Men that 'were 
ſtout and covragious ? and 'upon his naming 
ſome,he took their Names ; asking him for 20 /. 
which the Witneſs owed him, ſaying, he ſhould 
need 80/.—— That he had heard his Brother, 
Thomas Jenniſon, 1n Dilcourſe, uſe that Expreſ- 
fon which Dr. Oates hath in his Narrative ; If 
C.R. would not be R.C. he ſhould net 'be long 
R. C. Interpreting it thus in Latin; Sz Carolus 
Rex non efſet Rex Catholicus, non foret din Carolus 


Rex. Aſﬀerting further, That if the King

. were excommunicated, he were no longer King, 


and it were no Sin to take him off; and if ir 
were diſcover*d who did it, two or three might 


ſuffer ; but denying the Fact, the Matter ſoon 


would be blown over.— That about two Months 
after the Muſtering upon Hounſlow- Heath, about 
the latter end of July, and before the Diſcove- 
ry, his Brother told him of a Deſign, in which 
the Queen and the Duke, and ſeveral Lords were 
concerned ; and that a new Army would be rai- 
ſed to bring in Popery, but he would not tell 
him more Particulars till he had received the Sa- 
crament of Secreſy.-—He told him, that one 
Mr. Oates alſo, a Perſon newly come over to 
them, was In this Deſign ; which Oates he ſaw, 
the latter end of April, or beginning of ay, in 
Mr. Ireland's Chamber.-— About the time of 
Coleman's Trial, he heard alſo one Mr. Cffl a 
Jeſuit ſay, at his Siſter HalPs in Berkſhire, in 
Shirfield-Pariſh, That he thought Mr. Coleman 
was infatuated, upon the Diſcovery of the Plot, 
to give notice to Harcorrt, Ireland, and Fenwick, 
and the other -Jeſuits, to burn or ſecure their 
Papers, and yet not to ſecure his own.-—Then 
ſaying alſo that Bellarmine did draw this Sen- 
tence out of the Scripture, to favour the Pope?s 
Authority of Excommunicating. Depriving, and 
Depoling Temporal Princes, Q#od Papa habeat 
eandem poteſtatem ſuper Reges, quam TJehojads 
babuit ſever Athaliam; and that there were other 
_— Teſtimonies among the Fathers 
or it. 

After this the Records of the Attainder of 
Coleman, ſreland, and the other Conſpirators,. 
were 
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were produced ; and the Convictions of Read- 


ing, Lane, Knox, and others, were dehver- 
ed in. ——And the Record of the Attainder of 
Coleman was read in Latin by the Clerk.--Which 
concluding the Evidences in general of the Plot, 
the Court thought fit not to enter upon parti- 
cular Evidences againſt the Priſoner till another 
day. Whereupon the Lord High Steward ad- 
journ'd the Lords into the Houſe of Lords, and 
the Commons returned to their Houſe, where 
Mr. Speaker reaſſuming the Chair, the Houſe 
adjourned to Eight of the Clock the next Morn- 
ing. 


The Second Day. 


Edneſday, Decemb. 1. 1680, about 10 of 

the Clock, the Court being ſat, and the 
Priſoner appearing, Mr. Dugdale (being ſworn 
again ) appeared to Evidence as to the Particu- 
lars againſt the Lord Stafford; who accordingly 
depoſed, That he had been ſome Years acquain- 
ted with the Lord Stafford, while he was a Ser- 
vant to the Lord Aſton. Thatin Arguſt or Sep- 
tember, 1678, there was a Conſult at the Lord 
Aſtows at Tixal;, at which the Lord Stafford was, 
and with the reſt did coi:ſent to a Reſolve, That 
it was the beſt way to take away the Life of the 
King, as the ſpeedieſt Means to introduce Pope- 
ry. That ona Sunday Morning the Lord Sraf- 
ford coming to the Lord Aften's to hear Maſs, 
as he alight off his Horſe, he ſaid to the Wit- 
neſs, It was a ſad thing they could not ſay 
their Praycrs but in an hidden manner, but e're 
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long they ſhould have the Romiſh Religion eſta- 
bliſhed. That about Sepremb. 20, or 21, the 
Lord Srafford ſent for him to his Chamber, and 
proffer'd him 5001. to be concern'd in taking 
away the Life of the King ; wherein, he faid, 
he was concern?d himſelf; and that he ſhould go 
in Oftober to London with him, and be under the 
Care of him, . and Mr. Ireland in London, and in 
the Country of one Mr. Parſon's that. knew of 
the Deſign : And that he ſhould have a Reward 
in London, and he underſtood that the Duke of 
York, the Lord Arunael, Lord Bellaſis and others, 
were to give it him ; and that he ſhould have his 
Pardon trom the Pope, and be Sainted, That 
alſo he ſaw a Letter from the Lord Srafford to 
Mr. Ewers, expreſling that things went all well 
beyond-Sea, and ſo he hoped they did here, for 
the carrying on of their Deſign, | 
Then Dr. Oates being alſo ſworn again, de- 
poſed, Thar he had ſeen feveral Letters in Spain, 
and at St. Omers, ligned Stafford, wherein were 
aflurances of his Zeal for the promoting of Po- 
pery in England. That in June 1678, he ſaw 
the Lord Stafford at Fenwick's Lodging, receive 
a Commiſſion, as he believes, to be Pay-maſter 
General tothe Army, which promiſed to effec; 
and going then into the Country, he ſaid, he 
did not doubt but at his return, Grove ſhould do 
the Buſineſs. And, ſpeaking of the King, he 
{aid there, He had deceived them a great while, 
and they could bear no longer.— But the Lord 
-, rag denied that he either knew Fenwick, or 
ates. 
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After him Mr. Edward Turbervile depoſed, 
That he being under ſome diſpleaſure with his 
Relations, for not entring himſelf of the So- 
ciety, he betook himſelf to his Brother, a Bene- 
dictine Monk in France, where ſtaying a while, 
and refuſing to be admitted into that Society al- 
fo, he reſolved for England, and to that end 
was recommended to the Acquaintance of the 
Lord Stafford, then' at Pars ; who after ſome 
time underſtanding his Condition, and imagl- 
ning him a fit Inſtrument, he propoſed to him a 
way, whereby (ashe ſaid) he might not only 
retrieve his Reputation with his Relations, but 
alſo make himſelf a very happy Man : And af- 
ter having obliged him to Secreſy, he told him, 
in direct terms, it was to take away the Life of 
the King of England, who was an Heretick, and 
conſequently a Rebel againſt God Almighty : 
But he deſiring time to conſider it, avoided the 
ſeeing my Lord any more, and ſo came to Zon- 
don ;, and by Applications to the Duke of on- 
mouth, he got into the French Service. —This was 
in Novemb. 1675.-— My Lord then charg'd him 
with running from his Colours, and therefore 
unfit for ſuch a Service ; and that he never ſaw 
him before. — 

And here the Evidence ceaſing, the Lord Staf- 
ford began his Defence : complaining of his 
cloſe Impriſonment for two Years, and of his 
abhorrence of thoſe two great Sins, Treaſon 
and Murder ; owning and condemning the 
Gunpowder Plot, and the King-killing Doctrine, 
proteſting his own Loyalty and Innocency ; Not 
doubting to prove theſe Witneſles _— 
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and therefore requeſting the uſe of the Lord's 
Journal-Book, ard the Depolitions of Dugaale, 
Oates, and Twrbervile, without which he could 
not: make his Defence. Hereupon aroſe ſome 
Debate in the Court, afrer which the Lords 
withdrew, and after an hour and an halfs ſpace, 
returned ; and then the Lord High Steward did 
tell the Lord Srafford, that what-ever Evidence 
there is before the Court of Peers, he was to 
have; but for the others, they could not. help 
him theretoz and in regard he had complained 
of his Faintneſs, the Lords intended not to put 
him upon it, to go on to make his Defence, but 
would give him time till co Morrow.

Then the Lord Stafford proceeded to prove,

But Dugaale explained, that his 
meaning was, that Hobſon told him there was a 
Deſign preſently after the Almoner went, &c. 
Which was conteſted, but at laſt ſubmitted 
£0. 

Then Mr. Turbervile was called again and the 
Priſoner objected againſt him his depoling to 
the Year 1673 one day, and to 1672 the next, 
whence he concluded him to be neceſſarily per- 
jured : But Sir William Poultney, who took his 
Afﬀidavit, related the whole Story, which ſhew- 
ed him to be miſtaken in the Year; which he 
finding out that Night, by a Paper he found, 
came and corrected it himſelf the next Morn- 
ing. And whereas the Lord Stafford had char- 
ged him for a Coward, and for running away 
from his Colours, he produced his Diſcharge 
from his Captain, which certified otherwiſe. 
Then whereas Turbervile had before depoſed, 
that his Lordſhip was lame of the Gout, when , 
he waited upon him in Fraxce, he declared he 
had not been lame theſe forty Years, and ne- 
ver had the Gout in his Life ; and his two Ser- 
vants, Furneſs and Leigh, teſtified the ſame for 
the time they had lived with him, and who were 
with him then in France, but denied that ever 
they ſaw Tarbervile with him. And whereas 
Tarbervile depoſed, That he came to England 
by Calice, he ſaid, he came by Dzep, and pro- 
duced one Mr. Wyborne who teſtified the ſame,

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together with his aforeſaid two- Servants. - A+ 
gain, whereas Turbervil depoſed, That when 
he came from Doway, his Relations were an- 
gry with him, and the Lord Powe and his Lady ; 
he affirmed, that he was upon his return, re- 
ceived courteouſly at the Lord Poww?s Houle, 
and by his Relations 3 which was teſtificd by 
Fohn Minbead, one that belonged to the Lord 
Pows, and a French-Man. And whereas Tur- 
bervile ſaid he was diſinherited ; his elder Bro- 
ther, by another Mother, teſtified the kindneſs 
of his Relations towards him, and that there 
was no Eſtate likely ever to coine to him, there 
being ſo many Heirs before him. Finally, 
whereas Turberwile alſo,in his Affidavit. had ſaid, 
the Lord Caſtlemain was at the Lord Pows's at 
ſuch a time, which muſt be either in the Years 
I672, 1673, Or 1674, he called Mr. Lydcott a- 
gain, to teſtify he was not in Wales in any of 
thoſe Years, who by his Notes, which he con- 
felled he had tranſcribed out of another Book, 
ſpoke very particularly to the times; only the 
beginning -of 1672, he could not tell how to 
account for ; nor did Turbervile ever ſay poli- 
tively to a Year. 

So the Lord Stafford being asked if he had any 
more Witneſles ? and anſwering he had three or 
four, the Peers thought it too late to proceed, 
and fo adjourned into the Parliament-Chamber, 
and the Commons went back to their Houle ; 
to whom the Lords ſent a Meſſage, that they 
bad ordered the Priſoner again to the Bar at Ten 
next Morning.

of a Diſcoverer, but the Devil take the D. of York, 
Monmouth, Plot and all, for 1 know nothing of it. 
Afrcerwards Talden being gone, words pailing be- 
tween Turbervile and him, they both complain'd 
of one another to the Court.—— The Ld, Staf- 
ford then calPd for Oares again, objecting againſt 
him, his ſwearing before the Council, that he 
ſaw in Spain Don Fohn of Arſtria, but the Lord 
M 4 Privy- 
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Privy-Seal affirm'd that he only then ſaid, that 
he ſaw one whom he was told was that Perſon, 
and that he did not know him of himſelf. The 
Priſoner further objetted that none of his Let- 
ters, nor no Commiſſion was produced ; that he 
knew neither Oates nor Ferwick.,nor ever ſaw Oates 
either at Fenwrck's or Dr. Perrot's ( tho Oates in- 
ſtar--d ina Circumlitance at Dr. Perrot's, how he 
offer?d him half a Crown to call Perrot home to 
him, which he refuſed, ſaying, he was no Porter) 
and that he was not to be look?d on as a credible 
Witneſs, becauſe he diſſlembled with God, in as 
much as he depoſed that he never was but ſeem- 
ingly a Papiſt. Saying alſo, that but laſt night 
he called the Lieutenant of the Tower, Jaylor, 
and Raſcal, which became not a Man of his 
Coat. He charged then Dwugaaleagain, that he 
was a Priſoner for Debt in Sraffor&when he made 
his firſt Affidavit, and Dugaale acknowledp'd he 
was then under the Serjeants hands.

Thus, concluding, the Managers 
vindicated Mr. SouthalPs Credit fufficiently, by 
the Depoſition of the Lord Brook,, and Mr. Wil- 
liam Leveſon-Gower, who knew him very well to 
be ar honeſt able good Man, and of the Church 
of England, and an eager Proſecitor of Papilts, 
Then Sir William'Fones, one. of the Managers, 
ſumard up the, Evidence very largely, and Mr. 
Pomle another of them, proceeded, and Serjeant 
Maynardanſwered his matters in Law,ſhewing t9 
the third ſeveraFOvert Acts,as receiving a Com- 
million, being' at Conſults, and hiring Perſons 
to kill che King.

—After 
which the Court adjourned, and the Lords ſent 
a Meſſage to the Commons, that they had or- 
dered the Priſoner to the Bar again on Adonday 
morning at 10a Clock.

Onday, December 6. 1680, about 11 the 
Court being ſat, and the Priſoner at the 
Bar, his Petition was read, which was for leave 
to offer a few things more to clear himſelf, and 
which the Ld. H. Steward told him the Lords 
had granted. He then faid, that ſeeing he had 
received their Order that his Counſel ſhould nor 
be heard touching the continuance of Impeach- 
mencs from Parliament to Parliament, he deſired 
that he might offer them his own Conceptions 
concerning that ; urging that they had not yer 
declared their own Judgments either as to that, 
or whether they did acquieſce in the Judges Opi- 
nions ; praying that his Counſel might be heard 
as ro the other points : proteſting his own In- 
nocency and Abhorrency of. Treaſon : reading 
then his Caſe, and repeating his Defence, ec.

other Gentlemen about him. He then deſir.d 
he might have liberty to pray in his own Way ; 
which being granted, he kneeled down by the 
Block, and taking out of his Pocket another 
Paper, he read a Latin Prayer which done, 
he gave the Paper to Mr. Sheriff Bethel ; and 
then ſpoke to the People about the Scaffold ro 
this etfect : God bleſs you all, Gentlemen ;, God 
preſerve his Majeſty, He is as good a Prince as ever 
govern'd you;, Obey him as faithfully s I have 
done ;, and Ged bleſs you all Gentlemen, Then he 
{trip'd himſelf to his Waſtcoat, and after ſome 
few ſhort private Diſcourſes with his Friends, 
he laid down his Neck on the Block, and 
ſtretched himſelf. The Executioner being de- 
manded by the Sheriffs, whether he had any 
Sign? he anſwered, No. Then the Priſoner 

N 4 raiſed 
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raiſed up his Head, and ſaid, He had no Sign 
to give, but the Executioner might take his op- 
portunity z; and laid his Neck on the Block 
again. After which, in a ſhort time, the Exe- 
cutioner did his Office, by ſevering his Head 
from his Body, and holding up the Head in his 
Hand, carried it about the Scaffold, ſhewing it 
to the People and ſaying, Here is the Head of a 
Traitor. The Body was put into a Coffin, and 
conveyed to the Tower.

The Arraignment and Plea of Edward 
Fitz-Harris Eſq; &c. at the King's- 
Bench Bay at Weſtminſter, i» Eaſter- 
Term, 16871. 


N Wedneſday, April 27. 1681. the Grand 
Juries for the County of Afidaleſex were 
ſworn and after the Charge delivered by Mr. 
Juſtice Fones, His Majeſty's Attorney General 
deſired, That ſome of that Grand Jury which 
ſerved for the Hundreds of Edmondton and Gore 
might be preſent at the ſwearing of the Wit- 
neſles, upon an Indiftment for High-Treaſon, to 
be preferred againſt Edward Fuz- Harris Pri- 
ſoner in the Tower of London,which was granted ; 
But the Grand Jury being under ſome Scruples 
againſt receiving of the Bill, deſired the Opi- 
nion of the Court therein; which Mr. Juſtice 
Fones alone thought not fit to give, but ordered 
them 40 attend next day when the Court was 


full. A.c- 
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Accordingly on Thurſday, April 28. the ſaid 
Grand Jury came to the Bar, and Mr. Michael 
Godfrey ( Brother to Sir Edmond-bury Godfrey ) 
who was their Foreman, requeſted the Court, 
that before they proceeded upon this Indiftment, 
that this ſame Fz-Harris might be examin'd 
about his Brother's Death, of which he was 
ſuppoſed to know much, and preſented a Peti- 
tion, ( which the Jury own'd )) which deſired 
the Opinion of the Court, Whether it was ſafe 
for them to meddle with the Indictment of Firz- 
Harris, bezcauſe he was impeached by the Ho- 
nourable Houſe of Commons ; which Impeach- 
ment being not received, it was voted by them 
In their Houſe, That he ſhould not be tried by 
any other Inferior Court ?-—To which the Ld. 
Ch. Juſtice Pemberton reply?d, that it was the 
Opinion of all the Judges, who had aſſembled 
to debate this Matter for their ſatisfaction, that 
they ought not to take notice of any of theſe 
things, but to proceed upon this Indictment ac- 
cording to the Evidence.

Treby, and Mr. Smith were added to her Huſ- 
band's Counſel ; and leave given for a Sollici» 
tor to carry Papers to ard fro in the preſence 
of the Lieutenant, Mr. //a/op delired Counſel 
might be aſſigned in his place, becauſe of the 
ſhortneſs of the time allowed them; but it 
could not be granted. 

On Wedneſday, May 4. the Priſoner ap- 
pearing, put in his Plea; the which Mr. Attorn. 
Gen. Mr. Sol. Gen. Serj. Maynard, Serj. Jefferies 
Sir.

Alledging the Difference of an Impeachment 
from an Indictment ; and offering ſome Reaſous 
why this Conrt onght not to proceed upon this 
Indictment. Then anſwering diſtintly, Mr. 
Attorney?s Exceptions to the Plea; producing 
ſome Preſidents, of this Courts Proſecution 
being ſtop'd by Pleas to the Juriſdiction, ſhewing; 
what had been done upon thoſe Pleas, What 
Doom they had: Laying beforc the Court the 
Right of the Commons to Impeach in Parlia- 
ment 3 the Judicature of the Lords to determine 
that Impeachment, and the Method, and Pro- 
ceedings of Parliament, ſubmitting it to them, 


how far they would lay their Hands on this 
Caſe, thus circumſtantiatcd.

After which Sir Francs Winnington pleaded, 
That he conceived that it was confeſſed by the 
Demurrer, that there is an Impeachment by the 
Commons of England of High-Treaſon againſt 
Fitz.- Harris, lodged in the Houſe of Lords, Se- 
cundum Legem & conſuctudinem Parliamenti, And 
that the Treaſon for which he was impeached, 
15 the ſame Treaſon contained in the Inditment ; 
So that now the general Queſtion was, Whe- 
ther an Impeachment for Treaſon, by the Houſe 
of Commons, and ſtill depending, were a ſuf- 
ficient Matter to ouſt the Court from proceed- 
ing upon an Indittment for the ſame Offence ? 
Which he learnedly endeavoured to make good, 
by ſeveral Reaſons as well as Preſidents. 

Mr. Walop pleaded next, on the ſame ſide ; 
whoſe Province was to prove, That the Trea- 
ſon in the Impeachment, and in the Indictment, 
was the ſame, and that this was well averred in 
the Plea. 

Mr. Pollexfen pleaded, That a general Im-

riſ{diction of the Court : That in the Caſe of

After which the Ld. Ch. Jultice thought fit not 
to give preſent Judgment, but to take time for 
Deliberation.

Whereupon 
he acquainted one Mr. Savile of Lincolns-Inn, 
Mr. Crow, Mr. Smuh, and Sir Wiliam Waller 
with it: And the next day Mr. Fiz- Harris 
coming again to his Chamber in Crays-[rn, he 
convey'd Mr. Smith into a Cloſet, (Sir William 
Waller failing to come ) where he both ſaw aud 
heard the Priſoner ask bim, What he had done 
as to the Libel ; and give him ſurther Inſtru- 
tions about what to write, viz. That the King 
was Popilhly Aﬀected, and Arbitrarily Inclined. 
T hat King Charles the Firſt had an Hand in the 
Iriſh Rebellion, and King Charles the Second did 
countenance the fame, &'c. That the People 
ſhould therefore be ſtirred up to rebel, efpecial- 
ly the City, &c. That the Day after, he com- 


| Ing apain, he had convey'd Sir William Waller jn- 


to the next Room, where he alſo might both hear 
and ſce, ſhewing him two Copies of what he 
had drawn up, which he marked that he might 
know them again, and ſce what alteration would 
be made. That Fitz-Harrs did then read 
one of the Copics, and amended it, adding 
ſome things, and ſtriking out other things 
ſaying, The Lib:l was to be preſented to the 
French Ambaſſador's Confellor, and he was to 
preſent it to the French Ambatiador ; and that 
IC was fo beget, a Tiflerence here, while the

And one E4a- 
mond Angle, a Juſtice of Peace, and Clerk of 
the Crown, ſent for all the Rebels abroad .in 
the North to come up into the County of Loxg- 
ford; and they marched into the head Town of 
the County, and fired it ; the Inhabitants fled 
into the Caſtle ; but Argle being ſhot, the Rebels 
fled, and carried with them all-the Papers Anglz 
had in his Pocket. Hereupon Col. Bourne be- 
came ſuſpected, and was impriſon'd, and Col, 
Rely fled into France, and the Plat lay under a 
Cloud.till the Priſoner came to be Primate,which 
he got by the French King's help, upon his

Henry O-Neal depoſed, That in Auguſt, 1678, 
Biſhop Tyr7il came with 40 odd Horſe-Men to 
Vicar-General Braay's Houſe, where he gave 
them all the Oath of Secrecy to forward the 
Plot againſt the Proteſtants, whom he ſaid, they 
would make an end of, from end to end, in 
treland in one hour; and that he ſhould have an 
Order for it from the Lord Oliver Plunket ; and 
that he and Plunket had ſent Mony into France to 
2er Men, and To bring them into Ireland.

That he was preſent at a 
great Conſult near Clouds, where the Priſoner 
was Chief; and gave ſpecial Order for a Liſt 
to be got of all the Officers in the late Re- 
bellion, and that loſt their Eſtates, becauſe 
they would be more forward in this Deſign 
That he himſelf was forward herein, till he 
had been in France in 1677, and there ſeeing the 
ſlavery of the French People, he thought it were 
better the Devil ſhould reign over them, than 
the French-Man, . | 

Edmond Murfey heſitated much in giving his 
Evidence, tho he had given it in the fulleit or 
any to the Grand Jury, but afterwards he rao 
away, and was found at the Spaniſh Ambaſſadors; 
though he owned that the Priſoner was to 
get 60 or 70000 /. for the eſtabliſhing Popery. 
But becauſe he fenced in his Evidence, the King's 
Counſel deſired he might be committed, which 
was done accordingly. 

Fohn Mac-Legh, a Pariſh Pricſt ia the County 
of /Monagham in Ireland, depoſed, That rhe 
Priſoner had received ſeveral Sums of Mony 
there, and he had raiſed and paid him tonre., 
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for Arms and Ammunition for the Papiſts : That 
he was at Vicar Bradey's Houſe when Biſhop 
Tyrrill came thither. And that in Frazce he 
had ſeen the Conditions upon which the Priſo- 
ner was made Primate, which was to raiſe Men 
to join with the French, to deſtroy the Prate- 
ſtant Religion. _. 

John Moyer, a Regular Prieſt, and Bzgging 
Frier depoſed, That in 1672, he met with a 
Letter of the Priſoners in Caprennica, directed 
to the Secretary of the Colledg, De Propaganda 
Fide, which he opened and copied, (producing 
the Copy ) wherein was ſaid, That 'twas more 
proper for the Catholick Princes to agree to- 
gether to extirpate Hereſy, than ro vary 
among themſelves; that now was the time : 
for there were 60000 Men ready to riſe upon 
ſuch an Invaſion. That in 1674, when he came 
into Ireland, he told the Priſoner of this Let- 


- ter, and that he had ſeen it, who thereupan 


pray'd him to be ſecret; for what he did, was 
not for his own Good, but for the pubilick Good 
of the Catholicks ; who proffered him high Pro- 
motions, if he would further the Deſign.

Mr. John Smith, who being ſworn, told what 
ne knew of the Plot in general (much like what 
he rctared at the Trial of my Ld. Srafford, to 
which the Reader is referred:) As to what he 
knew of the Plot in Yorkſhire was, that while he 
iived with Mr. Fenniſon, Mr. Thwing the Prieſt, 
who had ſuffered as a Conſpirator, much per- 
ſwaded him to intreat Mr. Jenſon to ſend his 
Daughters to Delebank,, where a Nunnery was 

tO 
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'» to be erefted ; and he knew ſeveral that were 


there. That he told him Sir M:les Stapleton was ve- 
ry zealous for promoting Popery,and bad contri- 
buted largely to it ; and was engaged with ſeve- 
ral others for making a Founder for Dolebank. 
Then Mr. Robert Bolron depoſed his Knowledg 
of the Plot, juſt as he had done before at Thwing?s 
Trial, charging the Priſoner to have been at 
that Conſult at Barnborow-hall in 1677, and 
thereat promifcd to give 2001. towards the 
killing of the King ; It being then reſdlyed to 
be done, and Pickering mentioned todo it ; and 
it was {aid, that if the D. of York did not pleaſe, 
they would ſerve him as they would ſerve his 
Brother,-—Thart one Sherborn told him that Sir 
Miles was to be a Privy-Councellour, and that 
they would procure the Dukes conſent to it. 
— That he was alſo at a Conſult at Barnborow, 
June the 13th, 1678. and there it was agreed up- 
on taking of Hull, the letting in of the French 
there; difcourſing that the Ld. Bellafis had cauſed 
the Block-Houſes to be almoſt ruin'd, that the 
French might more eaſily come in, and they had 
all Pardons for their Sins; and that he had ſeen 
a colluſive Conveyance of the Priſoner? Eſtate. 
Then Mr. Lawrence Mowbray depoſed, that Sir 


Miles was at the Conſult in 1676 at Ruſhton's 


Chamber, where Knſhten gave him the Oath of 
Secrecy, and he promiſed to be true to the De- 
ſign, and would venture his Life and Eſtate for 
the promoting of ſo good a Cauſe. 


Then Mr. Bayrs was ſworn; who only depos'd ' 


that he had ſeen Sir Miles ar ſeveral meetings at 
Barnborongh-hall, but knew nothing of what was 


dilcourſed thereat. Then 
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Then Sir Miles Stapleton began his Defence, 


proteſting his Innocency, and having croſs exa- 
mind only Bolron, he called Mr. Lowther to 
prove he did not accuſe him, when he was exa- 
min'd by him; Yea, Mr. Lowther ſaid, he 
told him that he knew nothing againſt Sir 24les, 
but believed he was clear. But afterwards he 
told him that fowbray could accuſe him, and of 
what; which Bolron denied both. 

Then Sir Thomas Tarbrough teſtified that Bol- 
ron told him alſo, Aug. 10, 1679. that he knew 
nothing of Sir Miless being concern'd in the 
Plot, but believed him to be a very honeſt Gen- 
tleman; only he knew he had made a colluſive 
Conveyance of his Eſtate, as moſt Papilſts he be- 
lieved had done, for Security. —— Belroz denied 
this, and depoſed that he accuſed Sir Ales to 
the Council, not in his firſt, but ſecond Infor- 
mation, which was after the 1orh of Auguſt. 

The Lady Yarbrough then gave in the ſame 
Teſtimony with her Husband. | 

Mr. NNermanton teſtified that in Fune 1679. 
Bolron told him that Sir Tho. Gaſcoyne would 
give 10co . for killing the King, and the Lady 
Tempeſt wovld have hangd him for breaking a 
Trunk, but now he would be even with her : 
and that Sir Miles Stapleton kept Priefts in his 
Houſe, but he would apprehend them preſently, 
for he might have 20 /. apiece for taking of 
thein. 

' Richard Pears, Sir Miles's Man, teſtified, that 

three or four days after his Maſter was taken in- 

to Cuſtody, Bolron asked him if they did not 
blame him tor accuſing his Maſter ? and he ſay- 
| ing 
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ing he did not hear him named ; ſaid he, it was 
not him, but-I mult not tell who itis; and ſaid 
he would have gone to have ſeen Sir Mes, but 
| think (ſaid he) he does not know me. 

Then one Stephen Tompſon declared ſome 
thrcatning Words of Bolrons againſt Sir Themas 
G aſcoyne, that he would do him ſome ill turn ; 
but it not concerning the Priſoner, the Court 
would not admit It. 

The Lady Yavaſor ſaid, ſhe believed her Hus- 
band was not at Barnborow in any part of the 
Year,becauſe he was infirm at Tork{Bolron having 
ſworn that Sir YY alter Vavaſor was one at that 
Conſult) but this was not judg'd a concluſive 
Evidence. | 

Then Mr. Leggat faid that he had heard Bolrox 
ſay, he knew nothing againſt Sir Miles Stapleton, 

And Mrs. Elizabeth Holmes ſaid, that Bolron 
meeting her in London, ſaid he heard ſhe wasto 
be a Witneſs againſt him at York, but if ſhe 
would be kind to him, he would be ſo to her, 
and ſpeak as favourably as he could ; and he 
ſaid, if he had known he ſhould have been no 
better rewarded, he wonld never have been a 
Witneſs ; the Devil ſhould haye been a Witneſs 
as ſoon as he. | 

Then Edward Cooper told what he heard Mow- 
bray ſay, (as before in Thwing's Trial) but the 
Court obſerved that being before his Diſcovery, 
and while he was a Papiſt, and on the High-way, 
it could not be material. 

Then Madam Sherborz teſtitied that Bolron and 
Atowbray came to her houſe, under a pretence to 
ſearch for Prieſts, and Bolroz took away ſeveral 

parcels 
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parcels of Silver with him.——But the Court 
would not ſuffer ſuch Evidence ; beſides that 
Mowbray depoſed it was only Chalices and other 
Popilh Trinkets. | 

After this the Counſel for the King called 
one Dixon, who ſwore that he had 4os. prof- 
fer'd him to be a Witneſs for Sir Tho. Gaſes 
in Novemb. 1679. 

Then Mr. Y Filſon depoſed that Mr. Babbing- 
ton, Sollicitor for Sir Miles, would have given 
him 10 /. and Hickeringil proffer'd him 10 /. to 
have been a Witneſs for Sir 1:les. 

Then Chriſtopher Langley depoſed alſo that 
Vl. Batley and Fohn Roſs proffer'd him two 
Oxea and ten Sheep to witneſs for Sir 4les thoſe 
things they ſhould direct him. 

Richard Corker depoſed, that he was by, and 


| heard that very proffer made to Langley. 


Then Mr. Baines depoſed, that Mrs. Holmes 
proffer?d him 60 /. per annum, and Mrs. Hewit 
ſaid ſhe would give him more, if he would ſay 
nothing againſt Sir files. 

After this Mr. Juſtice Dolben ſumm'd up the 
Evidence, and Baron Gregory proceeded to do 
the ſame, and then the Jury withdrew for half 
an hour, and gave in their Verdict, Not Guitty.

H* then and there appeared, and having been 
Arraigned, he now refuſed to plead ; in 
ſtead thereof, preſenting a Petition to the Court, 
ſhewing, that he was committed to the Goal in 
March laſt, for being a Popiſh Prieſt, and that 
having obtained his Habeas Corpus to be removed 
to London, the Under-Sheriff then dying, the 
Habeas Corbus was not executed 3 Praying there- 
fore that he may be removed to the King's- Benth, 
that he may have time to make his Defence, he 
depending upon his Habeas Corp, his moſt ma- 
terial Evidence to clcar him, and to prove his 
being an Alien, being then in London, &c. - But 
the Grand Jury hgving found the Bill, the Conrt 
told him they muſt proceed, and he was then 
Indicted, as a Romuſh Prieit and Jeſuit, upon the. 
Statute of 27 Eliz. cap. 2. To which Indict- 
ment he excepted, becauſe it was not ſaid there- 
in that he took Orders beyond Sea ; But he was 
inforad that his taking Orders any where,from 
the Authority of the Biſhop of Rome, was Suffici- 
ent. He then pleaded zor Guilty, and challeng- 
ed of the Jury, near the Number allowed by the 
Law. Thoſe Sworn were,

and when the Plot broke out, that he was a Per- 
ſon concern'd, as appeared by a Warrant from 
the Lords of the Council,” for his Apprekecnſion, 
which he received March 22, 1678. (which he 
producing, was read in the Court) ani on the 
Monday following ſcarched Mr. Powrre!!; Hovle 
for.hjm, but could nor find him, tho atrerwards 
he was,informed that he was then in the Houſe. 
In (1679) Mr. Powerel traveiiing, it was reported 
Busby was gone with tim beyond Sca, tho he 
{till remained in thet Houſe ; and laſt Chriſtmas 
he .was informed, tnit he was feen 1n Corn- 
Harvctt, vaa!king in the Garuen! with one Arne 
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yet he then found in Busby's Chamber Popiſh 
Veſtments, a Surplice, Waters, an Altar-ſtone, 
&'c. but could not find him. About a fortnight 
after he ſearched again for him, ſurprizing 
them at one in the Night, but could have no ad- 
mittance till they broke open the door ; and go- 
ing into Busby's Chamber, he found the fire had 
been lately extinguiſhed, and the Bed-Clothes 
laid in confuſed heaps on the bed, ſome part of 
them warm, and ſome cold ; but the feather- 
bed quite cold, till feeling underneath, he found 
it warm, and that it had been turned ; which 
allured him, that the Prieſt was in the Houſe 
but the Perſons in the houſe denied it, and only 
jeered them, for ſearching for a Perſon that was 
beyond Sea z and thoſe that were without tho 
they heard a trampling, and dire&ted the 
Searchers within to the place; yet they were 
from one till after 10 next Morning before they 
could find him 3 Which at laſt they did in a little 
hole under the Tiling, whence they carried him 
to Derby; and Mr. Gihert having took his Exa- 
mination, committed him to Goal on Afarch 
16th, and ſent Word to the King and Council 
of what he had done. The Priſoner then plead- 
ed his being an Alien, born at Bruſſels, his Fa- 
ther removing his Family thither, during the 
Troubles, bur the A& for Naturalization was 
read to him, and he thereby judg'd a Natural-:

Then 7ejeph Daley depoſed, that he was a 
Servant to Mr. Powtrel, and had known the Prij- 
foner above {1x Years, and had heard him fay 
Meſs, Preach, Pray, Catechiſe and Chriſten ; 
P 2 and 
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and ſcen him in his Robes, and that he uſet to 
keep faſt the Doors, tho a Proteſtant ; and that 
he had owned himſelf a Jeſuit to him, and that 
Mr. Evers.the Lord Afto”s Prielft,was his Tutor. 
—- And that he had heard htm tell how his Mo- 
thers houſe was Plundred at Coddington in Ox- 
fordſhire, and how he hid himſelf in the Curtains 
being two Years old ; and in the Garden-Hedpe, 
when he was five Years old, for fear of the Soul- 
diers; and that ſoon after his Mother went be- 
yond Sea, where ſhe had ſeveral Children. 
—— T hat he endeavour'd to ſubvert the Witneis, 
who teemingly did comply, and was therefore 
cntrulted, | 

Then to prove him further a Prieſt, Mr. GUl- 
bert, -produced his Account-Book which he had 
took 3 which teſtify'd him to have been Procu- 
rator for the Jeſuits, and to have received Rents 
of their Lands, from (73) till (77) and to have 
disburſed great ſums of Mony, ard to have had 
dealings with Gawen, Harcourt, Turner, Ireland, 
Pool, Bennet, Heaton, Thomſon, and others of the 


' Soclety , and produced his Popiſh Garments, 


and Trinkets ; which one Mr. Sheppey, a Mint- 
ſter, that had formerly been a Popith Prieſt, ex- 
plained the names 2nd uſe of to the Court. 

Then Thomas Hours depoſed, that this Busby 
perſuaded him to be a Papiſt, being about to 
marry a Papult's Daughter, whom otherwiſe he 
could not have; and that he gave him Abſoluti- 
on, and marricd him; and that he had heard 
him ſay Maſs ſeveral times in his Robes, and 
preach thrice ; and had received the Sacrament 
from him, and had a Child baptized by him ; 


naming, 
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naming where, and who were Sureties. 
Elizabeth Evans depoſed, that ſhe had ſeen 
him ſay Maſs in his Prieſtly Habit and been 
Confeſs?d by him, and receiv'd the Sacrament 
from him, and was Godmother to a Child bap- 
tized by him. | 
Dorothy Sanders depoſed the ſame ;, and ſhew- 
ed how he uſed to elevate the Hoſt ; only ſhe 
never ſaw him baptize. | 
Sarah Clark depoſed to the ſame purpoſe ; ſhe 
being the Perſon that carried Hous's child to be 
baptized by him. —There were three or four 
more Wineſſes ready to have depoſed the like ; 
but the Evidence being ſo full, the Court waved 
them. > RI 
| The Priſoner 1n his own Defence, urged, that 
the Witnelles ſwore to what they did not under- 
ſtand ; their Service being iil Latin 3 and as for 
the Veitments they were only kept as Monu- 
ments ; and that Lay-Men might wear them, as 
well as Prieſts; which was atteſted by Robert 
Needham, whom the Priſoner called. —And Mr. 
Charles Umphrevil teſtihed that he had heard 
Mr. Busby's Mother and Brother ſay, that he 
was born at Brufſels, and that he had an Afﬀidz- 
vit from the Regiſter at Codaingron of all their 
Children born in Ergland, and the Priſoners 
naine 15 not in the Regiſter. Mr. Ed. Mayo, 
aſhrmed that he had ſearched the Regiſter there, 
and could not find the Priſoners name, relating 
the Diſappointment Busby- had of his Habeas 
Corbas ;, but the Court judg'd nothing of this 
marerial. The Priſoner notwithſtanding inſiſt- 
ed upon his being an Alien, and that it was 
F3 only 
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only Family-duties the Evidence heard him read, 
and had. done nothing but what a Lay-Man 
might do, and that therefore the Inditment had 
not been proved. 

Then Baron Szreet cauſed the Statute of 27 
Eliz., Cap. 2. to be read, and ſumn''d up the 
Evidence > ſhewing withal the invalidity of his 
Defence. After which the Jury withdrew for 
a ſhort ſpace, and then brought the Priſoner in 
Gmilty., Ana then Baron Strect having told 
him, that the King had commanded him to be 
Reprieved from Execution, pronounced Sen- 
tence upon him, to be Drawn, Hang'd and 
Quartered.

IS Indiftment was for High-Treaſon ir 
Conſpiring the Death of the Kinz, the 
Levying of War, and the Subyecrſion of the Go- 

vernment. | 
W hich being read, ke deſired a Copy of the 
indictment, and of the Jury that was to pals 
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upon him, and that he might have Counſel af- 
ſigned him, to adviſe him, Wherher he had not 
ſomething in Law pleadable in Bar of this In- 
dictment ? Deſiring alſo to know upon what 
Statute he was Indicted ? and that his Papers 
( which contained Directions for his Defence ) 
might be reſtor'd him, which were taken from 
him jaſt before he was brought to Court. Which 
he much inſiſting on, the Conrt demanding an 
Account from him, where he had thoſe Papers ? 
He told them, that he had them not all from 
one Perſon ; they were received from his own 
hands ſome of them in the Tower ; and being 
brought back to him,they were taken away from 
him. He then again was urg?d to plead ; which 
( after many and earneſtly repeated Intreaties 
tor his Papers) he did, Not Guilty, 

Thcn Mr. Attorney General gave the Court 
an Account concerning his Papers, that when 
he came to Priſon he had none; but that Mr. 
Aaron Smith (the Mellenger inform'd him ) de- 
liver'd them to him: Wheretore the Papers be- 
ing peruſed, and moit of them diſallowed by 
the Court, Mr. Smith and Mr. Starkey were cal- 
led ; the latter did not appear, bur the former 
did ; who being demanded if he gave Nr. Col- 
{edze thoſe Papers ? refuſed to accuſe himſelf ; 
and fo the Court took a Recognizance of 100 /. 
of im to attend the Court during the Seſſion. 
And Mr. Henry Starkey was ſent, for to be took 
27, the Goaler {wearing againſt him, that he 
#02!d have bribed him with four Guintes to be 
t:ronrabie to Colleare, which he refuſed : Ard 
$3 Papers { what was not jndg'd {ſcandalous to 
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the Government of them) were ordered to be 
dclivered to the Sheritt?s Son, for Mr. Colledge®s 
peruſal, and the uſe of the King's Attorney, as 
he thought fit. 

Then the Court was adjourn'd till Two in the 
Afternoon + When being met again, Proclama- 
tion was made for Attendance, and for the Un- 
der-Sheriff to return his Jury. W hereof Richard 
Croke, Thomas Marſh, Edward Aryes, VVilliam 
Aryes, Richard Aryes, Richard Dutton, fobn Naſh, 
and V/iulliamFFebb, were challenged by the Pri- 
ſoner. Thomas Martin did not appear, and Ga- 
briel Merry ( being almoſt 109 Years of Ape ) 
was exculed.

To whom the Indictment being read, Mt. 
North, and Mr. Attorney General, proceded to 
open the Charge ; the lattcr being ſeveral times 
Interrupted by the Priſoner, not failing to re- 
prove him home for ſo doing. 

Then the firſt Witneſs produced againſt him 
was, Mr. Stephen Dugdale, who depoſed, That 
he having been acquainted with Mr. Colledge a- 
bout two Years, had oft heard him rail againſt 
the King, ſaying, That he was a Papiſt, ( be- 


Cauſe he did not proſecute the Papilts as he 
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thought, ſufficiently ) and that he was as deep 
in the Plot as any Papiſt of them all ; and thar 
he had a hard in Sir Edmondbury Godfry's Death. 
That there was nothing to be expected 
from the King, but introducing of Popery and 
Arbitrary Government : That there was no 
Truſt to be put in him, but it was the People 
we muſt truſt to : And we mult look ro arm our 
ſelves, and that he would Arm himſelf and be 
here at Oxford, having ſeveral ſtout Men ( par- 
ticularly Cant. Chinton, Capt. Browne, and one 
Don Lew ) that would ſtand by him, in caſe 
there ſhould be a Riſing, which he expected, at 
Oxford, if the King and Parliament did not a- 
gree. Colledge giving Mr. Dugdale in London, 
before his coming to Oxford, as much Ribbon as 
came to forty Shillings, with, No Popery, No Sla- 
very wrought in it, to diſtribute among his 
Friends in the Country, that they might be 
known by orher Perſons that would- wear the 
ſame. And that at Zondon, being once in 2 
Coffee-Houſe with Mr. Coleage, 'and with ſome 
of the Members of the Houſe of Commons, a 
little before they met, talking of the Parlia- 
ment at Oxford, and of ſome Diſturbance rhar 
was likely to happen there ; it was then fully 
agreed, that it wou!d be the beſt way, our of 
every County, where the Parliament had the beſt 
Intereſt in the People, to leave one 1n every 
County that might manage the People. And that 
at. Oxford, when Mr. Colledze perceived that the 
King would not yie'd to the Houſe of Com- 
mons, he ſaid, Ler him begin as ſoon as he 
would, he did not care kow ſoon, for their 

Party 
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Party was but an Handful to him and his Party, 
( meaning the Diſlenters ) calling taem the 7rze 
Proteſtants, and the Church of England only 
Proteſtants in Maſquerade, And thac Day the 
King went out of Town, preſently after he 
went, Mr. Colledge ſaid to him, in the Barbers 
Shap that 15 juſt within the Arngel-Imn, that: Row- 
ley-( meaning the King ) was gone, the Rogue 
725 afraid of himſelf, he was ſhirk'd away. 

Yhen Mr. D#zdale produced ſome Papers 
whereof he affirmed that Mr. Colleds had owned 
mmſelf to be Author ; as the Letter pretended 
to be intercepted ro Roger Le Strange ;, the Rary- 
ſhow, and Charader of a+ Popiſh Snccefſor ; which 
were read and explained in the Court. 

And then one Stevezs (being ſworn) depoſed. 
ahat he found the firſt draught of the Rary-ſhow 
in Mr. Collzdges Bed-chamber, when he came to 
tearch his Papers, by Order of Council ; and 
chat the Printer "that printed the Ballad, had 
t01d him fince, he had it from him, which like- 
wite Atterbury and Sawecl atiirmed ; but the Pa- 
per being look d for in the Courr, could not be 
tound. | 

-T hen Mr. John Smith was ſworn, who de- 
paſed that he was intimately acquainted with 
Mr. Col/edge, and that going to dine with him at 
Alderman |ilcox?s, he being a Stranger, ask'd 
what the Alderman was, and Colledpe told him, 
he wasa Man as true as Stcel, and a Man that 
011d endeavour to root out Popery; to which 
- ve reply*d that that might be done eaſily, if he 
could bur prevail with the King to paſs the Bil} 
2511 the D. of Torb;, he anſwered No, No, 
he: 
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he was miſtaken ; for Rowley (noni Kiag) 
was as great a Papilt as the D. of York, and eve- 
ry way as dangerous to the Proteſt;zHt Intereſt, 
25 was too apparent by his Art -ary ruling. 
And afterwards in the TaveS where they 
dined, he asking him the ſecond time (before 
the Alderman came) what Kind of Man he was ; 
he ſaid he was one that lived in his Country- 
houſe, and gave freely to ſeveral People to buy 
Arms and Ammunityon, to bring the King to 
Sabmillion to his People ; adding, that he 'won- 
dred old Rowley djd not conſider how eafily his 
Father*s Head cajne to the Block, which he 
doubted not would be the end of Rowley at the 
iaſt. And after dinner, all departing, Colledee 
told him, if he would go with him to his owr: 
houſe, he ſhould ſee how he was prepared with 
Arms and Provition. And ſoon after dining 
with him, he ſhewed him his Piſtols, his Blun- 
derbulſs, his great Sword, his Armour, Back 
and Breaſt, and his Head-piece, which was co- 
vered (as he remembred) with Chamler, and 
was a fine thing ; Colledze telling him that theſe 
were the things which would deſtroy the pitifu: 
Guards of Rowley, that were kept up contrary 
to Law and Juſtice, to ſet up Arbitrary Power 
and Popery. And a little before the Oxford- 
Parliament met, he meeting Coledve again, and 
diſcourling ſeveral things, Colledge told him 
what Freparations the City were making, how; 
they were provided with Powder and Eullets - 
and that he would go down to Oxford expettine 
3 little ſport there, upon the Divilions that. werc 
ike to be between the King and Parliame::s : 
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and thati.he would be one that would ſeize the 
King, if hv ſhould ſeize any of the Members, as 
he expecteo.he would. And again, meeting the 
Priſoner af. his return from Oxford, he told 
bim that he w &t thither in expecation of ſome 
ſport, but old ny was afrald, like his Grand- 
father Jamy, and ſo fan away like to beſhit him- 
{e]lf : And that Fitz-Cerald and he had had a 
quarrel at the Parliament, door of the Houſe of 
Lords at Oxford, that FitzGerald had call'd him 
Rogue, and made his Noſe\ Bleed ; but before 
long that he hoped to {ze a great deal more 
Blood ſhed for the Cauſe. Ant after this, when 
there was a Diſcourſe-'of difarming the City, 
and that the Ld. Feverſham was to come to do ir, 
heſaid, That he was well provided, and that if 
Feverſham, or any Man , nay Rowley himſelf, 
ſhould attempt any ſuch thing, he would be the 
Death of him, before any Man ſhould ſeize upon 
his Arms; deſiring, him to get Arms for himſ-1f 
tov: becauſe he did not know how he might 
make uſe of them ; accordingly he had an Ar- 
mour from him upon Trial, which he ſaid coſt 
him 3o or 40s. but it proving too big, he re- 
turned it, and bought him a new one. 

Next to him Pryan Haynes was {worn, who 
depoſed likewiſe. that he had been acquainted 
with Mr. Colledee ever ſince March laſt, before 
the firting of the Parliament at Oxford : For 
there being a Warrant againſt him for. High 
Treaſon, he made his Application to Colledg, 
and delired himto goto a certain Perſon of Ho- 
nour in England, and ask his advice, Whether 
0 11h not ſuperſede the Warrant by putting 

It! 
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in Bayl, and carry the Swperſedeas in his Pocket : 
Mr. Colledge told him he would go to this Ptrfon 
of Honour, for he-would do nothing of his) own 
head, and he bid him come to him the next/ day ; 
which accordingly he did, and asked hirt what 
was the reſult, and what advice he had from 
that Perſon of Quality ? he bid him be of good 
chear, that the Parliament would be, and tit at 
Oxford ſoon, and that he ſhould not value the 
King a pin, for that the King was,in a worſe 
Condition than either of them ; and he ſhould 
ſee that he ſhould be call'd toan Account for all 
his Actions ; for all the World might ſee that he 
did reſolve to bring, in Arbitrary Power and 
Popery ; and that unleſs he would let the Par- 
liament fit at Oxford, ſince he had called them 
together, and put the People to Charges in 
chuſing them, and them in coming down, he 
ſhould be ſeiz?d at Oxford, and brought to the 
Block, as was the Logger-hcad his Father. That 
the Parliament ſhould fit at Gzild-hall, and adjuſt 
the Grievances of the Subject, and of the Na- 
tion ; and that no King of his Race ſhould evec 
Reign in England after him. And unlefs the 
King did expel from his Council the Earl of Cla- 
rendon, cunning Lory Hide, the Earlof Hallifax, 
( that great turn-coat Rogue, that was before ſo 
much againſt the Papilſts ; a Raſcal, whom we 
ſhould ſee hang?d, and all the Tory Counſel- 
lors) England ſhould be too hot for him. Thar 
for this End there was in the City 1500 Barrels 
of Powder, and 100000 Men ready at an hour” 
warning ; and that every thing was ordered in 
a due Method againſt the ſitting of the Parlia- 
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merg at Oxford, And that he ſhould ſee Eng- 
land, the moſt glorious Nation in the World, 
when they had cut off that beaſtly Fellow Rowley, 
who fame of the Race of Bugperers ; for his 
Grangi-father King James buggered the old 
Duke '.of Buckingham. Railing then at Judg 
Pemberton, ſaying, Let him try Fitz-Harrs it 
he dare ; 1 ſhall fee him go to Jyburn for it, 1 
hope, a turn-coat Rogue. That he was for the 
Plot whilſt; he was pxz/ne Judg, but now he was 
Chief Juſtidg, he was the greateſt Rogue in the 
World ; evcyg like one of the Penlioners in the 
Long Parliamgnt. That the Priſoner would 
moreover have\put this Informant upon charg- 
ing the King with the firitg of London, and the 
Murder of Sir Fawmendbury Godfry ; telling him, 
that ſuch and ſack, Lords ſhould live and die by 
him, and that he needed not to fear, but that 
England ſhould eſpoule his Cauſe. And diſcour- 
ting then of the Libel of Firz-Harrs ; The De- 
vil take me, {aid Colledge, every individual Word 
is as true as Ged 1s in Heaven ; and that if the 
informant did not join with Fiz-Harrss in his 
Evidence, and charge the King home, he was 
the baſelt Fellow in the World, becauſe he 
made them Slaves and Beggars, and would 
make al) the World fo; and that it was a kiid of 
Charity to charge him home, that we might be 
11d cf ſuch a Tyrant. 

He depos?d further, That he allo receiv'd a 
Mlew Ribbond from Mr. Colledge ; whom meet- 
ng atter he came from Oxford, he asked, Where 
10w were all his Cracks and Braggs. ſor that the 
Xing, had fool'd them? who anſwered, That 

they 
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they had not done with the King yet, though 


they could do nothing then ; for that no Ser-. 


vant, no Man living did know whether he would 
diſſolve the Parliament that Day : That he was 
that very nick of Time at-the Lobby of the Lords 


Houſe ; and there was a Man came in with a: 


Gown under his Arm, and every one looked up- 
on him to be a Tailor ; and no Body did fſu- 
ſpect, no not his own intimate briends, except 
it were Fitz-Gerald, that hewould Diſlolve the 
Parliament that Day. But pretently- he put on 
his Robes, and ſent away for the Houſe of Com- 
mons ; and when he had dillolved them, before 
ever the Houſe could get down, he took Coach 
and went away, otherwiſe that the Parliament 
had been too hard for him 3 for that there was 
never a Parliament-Man, but had divers armed 
Men to wait on him ; and that he had his Blun- 
d-rbuls and his Man to wait upon him. 

The next Witneſs againſt Mr. Colledge, was 
Vr. Turbervile, who (being ſworn) depoſed, 
"That when the Parliament ſat in Oxford, about 
the r1iddle of the Week, he dined with Mr. Col. 


ledge, Capt. Brown, and Don Lews Clerk of 


Derly- Houſe, at the Chequer-Inn in Oxford. At- 
ter- Dinner Doz Lewzs went out about ſome Bu- 
tinels, and Capt. Brown went to fleep; and Mr. 
Colicdge and he ieliva talking of the Times; and 
he was obſerving. he thought the Parjtament was 
not a long-lived Parliament : Whcereupon Mr. 
Colledze antwered. That there was no Good to 


be expected from the Kang, for he and all -his 


ramily were Papilts, and had ever been {uch. 
L hen fatd 7 arbervile,the ing will offer lomething, 
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or other by way of ſurprize to the Parliament. 
Said Colledge, I would he would begin ; but if - 
he do not, we will begin with him and ſeize 
him > for there are ſeveral brave Fellows about 
this Town that will ſecure him, till we have 
thoſe Terms that we expect from him ; adding, 
That he had pot a Cale of Piltols,. and a very 
good Sword, and a Velvet Cap: Giving Tur- 
berwile a piece of blew Ribbond to pur in his 
Hat, to be a diſtinction if there ſhould be any 
diſturbance. 

Then Mr. Aafters was ſworn, who depoſed, 
"That he and Colledge had been long acquainted : 
And that a little before the Parliament at Ox- 
ford, about Chriſtmaſs after the Parliament at 
Weſtminſter, at Mr. Charlton's Shop, the Wollen- 
Draper in Paul's Church- Yard, diſcourling with 
him about the Government, he was juſtifying of 
the late Long-Parliament's Actions, 1n Forty : 
He ſaid, T hat that Parliament was as good a 
Parliament as evcr was choſen in the Nation ; 
and that they did nothing but what they had juſt 
cauſe for ; and that the Parliament that far laſt 
at Weſtminſter was of their Opinion, and ſo he 
ſhould have ſeen it. And that another time, ' he 
calling him, in a jocoſe way, Colonel ;, Colledge 
bid him mock not, for he might be one in a little 
c1MC. : 

Then Sir William Jennings being ſworn, depo- 
ſed, That Coledge gave him ore time a Picture ; 
and another time he ſaw him bring intoa Coffee- 
_ Hovnſe a parcel of blew Ribbond, with, No 
Popery, No Slavery wrought 1n it; and fold a 


Yard of it there to a Parliament-Man ( as he 
took 
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took him to be) for 25. who tied it upon his 
Sword. And that on that very Day the Par- 
liament was Diſlolved at Oxford, he came to 
him, ſtanding in the School-Houſe-yard, telling 
him, Mr. Firz-Gerald had ſpit in his Face, and 
that he ſpit in his Face again, and that ſo they 
went to Logerheads together ; and that upon Sir 
William's telling hin» his Noſe bled, he ſaid, I 
have loſt the firſt blood in the Cauſe, but it will 
not be long before more be loſt. 

The Evidence for the King here ending, Mr. 
Serj. Holloway, briefly explained to _the Jury, 
that the ſeizing the Perſon of the King, was, 
in Law, a compaſling and intending his Death, 
as it was worded in the Inditment 3 which 
therefore they ought ſo to underſtand. | 

Then Mr. Coledge deſired to be reſolved theſe 
Queſtions upon the Evidence which he had 
heard. 1. Whether any Conſpiracy ( for which 
his Indictment was) had been herein proved ? 
2. Whether there ought not to be two Wit- 
neſſes diſtin, to ſwear words at one and the 
ſame time? And, 3. Whether any Act of Trea- 
ſon done at London, ſhall be given in Evidence to 
prove the Treafon for which he was now In- 
dicted, and which was given in Evidence before 
the Grand-Jury , upon the Trial was there 
grounded ? | 

To the firſt, the Ld. Ch. Juſtice reply*d, That 
a Conſpiracy was proy'd (if the Witneſſes ſpeak 
Truth) by his publiſhing Libels and Pictures to 
make the King odious and contemptible in the 
Eyes of the People, and his being the Author of 
lome of them, and they being found in his Cu- 
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ſtody. To the Second it was anſwered, That 
the Reſolution of the Judges In my Lord Staf- 
ford's Caſe, is contrary 3 There being two Wit- 
nelles tro.an Indi&ment of Treaſon, tho there 
be but one Witneſs that proves one Fact, which 
is an Eyidence of Treaſon, and another that 
proves another, that is an Evidence of the ſame 
Treaſon, tho they be but ſingle Witnelles to ſe- 
veral Facts. And to the Third it was anſwer'd 
in the Affirmative, it being any Act of Treaſon 
that is off the ſame kind. 

Then Mr. Colledge being call'd upon to call his 
Witnelles, he expreſs'd himſelf in a long Speech, 
proteſting-his own Innocency, not doubting to 
prove-thisone of the Helliſheſt Conſpiracies that 
ever was upon the face of the Earth, and theſe 
the moſt- notorious wicked Men ; an abſolute 
Deſign to deſtroy all the Proteſtants of England 
who have had the Courage to oppoſe the Popiſh 
Plot; in which no Man of his condition had 
done more than he had done. Declaring, that 
he was bred a Proteſtant, and continued fo 
hicherto, and by the Grace of God would die 
ſo. That he had been concern'd with Perſons 
of Honour, and could not be reaſonably deem'd 
ſuch a Fool or Madman as to talk of ſuch things 
to Papiſts, Prieſts and Iriſh-Men, who had broke 
their Faith with their own Party,and upon whom 
he could lay no ſuch Oaths and Obligations. 
That his acquaintance with Haynes began upon 
2 Diſcovery he made to him, how Fy#z-Gerald 
had employed him to fetch over Macnamarra to 
ſwear againſt the Earl of Shaftsþbury High- 
Treaſon, as he had done, wiz. That wg ark 
| ou 
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ſhould tell Fitz-Gerald that he had a Deſign to 
bring this Kingdom to a Common- Wealth, and 
to root out the Family of the Srzarts ; whick 
he ſwore was true, and a great deal more, 
which he knew. and would diſcover, about 
ſeizing and deſtroying the Parliament at Oxford 
about an Army in the North that was to be 
raiſed about the time of the ſitting of the Par- 
liament at Oxford; Of a French Army that was 
to land in Ireland at the ſame time, that the 
D. of Tork was to be at the head of them ; and 
the intention was, to deſtroy all the Proteſtants. 
Upon this it was that he reſolved to come along 
with the Parliament, and if there was any ſuch 
Deſign, to live and die with them. That he 
was Imployed by ſeveral Lords and Parliament- 
Men, when the Parliament fat laſt at Weſtminſter, 
to ſearch under the Parliament Houſe, whence 
he got the Name of the Proteſtant Joyner. And 
that this Haynes did ſwear in his Affidavit be- 
fore Sir George Treby the Recorder of . London, 
That there was a Deſign to deſtroy the. Par- 
liament at Oxford; and thcre was not only 
his Oath for it, but it was the general belief, 
that ſome Evil was intended them : But as 
for the ſeizing of the King, that he never 
teard one word of it before he came hither ; 
that he knew not of one Man upon the Face 
of the Earth that was to ſtand by'him; and 
how impoſlible it was for him alone to at- 
tempt it, all Men might judge : That he hoped 
to prove theſe Witneſſes ſuborned ; complaining 
of his cloſe Impriſonment. 
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Then the Firſt Witneſs that appear'd for 
the Priſoner, was William Shewin, who declared, 
That he was in TarberviPs company on Thurſday 
Night laſt, at the Golden Poſts at Charing- 
Croſs, and there he heard him ſay, That if he 
were at Oxford, he ſhould hear ftrange things 
againſt Colleage, and he would lay ten to one 
that Mr. Bethel and Mr. Wilmore ſhould be hang- 


_ ed at Chriftmas, and he would lead him by the 


Gold -Chain along Fleet ffreer, and down with 
his Breeches in the middle of Amſterdam Cofice- 
Houſe, with a Band about his Neck, and a 
Cloak. And that one told him, there was ore 
that did defign to be return'd upon this Jury, 
that was teſolv'd to hang Coledge right or 
wrong. Which the High Sheriff acknowledg'd 
alſo, and that he had therefore left him out, 
for which the Court gave him his die Com- 
mendations. 

Then Herry Hickman (who had been called 


before) a Cabinet-maker at Holborn- Bridge, ap- 


peared, who declared, That he knew Haynes 
very well, he oft coming to his Houſe to a 
Widow who lodged there, a Papiſt : and that 
therefore he took him for a Prieit. And that 
dilcourſing with his Tenant concerning bim, 
ſhe told him that he was a dangerous Fellow, 
though a Papiſt, and that he cared not much 
what he ſwearcd againſt any one. And that 
he over-heard him diſcourſing with bis Tenant 
in her Chamber, and ſaying, God dam-me, 1 
Care not what I ſwear, nor who 1 ſwear againſt ;, 


for "tis my trade to get mony by ſwearing. 


Then 6: 
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Then Elizabeth Oliver was called, who only 
produced a Letter which ſhe affirmed Haynes to 
have writ in her Father's Name, and that he 
was an ill Man; which being judg'd by the 
Court nothing to the purpoſe, ſhe was diſmiſsd. 
And, | 

Mrs. Hall was next call'd, who declared, That 
Haynes lodged at her Houſe, and that he told 
her (enquiring of him about Fijtz- Harris 
Trial) that Madam Portſmonth begg'd of Fitz- 
Harris upon her Knees, that he would try to 
get Mr. Everard and ſome others over to make 
a Presbyterian Plot of it. Another time, that 
ſhe heard him ſpeak of a Meſlage he had had 
from the King to come in, and he fhould have 
his Pardon. And that he read once to her an 
Advertiſement, in anſwer to ſomething Thompſon 
had written againſt him in his Intelligence, 
which he ſaid he had writ, and was then going 
to get it put into one of the Intelligences, it 
being to this purpoſe; © That whereas one 
& Nathaniel Thompſon had falfly and maliciouſly 
& accuſed one Bryan Haynes for ſpeaking Trea- 
& ſfonable Words; he, the ſaid Bryan Haynes 
« doth declare, that he challenges any Man to 
& charge him with it ; but he owned he had an 
© hand, or was employed to put the Plot upon 
© the Diiſenting-Proteſtants. 6 

Then Mary Richards, Mrs Hall's Maid, was 
called, who owncd the ſame things affirmed by 
her Miſtreſs. : 

Next, Mrs Wingfield, whoſe Daughter Haynes 
married, was call'd, who would ſay nothing of 
Haynes but what was for his Credit, 
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Then Mr. John Whaley was call\d, who de- 
clared, That about 6 Years Ago, when Haynes 
was a Priſoner in the King%s-Bench, he came 
down to drink in the Cellar, which he had 
taken of the Marſhal, and ſtole a Tankard, for 
which the Marſhal removed him from the Ma- 
ſter's Side, and put him into the Common 
Side; which was all he knew of him. 

Mr. Colledge called next for Mr. John Lun, who 
declared, how that about three or four days 
after the Bill was brought [gnoramns by the 
Grand Jury upon Mr. Colledge, he was drinking 
with Haynes, who fell very foul againſt the 
Grand Jury, becauſe they had not found that 
Bill ; and he ſaid, my Lord Shaftsbury was a little 
Toad, but that he would do his Buſineſs very 
ſuddenly. Then he railed upon the Parliament, 
and ſaid, they were a Company of Rogues, 
they would give the King no Mony, but that he 
would help him to Mony enough out of the 
Phanaticks Eſtates. And ſaid, that they would 
damn their Souls to the Devil before the Ca- 
tholick Cauſe ſhould fink. And that on Munday 
laſt, meeting with Haynes again at Uxbridge at 
the Crown, in diſcourſe he heard him ſay, that 
Sheriff BethePs Eſtate ſhould be the King's e're 
Tong.——To invalidate this Teſtimony, Haynes 
deny?d that ever he ſaw Lun before he ſaw him 
at Uxbridge, which was ſworn alſo by Mr. 
White, the King's Meſſenger, who was by, and 
whoſe Priſoner Mr. Lz» had been two Years 
affirming, that Lux ask'd him who Haynes was, 
and that he heard no ſuch words ſpoken : after 
which Serj. Jefferies beſpatter*d him with ſome 
of his Refleftions. Next 
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Next Mr. Jeremiah Broadgate was call'd, who 
ſaid, That drinking with- Mr. Tarbervile, he 
told him how the King's Evidence were villified, 
and looked upon as poor inconſiderable Fellows, 
and that he had had very great Offers from the 
Court if he would difown the Popiſh Plot, and 
go upon the contrary Side.——W hich Evidence 
alſo was rejected as nothing to the purpoſe. 

Then Mr. John Zeal was called, who becanſe 
he could ſay nothing but what he had heard Mr. 
Toy tell him, was ſet aſide ; And 

Mr. [oy was called, who confefling, that he 
had given Evidence againſt the Prifoner, the 
Priſoner concluded he could be no good one 
for him. Therefore 

Mr. W:ilam Lewes was called, who declared he 
knew nothing of any of the Evidence as to the 
Priſener ; that he could only ſay ſomething of 
Mr. 1vy, as to a Presbyterian Plot, and my Lord 
Shaftsbury. And therefore, 

Dr. Oates was next called, who produced a 
Petition to the Common-Council, ſubſcribed by 
Edward Turbervile, fohu Macnamarra, &C. 
wherein they ſet out how they had been tempted 
to unſay what they had faid againſt the Pa- 
piſts. And declared, he charging Tarbervile 
as if he was to be a Witneſs at the Old Baily 
againſt Colledge, Mr. Turbervile ſaid, He would 
break any ones head that ſhould \fay fo againſt 
him ; for he neither was a Witneſs, nor could 
give any Evidence againſt him. Of which tel- \ 
ling him, ( after he had been at Oxford) he con- 
felled he had been ſworn againſt Col{edre before 
the Grand Jury : For, ſaid he, the Proteſtant- 
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Citizens have deſerted us; and, God damn him, 
he would not ſtarve.—This Turbervile then flatly 
denied upon his Oath, and the DoCtor affirmed 
upon the Word of a Prieſt. | 

' As for Mr. Smith, the Doctor affirmed, That 
upon ſdme provoking words between him and 
Mr. Cofedge, at Richard's Coffee-Houſe, he heard 
him ſwear, God Damn him he would have Col- 
ledge's Blood. For which Dr. Oates reproving 
him, as unbecoming, words for a Miniſter of the 
Goſpel, his reply was, God damn the Goſpel, — 
This Smith alſo denicd. 

' As for Mr. Dugdale, the Dottor ſaid that he 
had declared to him, (upon the report of his 
being an Evidence againſt my Lord Shaftsbury, 
and ſeveral Proteſtants) that he knew nothing 
againſt any Proteſtant in England. Afterwards 
the Doctor telling him, he fear'd he had gone 
againſt his Conſcience, he was ſure againſt what 
he had declared to him : Said he, It was all long 
of Col. Warcap, for I cou!d get no Mony elſe ; 
and ſaid, that the Colonel did promiſe he ſhould 
have a place at the Cuſtom-houſe. This Dugaale 
deny'd.-—So the Court took notice to the jury 
of theſe three Mens Oaths againſt the DoQtor's 
bare Word : Which Mr. Colledge complain'd of 


as not fair dealing. And thar if he could wit- 


neſs for himſelf, he could diſcover more than 
this that Dugdale had ſaid to him alone 3 how 
that he was torced to keep Company with War- 
cap, or he muſt ſtarve; and to ſtay for his Mo- 
ny from the Attorney General, becauſe there 
was new Work to be done, ſuch as his Con- 
ſcience would not ſeryc him to do; that there 

was 
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was more Roguery, that they would never haye 
done plotting and counter-plotting ; but that 
they would make a thouſand Plots if they 
could to. deſtroy the real One : Bur this he 
n_ not prove, becauſe it was to him alone he 
ald it, 

The Priſoner call'd then Mr. Alexander Blake, 
who ſaid, that Mr. Smirch told him one Morn- 
ing, That one Haynes was under Exami- 
nation, ,and had diſcovered very material 
things againſt ſome great Perſons ; which, ſome 
_ after he told was a Sham-Plot, a Meal-tub 
Plot. : 
Then Mr. Samuel Smith was call'd, who 
own'd his acquaintance with Smith, and that 
he had heard him ſay he believed a Popiſh 
Plot, but not any Proteſtant Plot ; and that, 
though he denied not but that he had ſworn 
againſt Mr. Colledge, he did not believe what 
Colledge had ſaid, for he did not believe it him- 
ſelt. 

Then Mr. Thomas Gardner being calld, tefti- 
fied the ſame 3 Smith repeating it in his Compa- 
ny with Mr. Samuel Smith at the Rummer in 

ueen's-ſtreet : And withal, that two or three 
of the Jury-men that acquitted Mr. Coleage, 
were Raſcals and Villains : And, ſays he, they 
talk as if I intended to ſham the Popiſh Plot, 
and make a Proteſtant Plot ; which, Gid he, I 


. vow to God, and I will juſtify it before God and 


all the World, that I know of no Proteſtant 
Plot, nor is there any Proteſtant concerned in 
a Plot to my knowledg but this Coledge, and 
upon his Trial I believe he will be made 

appear 
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appear to be more a Papiſt than a Prote- 


ſtant. 

Then the Priſoner calPd for Dr. Oates again, 
to give an Account to the Court w hat treaſo- 
nable Words he heard ſpoke at Alderman W:/. 
cox?s Treat at the Crown- Tavern without Tem- 


ple-Bar : Who appearing again, did affirm, That 


the Diſcourſe between the Cottee-Honſe and the 
Tavern, was between Mr. Ce/edge and him, and 
not at all with Smith,who either went before, or 
followed them ; and that when he heard Sm:th 
ſwear at the Old-Baily, that it was with him, he 
did really in his Conſcience look upon him as 
forſworn in that Particular. Thar at the Ta- 
vern the Diſcourſe was between him and one Mr. 
Savage, who had been formerly a Romilh Prieſt, 
concerning the Exiſtence of God, and Immor- 
tality of the Soul. That Co/edge and Smith had 
no Diſcourſe at all together in his hearing, and 
that immediatly after Dinner Smith went his 
Way. 

Then Vir. Thomas Smith a Lawyer was calld, 
who faid, That he was at Dinner, but heard no 
treaſonable Words ſpoke, moſt of the Diſcourſe 


being between Dr. Oates and Mr. Savage; and 


that if there had been any ſuch words ſpoke, he 
moſt needs have heard them, the Room being 
ſmall ; and for that Reaſon, that they could not 
divide themſelves into Cabals, (as Smith had 
depoſed ) but that Colledge was aſleep moſt of 
the time. And as to Arms, he knew that Mr. 
Colledze uſed to ride with Piſtols, having bor- 
rowed his Horſe, and had them ; and- that he 


ſaw a Silk Armour, which Colleage told _— 
| Ic 
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did provide azainſt the Papiſts, for, he ſaid, he 
did expect we ſhould have a Bruſh with them 
however, that this would do no harm. 

* Then Mr. Samucl Oates, Dr. Oates Brother, 
was called, who teſtified, That he was alſo at 
this Dinner, and that Mr. Colledge walk*'d with 
him, and his Brother from the Coffee-houſe to 
the Tavern; and that Smirh followed them. 
That he ſaw neither Cabals, nor did he remem- 
ber that Colledge ſlept, or that Dr. Oates and Mr. 
Savage diſcours'd ſo together; nor heard ho 
any treaſonable words ſpeke, but only common 
Diſcourſe. | 

Then Mr. Botron being called, appeared, and 
declared, That on Fuly 25. laſt, as he, Mr. Mow- 
bray, and Smith were travelling from York to- 
ward London, Smith asked him, If he did not 
remember that Sir John Brooks told him, at Ferry- 
Bridge, when they were coming before to Lon- 
don, that there would be cutting of Throats at 
Oxford, and that the Parliament did :go provi- 
ded, ſome with eight, ſome with ſix, ſome with 
four Men, and they were to meet at Grantham 
and go together ? To which he replied, that he 
remembred Sir John Brooks ſaid, They went 
with Horſe and Arms to ſecure them from High- 
way Men; and that the Diſcourſe was, there 
would be cutting of Throats at Oxford, which 
made them go with Arms to defend themſelves. 

Mr. Smith told him he had given his Majeſty an 
Account of it, which occaſioned the Diſſolving 
of the Parliament. And that he had given a 
farther Account, that there was to be 'a Conſult 
at Grantham, wherein it was refolred, That it 

Was 
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was better to ſeize the King, than to let him go 
on. That Smith would have perſwaded him to 
have given in the ſame Evidence; and ſaid, 
That if he did manage it rightly againſt my 
Lord Shaftsbury and Colledge, he would make 
him for ever : Further telling him, that he muſt 
fay ſo and ſo; for if they did not agree, it 
would ſignify nothing. And that he diſcoyered 
this to my Lord-Mayor ſoon after he came to 
Town. 

| Then the Attorney General asked Mr. Bol- 
ron, if he knew any thing of any Pictures of 
Mr. Colledges making, or had ſeen the Rary Snow ? 
Who replied, That he had ſeen the Character 
of a Popiſh Succeſſor, but never the other. 

Whereupon one Mr. Charlett, a Maſter oi Arts 
of Trinity-Colledge, was ſworn, who depolcd, 
That Mr. Belron had ſhewn him, in a Cotiee- 
Houſe 1n Oxford, the Pictures of the Tantivies 
ard Towzer, and told him they were made by 
Colleage. 

But Mr. Bolron only owned, that he had ſeen 
the Character of a Popiſh Succeſſor. And then 
proceeded to declare concerning Hains, that he 
bad been ſeveral times in his Company, in Ja- 
ruary, February, and April laſt, and had heard 
him tay, he knew nothing of a Popiſh Plot, nor 
of a Presbyterian Plot neither ; but if he were 
fo be an, Evidence, he did not care what he 
{iwore, but would ſwear and ſay any thing to get 
Mony ; That to day he would be a Papiſt, to 
morrow a Presbyterian, he did not care for Re- 
Iigion; he would never die for Religion.he would 
be of that Religion that had the ſtrongeſt —_

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Then Mr. A4owbray was called, who atteſted to 
Smith's Diſcourſe on the Road, and that he w 
have drawn him in to be an Evidence agaigſt Sir 
Fobn Brooks, whom he had no acquaintance with 
nor came he up with him ; on which he applied 
himſelf to Mr. Bolron, Then Serj. Jefferies asked 
him when they ſet out trom York? and he an- 
ſwered the 3d of Auguſt, which diſagreeing 


with the Time Mr. Bolroz had ſpoke to, the Ser- 


jeant jailed'not to wake his uſual flouriſhes upon 


It, though Mr. Belrows Almanack did ſufficiently 


prove it his miſtake. However the Court failed 
not to reprove his raſh Aſlettion. 

Then Mrs. Bolron, Mr. Bolron's Wife was cal- 
led, who only ſaid, That within three Weeks 
ſince Smith came up from Tork-Aſlizes, he ſent 
ſeveral times to her Houſe for her Husband and 
Mr. Mowbray, to have them concerned with him 
in ſome Buſineſs he had in hand ; that now and 
then they have gone to him, but they knew his 
Bulineſs, becauſe they had Diicourſe with him, 
as they ſaid, upon the Road, and they would 
not go. | 

Then Mr. Everard was call'd, who ſaid, He 
had been to ſee Mr. Smith very lately, and he told 
him, he knew of no Presbyterian or Proteſtant 
Plot ; and that when my Lord Howard was tried, 
that 1s, the Bill brought againſt him, he ſaid, 
He. wondered how my Lord Howard could be 
Guilty, and . that both himſelf -and he were 
Joined a: Evidence to that Jury, only to pur a 
gloſs upon tt. Evidence, for, ſaid he, I have no- 
thing materizi 19 (ay, 


And 
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And further, to prove a Deſign of the Pa- 
Piſts to turn a Plot upon the Proteſtants, Mr. E- 
verard declared that Juſtice Warcap would have 
perſwaded him to have ſworn againſt ſome 
Lords a Presbyterian Plot, but he denied that he 
knew any ſuch thing of them. And concerning 
Haynes he ſaid, That he told him that it was 
Neceſlity only that drove him to ſpeak any thing 
againſt the Proteſtants: For he had but ſhort 
Pay ; and It was Self-preſervation, becauſe he 
being brought in Guilty when he was taken up, 
he was obliged to do ſomething to ſave his Life. 
And it was a Judgment impending upon the Na- 
tion, either upon the King or People, he knew 
not which : But theſe Iriſh Mens ſwearing againſt 
them, was juſtly fallen upon them, for their In- 
jultice againſt the Iriſh in outing them of their 
Eſtates. 

Then the Court was acquainted that Mr. War- 
exp was juſt come in, and deſired to vindicate 
himſelf. But it was waved, ſaying, There was 
no weight init. Nor was Mr. Everard allowed 
ro make any further Diſcovery of ſhamming the 
Plot upon the Proteſtants. 

Then Mr. Thomas Parkhurſt was called, who 
could only ſay, That in November Jaſt being 
with Mr. Dagdale and Mr. Symonds, at Mr. Col- 
ledze's Houſe,he faw there ſome few Arms,which 
he faid he had provided for his ſecurity againſt 
the Papilts. 

Mr. Symonds being called, declared the very 
ſame Story : Whence the Priſoner inferred, 


. That his Arms were not prepared for his Oxford 


Expedition,this being before that Parliament was 
called. | Then 
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Then one Mr. Tates, whom Mr. Dugaale had 
employed to make a Piſtol for Mr. Colledge, te- 
ſtified, That three Weeks after the Oxford Par- 
liament, he heard Mr. Dugdale ſay, in diſcourſe 
of Colledge, that he believed him to be an honeſt 
Man, and one that ſtood up for the Good of the 
King and the Goyernment. 

Then Mr. Clayton, at whoſe Houſe Mr. Col- 
ledge lodg?d while he was in Oxford, teſtified, 

that Mr. Colledge brought no Arms to his Houſe, 
but one Sword by his Side, and a pair of Piſtols 
in his Holſters ; and that he never ſaw Mr. Dug- 
dale in Mr. Colledge?s Company in his Houſe. 

Then ſeveral from Watford in Hartford-ſhire 
the Town wherein Mr. Colledge was born, and 
ſome others, appeared for him, and teſtified to 
his civil Behaviour, and that he was a Prote- 
{tant. 

Then Mr. Colldze declared to the Court con- 
cerning the Papers that had been charged upon 
him, that they were none of his, +*nor did he 
ever own them for his, nor could he ever make 
Pictures nor did he ever in his Life ; and that 
that very. Perſon whom Mr. Dagdale ſaid he 
owned he got it to be printed by, had denied” it 
before the King and Council. | 

Then Elizabeth Hunt the Priſoner's ſervant, 
oppeareyl who teſtified, That about '7 'or 8 

ecks before the ſeizure of the Papers, a Porter 
brought three Bundles of Papers for her Maſter, 
in his abſence, which tay in a Box in his Coun- 
ting-houſe a Week or Fortnight before ſhe told 
him of them. And as to Mr. Dugdale, that: 
ſhe going to him for Mony he owed her —— 

after 
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after he.was in Priſon, and he not paying her it 
as he promiſed, ſhe ſaid to him, Sir l think *cis 
very hard that you ſhould keep my Maſter's 
Mony from him, and yet go and ſwear againſt 
his Life too; he ſaid to her, There was a 
great deal of do about his ſwearing againſt her 
Maſter, more than needs ; but as he hoped for 
Salvation, he did not believe Mr. Colledge had 
any more hand in any Conſpiracy againſt his 
Majeſty, than the Child unborn.-—Mr. Collage 
inform'd the Court, that this Maid moreover 
told him in the Tower, before he came away, 
that Mr. Dugazle deſired to be remembred to Mr. 
Smith (Colledge's Counſel) and told her he had 
nothing againſt her Maſter that could touch his 
Life,or an Hair of his Head ; and that he knew 
nothing of a Plot againſt the King ; and that 
if he could helpit, he had as lieve he had given 
1007. he had never ſpoken what he had. — 
Which ſhe own?®d for truth, and Dzgdale then 
denied, evading It by telling the Story another 
way- 

Then Mrs. Godnin being called, appeared, 
who related concerning the Papers, that three 
Meſſengers coming to ſearch for them on the 
Saturday after her Brother's confinement, and 
they not finding them, ſhe got her Brother-in- 
law, George Spar, to carry them away to his 
Houſe at Busſhie, to ſecure them, till they ſhould 
know what they did concern.—— Then Spur be- 
Ing called, did not appear. | 

Then th2 Attorny General called for one 
John Shirland, who appeared to be a Man that 
lived by his Shifts, and had been whip'd in 

Bridewel, 
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Bridewel, who ſwore, that Mr. Bolroa-would 
have given him 10/7. and an Horſe, xo go down 
and ſwear againſt Sir 17iles Stapleton : Which 
Bolron denied. 

Then Smith depoſed. likewiſe againſt Mr. 
Bolron, that he told him, as they were travelling, 
that .he had as much to ſay againſt Colledee as 
any Body; and that if he would ſpeak for him, 
he would evidence againſt Sir John Brooks for a 
diſcourſe at Ferry-Bridge. Which Mr. Bolron 
deny'd likewiſe. Then no more Witneſles being 
called, Mr. Coliedge began to make his Oblerva- 
tions upon the Evidence to the Court ; Profel- 
ſing his own Innocency as to what had been 
ſworn againſt him; and upon what had been 
attelted for him, owning his Zeal for his King, 
Parliaments, Church of Englazd, and apainit 
Popery. Relating how he came acquainted with 
Haynes, and the diſcoveries he made to him of 
the Popiſh Plot, and of Sir Edmondonry Godfrey's 
Murder ( for which the Court interrupted and 
reproved him, as not to the purpoſe) and then 
he went on to ſum vp his own Evidence, com- 
plaining of his clolte Conlinement, fo that he 
could not procure that Evidence he otherwiſe 
might have done for himſelf, The Statute of 
Decimo tcrtio was read to liims and then Mr. 
Colledre very pathetically recommending himſelf 
ro the Juitice of his Jury, concluded his De- 
fence. 

'Then Mr. Sollicitor General, largely ſumm'd 
up the Evidence, and Mr. Serjz2ant Fefferies, 
and the Lord Chizf Juſtice did the ſemz. 
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Then the Court called for two Bottles of 
Sack, which the Jury divided among themſelves 
at the Bar, for their Refreſhment in the pre- 
ſence of the Priſoner. After which a Bailiff 
was ſworn,and the Jury withdrawing to conſider 
of their VerdiA,the Court adjourned for half an 
hour, and when theyrcturned, the Fnry brought 
the Priſoncr in Gwilty. Art which there was 2 
great Shout given , whereat the Court being 
oferded, one Perſon who was obſerved by the 
Crycr to be particularly concerncd in the Shour, 
was committed to Goal for that Night, bur 
the next Morning having received a publick Re- 
proot, was diſcharged without Fees. "Then 1t 
being about 3a Clock in the Morning, the Court 
adjouricd to 10. At which hour the Court 
being far, and firit Mr. Aaron Smith having 
entred into a Recognizance Ot 5o00l. to aps 
pear the firft day of the next Term, ar. the 
Court of King 's-benth ;, the Eord Chict-Juſtice, 
alrer a ſhort ipcech dirccted to the Priſoner, 
pronounced Sentence upon him, to be Hang?d, 
Drann, and Quartered; whicn was accordingly 
executed upon bim, over againſt the Gate of 
the Caſtle ar Oxford, on Wedaelday, Auguſt 31. 
1901. And his Head and Quarters ( through 
hi, Majelty's Grace) were dciivered to his Re- 
jatiors, and by them bronght up to Lozden, and

TY Lord Chief Juſtice Pemberton gave the 
Charge; wherein he explained the Na- 
ture of Treaſon, particularly from the Statute 
of the 13th Car.

And then William Bluahwayt Eſq; appeared,and 
delivered in a Paper, depoling, that it was put 
into his Cuſtody by Mr. Gwya, Clerk of the 
Council, who ſeiz2d it among others in my Lord 
Sh.ſishuwry's Houſe, 2nd brought them ro the 
Council-Oflice, pur them into one of the Rooms, 
jo0!2d the Door, and deliver'd the Key to him.

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minations, he fetch'd up the Trunks and Papers 
into the Council-Chamber ;z and this Paper he 
Look out of a Velvet Bag which was in the 
great Trunk that was ſealed, and then opened 
on Fuly 6. in the preſence of Mr. Samnel Wilſon, 
and Mr. Starkey, who were both appointgd by 
the Lord of Shaftsbary. 

Then Mr. Gwyn being called, depoſed, That

than was that in Scotland. _—One time particu- 
larly, being ſent for to the Lord Shafrsburies, ex- 
prelling his jealouſy of the Iriſh Witneſſes being 
drawn over to the Court-Party, and retracting 
what they had ſaid, he order'd him to perſuade 
them from going nigh that Rogue Firz- Gerald, 
maintain'd by the King and Court-Party to ſtific 
the Plot in Irelavd.Saying alſo, T hat when he was 
in the Zower, he told ſome, he ſaw Popery com- 
ing in, ard that it was hard to prevent it.— 
And that it the King were not as well ſatisfied 
with the coming in of Popery as ever the D. of 
York was, the D. would not be ſo much concern'd 
about it as he was. —Afterwards having execu- 
ted my Lord's Order, one Mr. Bernard Dennzs 
gave in an Information before Sir Patience Ward, 
Lord-Mayor, againſt F*rz-Gerald, that he had 
tamper*d with him to forſwear all he had ſworn 
before z the Copy of which Information he 
brought to the Lord Shaftsbuyy who when he 
had read it, was very well pleaſcd with it, and 
jaid, Mr. Smith, don't you ſee the Villany of 
tat Man, and that faCctious Party, and that the 
jg runs the ſame ſteps as his Father did before 
h:n, for that nothing of this Nature could 0- 
therwile be done, 1, ſays he, theſe are the very 
vreps that his Father followed when he was led 
by his Popith Queen, and the poor Man doth not 
tc his Danger.—-Another time, before the 
Pariiiment went to Oxford, in diſcourſe, my 
Lord was ſaying to him, That there was preat 
Preparations made, anda great many gathered 
Loagether vjpon the Road between London and 
Oxford, 
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Oxford, whichy he ſaid, was to terrify the Par- 
iiament to comply with the King?s Detire, which 
he was ſure they never would, for that the King 
aimed to bring in Popery : But, ſaid he, we 
have this Advantage of him, if he offer any 
Violence to us, ( for we expe& it) that we have 
the Nation for us, and we may lawfuily oppoſe 
him, for it has been done in former Times, and 
he will meet with a very ſtrong Oppoſition ;

Then Jobs Macnamarra being, ſworn, depoſed, 
T hat he being with the Lord Sh.yfrsbury ater his 
return from the Parliament at Oxford, concern- 
ing ſome Proviſion tor the Witneſſes ; he heard 
him expref= himſeli, That the King was Popiſh- 


ly AﬀeCted, and did adhere to Popery, taking | 


the ſame Methods that his Father before him 
took, which brought his Father's Herd to the

Then Dennis Macnamarra depoſed, That he 
alſo heard the Lord Shaftsbury ſay, in March or 
April, in his own Houſe, Mr. Tvey being preſent, 
hat the King was not to be believed, there was 
no Belief in him, and he oght to be depoſed as 
well as King Richard the Second ; and that the 
Datcheſs of Mazarine was oft his Cabinet-Coun- 
cil, and he did nothing bur by her Conſent. 

Then Mr. Edward Ivey depoſed, That being 
at my Lord's Houſe, ſoon after the Parliament 
was diſſolved at Oxford, he heard him ſpeak a- 
9:;inlt the King, ſaying, He was an unjult Man, 
and unſit to Reign ; and he wondred he did nor 
take Example by bis Father before him. and that 
he was a Papilt in his Heart, and intended to 
introduce Popery.

adviſe thoſe of his Name, and Friends, to be 
in a readineſs when-ever occaſion ſhall ſerve. to 
{tand by and aſlilt the Common-Wealth of Eng- 
land, for that they did really intend to have Eng- 
land under a Common-Wealth, and would ex- 
tirpate the King,. and all his Family, as near as 
they could. And ſaid, he admir'd at the Iriſh 
Nation to be ſuch Fools ; for that it was very 
certain, that King James, Queen Elizabeth, King 
Charles the Firſt, and the King that now 1s does 
wrong them to very Deſtruction ;— Bur that a 
Common-Wealth would take more pity of then 
than any do now, in this time wherein the King 
gOVerns. 

Here the Kings Evidence ceaſing, the Jury 
enquired upon what Statute the Indictment was 
orounded ; and whether any of theſe Witneſſes 
itood indicted ? To which the Court returning 
a ſatisfatory Anſwer, they withdrew, and the 
Court adjourned till three of the Clock When 
being fat again, the Witneſſes were all called 
one by one, and examined by the Jury concern- 
ing what they had ſeverally depoſed. Wherein 
nothing was remarkable,but what they examin'd 
Mr. Secretary Jenkins, Whether he heard not a 
Debate in the Houſe of Commons about an Aſſo- 
ciation *—And that Booth acknowledged himſelf 
10 be in Orders,thn now not Beneficed.—T wrber- 
wile, and Fohn Marnamarra, that though they 
jiigned the Petition to the Common-Council, (for 
ſome Maintenance. and that they were tempted 
ro revoke their F,vidence ) yet never read it, nor 
knew what was 1n it, —And that Haynes m_ 
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ſaid, That he heard the Lord Shaftsbury ſay, 
at a Paſtry-Cook*s Shop in 1ron-Monger Laze, 
that the King had no more Religion than 2n 
Horſe ;— That when he came came firſt to Eng- 
land, he was inclined to Popery, - but ſince he 
was degenerated from all the Principles of Chri- 
ſtianvity, being juſt like a perfect Beaſt. 

The Witneſles being examined, the Jury 
withdrewand took the Statute-Book with them, 
and returned the Bill /gnzoramw : Upon which 
the People fell a Hollowing and Shouting ; which 
Mr. Attorn. Gen. deſired might be recorded.

They pleaded Not Guley ;, 
and dclired their Jury might conſiſt of half Fo- 
reigners3 which was granted. And the Count 
deſired his Trial might be pur off a day or two. 
and that he mpght be cried by himlelf ; neither of

Mr. Hobbs the Charurgeon depoſed, That he 
was with Mr. Thymn, about nine or t2n a Clock 
that Night he was wounded, and found him ſhot 
with four Bullets, which entred into his Body, 
tore his Guts, and wounded lus Liver, and Sto- 
mach, and Gall, and broke one of his Ri>s, and 
wounded the great Bone bclow; ot which 
Wound: he died,” and believed there was never a 
Wound ut was Mortal. He ſhewed the Court 
the four Bullets, two of which hs thought might 
be Iro!: , one he found in the Stomacn, one be-

Then Mr. G:bbons depoſed, That when they 
had apprehended the Count, they carried him to 
the Mayor's,and thence to an Inn for 2 or 3 hours;

Thanks after his Trouble was over; he owned 
his Name Gibbons, and that he belonged to the 
Duke of Monmouth.

He ſaid, he did 
not think they would have done the D. of 
Atonmouth any Injury : After which walking up 
and down, he ſaid, ?Twas a ſtain upon his 
Blood, bur one good Action in the Wars, or 
Lodging upon a Counterſcrap will waſh away 
all that.——Then he asking what the People ſaid, 
he told him, the Captain had made a Confeſſion, 
(though it was a thing he did not then know ) 
the Count ſaid he did not believe the Captain 
would confeſs any thing. | 

To all this, the Count, by his Interpreter, 
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Sir Nathaniel Johnſon, reply'd, That he. came 
into England with a deſir;n to- have got a Re- 
giment, and ſeryd Malo againlt France, 
hearing of an Alliance to be between England, 
Holland and Sweedland againſt France. That he 
lay zncognito, becauſe he was broke out in Spots 
on his Arms and Brealt, and deſigned to take 
Phyſick, and avoid drinking of Wine, and his 
Equipage was not come to him t1ll after. "That 
he removed his Lodgings, the firſt, becauſe it 
was too cold for him, and the ſecond, becanſe 
of a ſmoakins, Chimney. That he ſent for the 
Polander over to drels his Horſes after the -Ger- 
man way, which he came to buy, and had re- 
turn'd 1000 Piſtols for that | end, and had 
bought one Horſe ; (which the Counr,'s Brother 
eſti] ed). That had'it not been. for the ſtormy 
Weather, the Polarder had arrived ſooner, he 
having writ for him 4 Months ago. ' That he 
Had no Qnarrel with: Mr. Thynn ; nor, to the 
beſt of his knowledg, ever faw him. That 1t 
was ſtrange he ſhould ask a Scullion-boy, whe- 


ther People might ride on Sundays, when he . 


himſelf over and over again has rid upon Sun- 
days to Hide-Park, (which was teſtified by

T hat Capt. Pratz viſited him on Sunday,only be- 
cauſe he was ſick. That he gave the Polander to 
the Captain, becauſe he ſhould have no uſe for 
him himſelf ; bought him Clothes, and a Sword, 
becauſe he wanted them; That he abſconded, 
becauſe one Markham, his Taylor, told him 
he heard him named, as concern'd in the Mur- 
der, and that it the Common People ſhould 
catch 
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catch him, they would tear him to pieces, and 
ſo his Friends did counſel him to withdraw. 
That he heard the People ſay, the Murderers 
follow?d Mr. Thynn's Coach, but would. not 
ſhoot till the Duke of Monmouth was gone our. 
That he ſpoke of his Apprehenſion and Im- 
priſonment, as being a ſtain to his Blood. And 
then the QTount ſpeaking ſfomcthing of the Re- 
pute of his 'ewn Family, and Zeal for the Pro- 
rteſtant Religion, and Love for the Engliſh, &c.

were Sheriffs when Sir Robert Clayton was Lord 


Mayor, and they both depoſed, that they took 
the Lord Mayor's DircCtions, and that he did 
Adjourn the Court ; and they only appointed, 
from Day to Day, till the Pole was cnded.

Then Mr. Attorny General ſumim'd up the 
Evidence; aſſerting that Aſſembly to be un- 
lawful, after the Adjournment of the Lord- 
Mayor ; and a being preſent therein, and coun- 
tenancing It, was enough to make them Guilty 
of the Riot.

the Evidence. 


And then 


Col. Rumſey depoſed, That about the latter 
'end of October, or beginning of November, he was 
ſent by the Lord Shaftsbury to Mr. Shepherd's 
Houſe,near Lombard-ftreet,to the D. of Monmouth, 
Lord Ruſſel, Lord Grey, and Sir Thomas Armſtrong, 
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to know of them what was done about raiſing 
Armsat Taunton ? who told him, that Mr. Trench- 
ard had failed them about the Men, and they 
could proceed no further at that time, Where- 
upon the Lord Shaftsbury ſaid, there was no de- 
pendance upon thoſe Gentlemen, and fo prepa- 
red to be gone for Holland. That about a fort- 
night or three Weeks afterwards, there was a 
meeting at Mr. Weſt's Chamber, where was 
Mr. Weft, Mr. Goodenougb, Mr. Wade and another, 
where the taking off the King and the Duke was 
propoſed as the ſureſt way ; and for that end 
Mr. Ferguſon was writ for out of Holland; who 
came over, upon that Letter, and Capt. Walcor 
with him, upon Aſh-Wedneſday. And they had 


ſeveral meetings about getting a ſufficient number 


of Men; and Mr. Goodenoupb, and Mr. Rumbold 
brought Notes of many Names ; and Capt.Wal- 
cot was then preſent, and undertook to be one of 
the Men that ſhould help to kill the King, at 
Rumbold's Houſe near Hoadſden in Hertfordſhire, 
as he ſhould come from New-Marker, the Satur-. 
day before Eaſter ; but Capt. Walcet refuſed to 
have an hand in attacking the Coach, only he 
woulc! command a Party, that ſhould charge the 
Guards. For there was to be ſeveral Parties ; 
one ſmall Party was to have killed the Poſtillion, 
another to kill the Horſes, and Mr. Rumbold with 
a certain number to ſeize the Coach, and Cap- 
tain Walcor the Guards : but the Fire at New- 
Market cauſing the King to return on the Tueſ- 
day before Eaſter, they could not have their Men 
In a readineſs, and ſo were diſappointed. Im- 


Mmedliately upon this, it was reſolved on in ano- 
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ther meeting, whereat the Priſoner was, that 
Money and Arms ſhould be provided ; and 
Mr. Ferguſon undertook the raiſing of Money,and 
Mr. Weſt the buying of Arms therewith ; and 
Mr. Goodenough and Mr. Raumbold the providing 
of Men to be in a readineſs againſt the firſt op- 
portunity that happened, further deſigning to 
kill the King as he came from Windſor to Lender, 
or from Windſor to Hampton-Court, or the Play- 
Houſe; and that Mr. Weſt did tell him, he did 
buy Arms, and received 100/. of Mr. Ferguſon 
for them. That the Thurſday before the Viſ- 
covery they met at the Salutation In Lombard- 
reet, where was Captain Walcot, Mr. Weſt, 
Mr.J/ade, the two Goodenongh*s, Mr. Nelthrop, 
and himſelf diſcourſing about the Diviſion of the 
City into 20 parts, 7 of which Mr. Goodcnonghb 
gave anaccount of, That on the Saturday fol- 
lowing they appointed another meeting at the 
George on Luagate-hill, but the Diſcovery com- 
ing out, there met only four of them: And the 
Monday after the Diſcovery they met again at 
Capt. Tracy's, there being the Priſoner, Mr.Weſt, 
Mr. Wade, Mr. Nelthrop, the two Goodenough's, 
and Mr. Ferguſon, who exclaimed againlt Keeling, . 
and reſolved to be gone. | 
Then Mr. Keeling being Sworn, related, how 
before the King went to New- Marker, he was 
drawn in by Goodenourh, and provided Burton, 
Thompſon, and Barber to join in killing the King, 
whom Rumbold encouraged thereto, by telling - 
t'\em the conveniencies of his Houſe for that pur- 
poſe, bcing a lone Houſe, and having a Court- 
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King and the D. of York would be a keeping one of 
the Commandments, becauſe nnleſs that were done, 
there would be a great deal of Blood-ſhed commutred | 
telling them the way how they deſigned to effect 
it, as before ; and if this way failed, then there 
ſhould be Men in the Habit of Countrey-men, 
with a Cart in the Lane, who ſhould ran the 
Cart a-thwart the Lane, and ſo ſtop the Coach. 
—— That at the Dolphin-Tavern in Bartholomew- 
Lane, where were Rumbold, Weſt, Goodenough, 
and Horne the Joyner ; he heard Weſt calking to 
Rumbold about the King's returning from New- 
Market, asking him how many Swan-Quills, 
Gooſe- Duills, and Crow-2uills, with Sand and 
Inh he muſt have? To which was anſwered, 
6 Swan-Quills, 20 Gooſe-Duills, and 20 or 30 
Crows-Dwlls: ſaying that by Swan-@uills was 
meant Blunderbulles, by Gooſe-Quills Muskets, 
and by Crows-2uills Piſtols, and by Sand and Ink 
Powder and Bullets. — That he was at the 
Salutation-Tavern in Lombard-ſtreet with the Pri- 
ſoner, and others, the Thurſday before the Diſ- 
covery, where ſome of them call'd him Gulick 
(there being then a Report of one Gulick, that 
headed a Riſing at Cologn) Mr. Weſt telling him 
that Gulick, in Dutch was Keeleng in Engliſh , 
and that he hoped to ſee him at the Head of as 
cood an Army in Wapping, as Gulick was at Ca- 
logn ,, which was all he could fay as to the Priſo- 
ner. ——He gave them a further account, how 
Goodenough pave him 3 Papers of 3 Diviſions of 
the City, one for himſelf, and the other 2 for 
whom he could truſt ; adviſing him to take 9 or 
10 Men to his Aſliſtance, bs were to ask ſeve- 
Fol ral 
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Tal Perſons, Suppoſing that the Papsſts ſhould riſe, 
or be a French Invaſion, Are you in 4 Poſture v 
Defence ? Which was all they were to communt- 
cate, and by this means feel them, and ſee how 
many Men could be raiſed; telling him moreover 
of a Deſign to kill the King and the Duke at the 
Bull Feaff? and lay it upon the Papiſts as a Branch 
of the Popiſh Plot : and that one was drawing a 
Declaration to take away the Chimney-Money, 
that ſo the common People might fall in with 
them more readily. Saying, that it was trouble 
of Mind cauſed him to make this Diſcovery, 
which hedid to one Mr. Peckham, who brought 
him to the Lord Dartmonth, ard thence to Mr. - 
Secretary Jenkins ; Acknowledging himſelf to be 
the Perſon who arreſted the Lord-Mayor ; and 
that Goodenongh did tell him, that the Deſigh 
was to ſecure the Lord-Mayor, and the Sherifls, 
and the Tower. | 
Then Mr. Zachary Bourne depos'd, That he 
came acquainted with the Priſoner by means of 
Mr. Ferguſon who lodg'd at his Houſe ; That he 
was at their Meeting at the Dragon upon Snow- 
hill, where the Priſoner was; and their Diſ- 
courſewas about a Deſign of raiſing and dividing 
the City into 20 parts, in order to the ſecuring 
of his Majeſty and the Duke of York, and ſet- 
ting up the Duke of Aſonmouth. That he was 
at the Meeting alſo at the Salutation in Lumbard- 
ſtreet ;, and that the firſt meeting he had with 
them, was about ten days before the Diſcovery. 
That Mr. Weſt ſpoke about ſecuring the Lord 
Keeper, for that he would call him to account 
for Collcdge's Death. That he would have ſpoke 
| | 0 
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to two Nonconformiſt Miniſters concerning this 
Deſign, but Mr. Weſt was unwilling, and ſaid, 
the Miniſters had deſtroyed all Deſigns ever ſince 
Conſtantine*s Time, and he would have nothing 
to do with them now. That he met alſo with 
them at Capt. Tracey's on the Monday after the 
Diſcovery, where the Priſoner was, and there 
they diſcourſed about killing of Keeling ; and 
rather than be hang'd, thought it better to ſtand 
to it with Swords in their Hands. That he ne- 
ver heard indeed the Priſoner ſpeak any thing of 
aſlaſſinating the King, but that he had ſeveral 
times heard a diſcourſe of Lopping, ( by which 
was meant taking off the King and the Duke ) 
and ſuppoſed the Priſoner had been at the hear- 
ing of it too, as being the Diſcourſe of ſeveral 
Meetings. 2 

Thea Mr. Weſt depoſed, That one Mr YV/l- 
cocks brought him and the Priſoner firſt acquain- 
ted ; who in November laſt imparted a Secret to 
him of a Deſign, of an InfſurreCtion to be made 
within three Weeks or a Month, wherein the 
Lord Shaftsbury was engaged, and had engaged 
him ; ſaying, that he had an expectation of be- 
ing a Colonel of Horſe, proffering the Witneſs 
a Command under him ; which he declined, be- 
cauſe he had not a Conſtitution to bear the Toils 
of War.-—That the Priſoner then told him alſo 
of another Deſign the Lord Shaftsbury had upon 
the King and Duke, as they came from New- 
Market in Oftober laſt ; but that he abhorr'd any 
ſuch ungenerous thing, and would not be con- 
cernd in it, but only in a general Inſurrection ; 
asking to have borrow'd a Suit of Silk- Armour

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of the Witneſs, and employ'd him to procure 
him a ſtiff Tuck : farther telling him, that the 
Lord Shaftsbury was preparing a Declaration 
to be publiſhed, in caſe of an Aſſaſſination or 
Inſurre&tion, asking the Witnefs to undertake 
todo one too ;, becauſe he would have ſeveral 
People draw it, to pick one good one out of all ; 
ſhewing him ſome Collections which he ſaid he 
had made towards it : Which was a Collection 
of all the Paſſages in the three Reigns of King 
Fames, Charles 1. and this King ; which he cal- 
led Attempts to introduce Arbitrary Government 
and Popery >, taxing them with ſome perſonal 
Vices, and that the Government was diſſolved, 
and they were free to ſettle another Govern- 
ment. Acquainting him: that Mr. Ferguſon had 
the management and conduct of the Aſlaſſinati- 
on in Ottober ; and that he likewiſe was acquain- 
ted with the Inſurrection, and was a great Man 
init. Meeting therefore with Ferg#ſor, in difſ- 
courſe he told him, that there was but two 
ways for the People to preſerve themſelves from 
Bondage ; and'one was by a general Inſurrection ; 
the other by killing the King and Duke, which 
he ſaid was the beſt way. Then going to a Ta- 
vern with him, where was Col. Rumſey and one 
Row, they appointed to mcet at the Witneſs%s 


Chamber, as a place of privacy and little obſer- 


vation : Where when they met, Mr. Ferguſon 
propcſ.d ſeveral ways of Aſlaſlinating the King 


and the Duke. One was, as the King and Duke 


had thcir private viſits in St. Fames's ; another 
was, as they went down the River, by over- 
turning or ſinking their Barge z' another was at 
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the Play-Houſe, by forty or fifty Men placed in 
the Pit with hand-Blunderbuſles, Piſtols and 
Swords, who when the Mulick ſtruck up between 
the Acts, ſhould fire upon the Box. But becauſe 
this was thought hazardous, they thought it bet- 
ter to do it as he came back thence, in Covent- 
Garden under Bedford-Garden Wall. That Col. 
Rumſey alſo did ſay, He wondred that the Lords 
and great Men that were ſo fond of the King, 
did not ralſe a Purſe, and buy ſome Body an 
Office, who ſhould rail againit the Duke of 
Monmouth, and the Whiggs, and by that means 
get himſelf an opportunity of acceſs to the 
King's Perſon. That Capt. Walcot alſo told him, , 
after the Deſign in OFober had miſcarried, that 
there was another Deſign of attaquing the King 
and the Duke at my Lord-Mayor's Feaſt, in the 
Hall, or in their return Home, in Pans Church- 
Yard, orat Ludgate: And that Mr. Ferguſon 
told him the ſame thing ; þut the King nor di- 
ning there, the thing was wholly diſappointed. 
That afrer theſe Diſcourſes, Mr. Ferguſon re- 
tired to Holland, being afraid becauſe of a Book 
that he had printed ; and Capt. Wa!cor went 
with him. That there he ſtaid rill they wrir for 
t.im to come over ; and. then they had ſeveral 
meetings, and reſolved upon the Aſſaſſination at 
Rye- Houſe, Mr.Ferguſon, Mr.Goodenongh, and Mr. 
Kumbold undertaking to provide Men : And the 
providing of Mony and Arms was alſo diſcours'd 


; on, and the manner of doing it propoſed; the 


Priſoner being to attaque the Guards, he refu- 
ſing any other part therein. Rumbold proposd 
a way to bring chzm off, when the thing ſhould 
be 
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be done, over the Meadows, and ſo by Hackney- 
Marſh ;, which the Priſoner did not like, but ra- 
ther that they ſhould retire withinghe Wall, and 
there keep till Night, being a place they could 
defend againſt any Force for a day's time. That 


a5 to the Deſign upon the King?s coming from the - 


Play-houſe, one Mr. Kow told him he had dif- 
cours'd with one Gibbons, that was the Duke of 


AtonmoutÞ*s Seryant about it, and ask*®d him, If 


any of their Family knew of it ? and he faid, 
They all knew of it, but would not be ſeen in 
it; and ſaid, that he ſhew*d him the place. 
That after the diſappointment at Rye-Houſe, 
they adjourned to his Chamber to conſider what 
they ſhould do. And a day or two after they 
met at the Dolphin Tavern, where Mr. Keeling 
talking of Blunderbuſles and Piſtols in down- 
right Engliſh ; he told him it was a fooliſh thing 
to talk ſo before Drawers, and that was the oc- 
caſion of calling them by the Names of Swar- 
Quills, Gooſe-DPuills, and Crow-Quills., At the 
next Meeting ( which was the next Week) at 
the George and Yulture, where was the Priſoner, 
Mr. Goodenough, Mr. Ferguſon, one Norton, and 
one Ayliff ; They agreed to buy Arms, viz. 
10 Blunderbuſles, 22 Inches in the Barrel; 30 
Carbines, 18 Inches; and 3o Caſes of Piltols, 
1-4 Inches; putting him upon the buying of 
them, becauſe he was ſerviceable no other way ; 
and could have a Pretence for it, becauſe he had 
a Plantation in America z but Mr. Ferguſon was 
to pay the Mony, which he did, after he had 
bought the Arms, with 93 Guinies, which as he 
ſuppoſed came from Mr. Charltor, 
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That at the laſt meeting with Mr. Fergsſon, 
he heard him ſay, Fhat there was a Man im- 
ployed to ſee what conveniency there would 
be for an Aſſaſſination between Windſor and 
Hampton-Court ;, but that was never reported, 
and fo laid aſide. That had the Aſſaſſination 
gone on, theſe things were to be done; The 
Lord-Mayor and Sheriffs were to be killd, and 
as many of the Lieutenancy as they could pet :* 
and Papillon and Dabou be forc*d te take the 
Office of Sheriffs upon them, or elſe be uſed 
as the reſt. And Sir Thomas Gold, Sir John 
Shorter, or Alderman Corniſh (who was thought 
the fitteſt Perſon) be ſer up for Ieord-Mayor. 
The Principal Miniſters of State alſo were to 
be kill'd, the Lord Hallifax, the Lord Rocheſter, 
and the Lord Keeper (whom they ſaid they would 
hang upon the ſame poſt that Co{ledge was 
hang'd upon for his Murder) ; Sir Joh» Moor 
was tobe killd, and hung up in Gaild-Hall 
and the Judges to be flead and ſtuffed, and hung 
up in Weſtminſter-Hall. And ſeveral of the 
Pentionary Parliament were to be hang?d up alſo. 
The King's Natural Sons they ſaid were good 
Ioſty Fellows, end would ſerve for Porters or 
Water-men; and the Lady Ann they would 
marry to ſome Country Gentleman for a Breed 
to keep out Foraign Pretences. And that the 
Prifoner-at the Bar was ſometimes at theſe 
Meetings, when theſe things were diſcourſed of, 
though not lo often as the reſt. And after the 
News of the Fire, he ſaid he believed God 
ſhew'd his diſapprobation of the thing, deſiring 
to have his Name concealed z whereupon Ferguſon 


told 
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[i told him, he needcd not to be aſhamed, for

and Mr. Ferguſon did ſay, that if 30co: Men 
could be had, he believed the D. of Monmouth 
and 
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and the Lord Ruſſe! would appear in the head of 
them. That a Map was brought, and the 
City divided into 20 parts ; and each 20th part 
into 14ths and 15 ths, and one principal Man was 
to have one 20th Part; and that Goodenough re- 
ported afterwards that there were 1300 Men 
out of two of the Hamlets.——That Mr. Bourn 
cold him he had ſpoken to one Parſon Lobb, who 
ſaid, he would try what his Congregation would 
do.— That about a fortnight betore the diſ- 
covery, Kumbold told him the jealouſy he had of 
Keeling, which if he could be ſatisfied of, thar 
he delign*d to betray them, he- would get him 
into the Country and kill him; but upon the 
Saturday before the Diſcovery, Rumbold and 
one Gale, that was to be one of the Allallinates, 
lent Keeling 1007. he being in need, and they 
unwilling to diſcourage him. 

On the Monday after the Diſcovery, they 
met in the Morning at Capt. Walcot's Lodging, 
where it was agreed to go beyond Sea, only the 
Witneſs had no mind to go, and a Boat was 
hired, and $5. l. given in earneſt ; But under- 
ſtanding the Metlengers were abroad, and be- 
lieving the Rivcr was beſet, every Man ſhit- 
ted for himſelf; and the Witneſs ſhified by 
the means of Mr. Bourne who help'd him to 
a Convenlency for two or three days.— That 
being thus retired, they got Mr. Keeling in the 
City, and Rumbeld dilcours'd him in the pre- 
ſence of ſeveral Perſons, who denied that he 
had diſcovered, wilking a. great many Impre- 


_ cations . upon. himſelf, That after ſome dil- 


courſa{$f 


killing him, they propos?d to him to 
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go out of Town, which he refuſed. That the 
ſame Night, upon tracing him, they found he 
had called out his Brother, and was gone to 
the Secretary's; whereupon it was took for 
granted that the Diſcovery was made, and that 
every Man muſt ſhift for himſelf. That upon 
that, Mr. YYade ſaid, That if the Duke of 
Monmouth would go into the Weſt, they might 
try a Puſh for it ſtill. And the Priſoner at the 
Bar ſaid, he was ſatisfied God would deliver 
the Nation, but that he did not approve of the 
preſent Inſtruments. 

Thus the ſum of what was faſtned on the 
Priſoner was, That he was at ſeveral Meetings, 
where the killing of the King and Duke was 
conſulted of ; that he went down to Rumbold's 


- Houſe to view the Place, and undertook to fight 


the Guards. 

To this he pleaded, that he never was at Rum- 
bold's Houſe, but once, as he travelld from York 
by Norwich, and fo to London. And that he 
was not ſo natural a Fool to think, . for him ro 
charge the Guards, when another kills the 
King, but that he ſhould be as Guilty as he that 
kills. And that he was ill of the Gout all the 
while the King was at New-marker. And for 
that Aſlaſſinating the King, it never entred into 
his thoughts more or leſs. 

But a Letter was then produc'd under his own 
hand to Sir Lionel Fenkins, Secretary of State, 
purporting, <« His trouble to ſee himſelf in his 
« Majeſty's Proclamation, and his reſolution to 
© lay himſelf at his Majeſty's Feet, and acknow- 
*ledg his Crime, and diſcover all he þy- re- 
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«lating to England, Scotland, and Ireland, which 
<« he ſuppoſed might be more than the Original 
« Diſcoverer was able to acquaint his Majeſty 
«with. And farther, That if his Majeſty 
&« thought fit, he would follow thoſe Lords and 
& Gentlemen who were fled, and as ſoon as he 
© could, would inform his Majeſty what Mea- 
&« ſures they intended to take next. Otherwiſe 
© he was reſolved td give his Majeſty no fur- 
& ther trouble, but to lic at his Mercy, let him 
«do with him what he pleaſed. 

This letter Mr. Blathwair ſwore, Capt. VValcne 
owned for his, when he was examin'd before 
the King.—-And Capt. Richardſon ſwore like- 
wiſe, that yeſterday, his Clerk diſcover'd a 
piece of Paper in the Priſoner*s Hand, which 
he deſigned to have given his Son ; which was 
a Letter to Capt. Tracy, his Landlord, to de- 
ſire him to ſpeak to Col. Rumſey, and Mrs. YVeſt 
to ſpeak to her Husband to be tender of him, 
having ground enough to ferve the King upon 
other Men; and the laſt words of the Note, 
were, ' If you cannot be Private, leave the Iſſue 
to God. 

To the whole the Priſoner pleaded, That the 
Witneſſes had made long Speeches, though very 
little of them relating to him, though too much. 
That he was ſent for out of Ireland ( where his 
Habitation was, being a Man of a competenc 
Eſtate ) by the Lord Shaftsbxry, to go Gover. 
nour to Carolina; but it being ſome while before 
he came, his Lordſhip gave his Commiſſion to 
another. That being in Englarad, the Lord Shaft s- 
bury inyzted him to go with him into Holland, 

which 
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which he did ; and upon his Lordſhip's Death 
he returned to London, That he confeſs?d it 
was his folly, to frequent this Company ; but 
it was plain that the Witneiles had ſufficiently 
dipp'd themſelves, and therefore to ſave their 
own Lives, they had combin'd to take away his. 
That ke did hear a deal of what they had now 
depoſed, but never. had any hand in it, either 
directly or indireQtly, and therefore ſuppoſed 
his Crime could be only 4:ſpriſion of Treaſon. 
The Jury then deſiring he might be asked, 
What he had to ſay to the Letter ? he replied, 
That what he had promiſed, he undertook up- 
on his intimacy with Mr. Ferguſon, by whoſe 
means he believed he ſhould have an Intereſt 
with the reſt. That he did, according to his 
Promiſe, give an Account of what he had heard; 
but the King was not pleas'd with him, becauſe 


he did not deſcend to Particulars; which he 


could not do, he having never been at any of 
their Meetings or Debates, nor knew any thing 
but what he had by a private Hand. 

He then produced one Witneſs, who teſtified 
his being ill of the Gout for about three Months, 
but could not certainly tell the Time. 

After this Mr. Sol. Gen. having ſumm'd up 
the Evidence,the Ld. Ch. Juſtice gave his Charge 
to the Jury ; who after about half a quarter of 
an hours conſideration, returned, and brought

Ja and there the Priſoner appearing, he 
was Arralgned upon an Indictment of 
High-Treaſon, for conſpiring the Death of the 
King, and ſubverſion, of the Government : To 
which being required to plead, he deſired a 
Copy of his Indiftment ; but being told no- 
ms could be granted till he had pleaded, he 
pleaded Nor Guilty. And then complain'd of 
his being arraign'd and tried at the ſame time ; 
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* deſiring a Copy of his Panel, having had- only 


ſome Names of Perſons uſually upon Juries ; 
and that his Trial might be deferr'd till the Af- 
ternoon, in regard he had a Witneſs that was 


- notin Town. But the Attorn. Gen. urg?'d the 


Jury might be called. Then the Priſoner deſi- 
red a Pen and Ink, and ſome to write for him, 
and to have the uſe of his Papers ; all which 
were granted. 

And then John 2artin being named, the Lor 
Ruſſel asked if he were a Free-holder of forty 
Shillings a Year ; ſaying, that he thought none 
were allowed but ſuch as were Free-holders. To 
which the Court replied, That no Pannel was 
made in London by Free-holders, for that London 
Eſtates, belonging either to the Nobility or 
Gentry that lived out of the City, or to Cor- 
porations, London was excepted.

And then Col. Ramſey being ſworn, depoſed, 
That about the latter end of Ofober, or begin- 
ning of November, the Lord Shaftsbury ſent him 
from his Lodging by VYapping to Mr. Shepherd's, 
to the. Duke of Monmouth, the Lord Ruſſel, 
Lord . Grey, Sir Thomas Armſtrong, and Mr. 
Ferguſon there met, to know what Reſolution 
they were come to about the riſing of Taunton - 
Fheir anſwer was, That Mr. Trenchard had 
failed them, that he had promiſed 1000 foot 
and: 390 Horſe, but 'when he came to perform 
It, he could not. He' thonght the People 
would not meddle, unleſs they had ſome time 
to make Proviſion for their Families. That Mr. 
Ferguſon made this Anſwer, the Lord Ruſſel and 
the Duke of Afonmouth being preſent, and the 
Lord Grey ſaying. ſomething to the ſame por:

That Sir 
Thomas Armſtrong deſired they might be private, 
and therefore what they wanted, he fetch'd up 
himſelf, not ſuffering his Servants to come up.. 
That their Diſcourſe was about ſeizing the 
Guards; and: the Duke of Monmouth, Lord 
Grey, and Sir Thomas Armſtrong, went one time 
to view them; and the next time they met at 


his Houſe, he heard Sir Thomas ſay, the Guards

He could not ſay the Lord Riſe! was preſent at

Then the Lord Howard, being ſworn, began 
his long Evidence with a low Voice ( pretend- 
ing the News he had juſt then receiv*d of the 
Earl of Eſſex*s Fate, had ſunk his Voice ) and a 
long Story of the Deſigns of the Earl of Shafts- 
bury, an Account of which he had from Capt. 
VV aſcot, whom he brought acquainted with the 
Earl of Shafrsbury; and by whom the Earl of 
Shaftsbury ſent for him, while he abſconded, at 
one VYatſon's at the end of YYoodſtreet, and 
there diſcover'd to him his Deſign of the Ri- 
ſing, and that he had 1006o brisk Boys ready 
to follow him, whenever he held vp his Finger, 
who \were to: poſſeſs themfelves of the Gates, 
and would in an Hour*s time be 5 times multi- 
plied. But that his Deſign was much retarded 
by the backwardneſs of the Duke of Monmouth 
and the Lord &»ſel, who failed him in not being 
ready prepared ' to concur with him in the 
Country ; that he then endeavour'd to ſhew the 
Earl of Shaftsbury the neceſſity of having thoſe 
E.crds concurrence in ſo weighty an Underta- 
king, and proffer'd his Service to bring them to 
aright Underſtanding among themſelves : to 
this end he ſpoke with the Duke of 7onrmouth, 
who deny'd that Either hs or the Lord Ruſſe! 
had given the Earl of Shaftsbury any incourage- 
ment to be fo forward, becauſe they knew the 
Country "could not be ready to'ſtir' fo =—

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* That a Meeting was then propos'd, but after- 


wards put off, by reaſon of the Earl of Shafts- 
bury's fears of being diſcover?d. That the 
Duke of Afonmouth told him, that the Lord 


Ruſſel had been with the Earl of Shaftsbury, and 
'- prefwaded him to put off his Rendezvou for 


only a Fortnight, againſt which time they would 
try to be ready for him. But the Country nor 
being ready, that Deſign was diſappointed. 
That in October Captain Walcet acquainted 
him with the Deſign upon the King, with 
which he acquainted the Duke of Monmouth, 
who ſaid he would never ſuffer it, and they 
did all they could to prevent it. This failing, 
the next Deſign was to be on Novernb. the 17th ; 
but the Country not being then in a readineſs, 
the Earl of Shaftsbury upon hearing it, went 
away for Holland. That after this they all began 
to lie under a ſenſe, that they had gone ſo far, 
and communicated it tro ſo many, that it was 
unſafe to make a Retreat ; And for the carry- 
ing it on, thought it neceſſary there ſhould be 
fome General Council, that ſhould take upon 
them the care of the whole : Whereupon they 
erected the Council of fix, which conſiſted of 
the Duke of - Monmouth, Earl of Eſſex, Lord 
Ruſſel, Mr. Hambden jun. Col. Sidney, and him- 
ſelf.

Campbel; and that in Diſcourſe it was referr'd to 
Col. Sidney, to take care of that Buſineſs ; who 
afterwards told him, he had ſent Aaron Smith, 
and given him $o Guinies for. his Journey. 
That to avoid Obſervation, they concluded not 
fo meet till the return of this Meſſenger ; and 
he going in the mean time to his Eſtate in 
Eſſex, and thence to the Bath, he knew .no- 
thing more ;z, only when he came back he was 
informed Smith was come back, and Sir Fohz 
Cockram with him.

And upon Friday, Fly 20. following, VT al- 
cot being drawn to Tybzrn in one Hurdle, and 
Rouſe and Hone in another, and there put into 
a Cart, attended by Dr. Cartwright the Dean of 
R:ppor, and the Ordinary of Newgate, who urged 
them much to diſcover all they knew of the 
Plot, after they had ſpoke to the People, were 
executed accordingly. 

The next day, being Saturday, July 21. the 
Lord Rafel haying taken leave of his Lady, the 
Lord Cavenaiſh,and ſeveral others of his Friends, 
at Newgate, took Coach, with Dr. Tillsrſon and 
Dr. Burnet, who accompanied him to the 
Seafold, built in Lincolns-Inn-Fields, where he 
deliver'd his Speech to. the Sheri; and after 
ſome Preparation, he ordered the Executioner, 
after he had lain down a ſmall moment, to do 
his Office, without a Sign ; and ſo his Head at 
three blows was ſevered from his Body, and 
ordered by the Sheriff to be delivered to his 
Lordſhip's Friends and Servants, as being given 
them by his Majeſty's Favour and Bounty.

That after- 
wards Mr. Smith returned, and ſome Scotiſh 
Gentlemen with him. And ſoon after Mr. Fer- 
guſon ſaid the Scots propoſed, That if they 
might have 3ooool. in ready Money, they would 
undertake' to make an Inſurrection in Scotland, 
without the Concurrence of England; which 
Propoſal, he ſaid, was agreed to, and the Mony 
would be ſoon ready, and Mr. Shepherd would 
return itz That the Arms were ready bought, 
and the E. of Argile would go into Scotland, and 
head the Scots.

Gray did 
offer to raiſe 10000 /. out of his own Eſtate, if 
the reſt would pay their Proportion : That then 
the Scots came down to leſs, but were not com- 
plyed with : That the places for riſing were 
Briſtol, Taunton, York, Cheſter, Exeter and Lon- 
don, where it. was to begin : That the Priſoner 
and Major YVildman were very inſtrumental in

but ſaid hothing of the other thirteen, becauſe 
he had not ſpoken with thoſe who were to tell 
him how many Men they would afford for the 
Inſurrection.

VyYeſt and Mr. Goodenough told him) did manage 
the Riſing, which were the D. of Moxmouth, E. 
of Efſex, Ld. Howard, Ld. R»ffel, Colonel Sid- 
ney, and Mr. Hambden, 

Then Mr. Keeling depoſed, That in Summer 
faſt, Mr. Goodenough brought him three Papers, 
one for himſelf, and the other two for whoin he 
could rruſt, in the two Diviſions 5 whom asking 
if he deſign'd a General InſurreCtion ? he reply'd 
that if he did not, if the King ws taken off, 
this won:d do well, for then the People would 
know how to hve recourſe to a formidable Bo- 
dy. And he had heard him alſo ſay, that Co- 
lonel Sr1arey, whom he knew not, had a conſide- 
rable part in the Management of that Afﬀair. 

Then the Ld. Howard depoſed, That about the 
middle of Famary laſt, the D. of Monmouth, 
Colonel Srancy and himſelf, being ' together

did think it neceſlary to an Enterprize that had 
been long in hand, and fallen flat then, thar it

Life, and govern its Motions. To this end the 
D. of Monmouth undertook to engage the E. of 
Salubnry, the Ld. Ruſſel, and Colonel Sidvey, the 
E. of Effex, and Mr. Hambden. Soon after he 
was told the Perſons named had agreed ; and 
had appointed a meeting at Mr. Hambder's 
Houſe that Month, where he met them, viz. the 
D. of Aonmonth, E. of Efſex, Ld. Ruſſel, Colo-. 
nel Sidney, Mr. Hambden, and himſelf : and be- 
ing met, Mr. Hambacn opened the Seſſion, giving 
an account of the Reaſon, End and Intention 
of that Meeting : That afterwards they diſ- 
courſed of the time of Riſing, and of Arms, 
and Mony to be provided, the D. of Monmonth 
a 25 or 300001, but before any ad- 
vance ſhould be made, a Coalition with Scorlazd 
was to be procured, and a fit Perſon thought on 
to be ſent thicher. That about the middle of 
February following, they had another Meeting 
at the Ld. RufePs Houſe ; where it was pro- 
pounded by Mr. Hambden (diſcourſing of the 
Government they would terminate in) to have 
all reſolved into the Power of a Parliament ; 
which, though ſounding harſh to ſome there, 
was conſented to, it being only a publick Good 
which all intended. Then was conſidered the 
ſettling a Correſpondency with the E. of Argile, 
the Ld. Melwm, Sir folm Cockram, and the Camp-

whom afterwards he ſent, and he ſaw about ſix- 


ty Guinies which the Priſoner told him were for

going into the Country, heard nothing further. 

Sir Andrew Foſter then depos'd, as to his ſeeing 
Sir John Cockram, Commillary onro., and the 
Campbells in Town at the beginning af. Summer, 
coming up under a pretence of making a Pur- 
chaſe in Carolina ;, but that after the Rumor of 
the Plot, Cockram abſconded, and the Campbells 
(Father and Son) he heard were ſeiz'd, chang- 
ing their Lodgings. | 

Then Mr. Atterbury depoſed, that the begin- 
ning of Fuly laſt he was ſentfor into London, up- 
on a diſcovery of ſome Scorch Gentlemen that 
lay about Black; Fryers; and when he came, the 
Common- Serjeant had been before him, and 
found Sir Hugh Campbel, and Sir Fohn Cockram, 
who had been ſome little time in Town, making 
2n eſcape into a Boat. 

After this Sir Philip Lloyd, ſwore his ſeizing 
of Papers in Colonel Szdney's Houſe, the latter 
end of June laſt, the Colonel being preſent ; 
and that he believed thoſe Papers ſhewn him now 
11 the Court to be the ſame. | 

Mr. Shepherd {wore, that he was acquainted 
with his Hand, and that he believed the Writing 
ſhewn him was his Hand ; for that he had ſeen 
him write the Indorſment upon ſeyeral Bills of 
Exchange. 

Mr. Cary {wore it to be like what came to him 
for his Hand-writ17g, thoagh he had never _

Mr. Cooke ſwore he had never ſeen him write,

Then Mr. Attorney General direCted the Clerk 
what part of the Libel he ſhould read ; which 
accordingly he did ; and among the reſt, theſe 
particular Paſſages which were laid in his [ndi&t- 
ment, viz. © The Power originally in the Peo- 
& ple of England 1s delegated unto the Parlia- 
© ment, He (meaning the King) is ſubje& unta 
« the Law of God as a Man, to the People that 
« makes him King, in as much as he is a King,

Ruſſel was read ; the King's Connſel here ending 
their Evidence. 

The Priſoner then beginning his Defence, de- 


' fired to know vpon what Stature he was in- 


dicted ; and being informed it was upon the S$ta- 
tute of 25 of Edw. 3. upon the firſt Branch, for 
conſpiring the Death of the King ; he argued 
that the finding of ſuch a Paper in his Houſe, 
could not therefore concern him. For though 
Six Philip Lloyd did ask him to put his Seal to it,

therefore he refulcd to ſeal it. And 7 1 his 
Hand, it was eaſy to be counterfeited. And for 
the Witneſſes, that he never ſpake with the D.

very improbable. That however there was on- 
1y he that witneſſed againſt him 3 whereas there 
ought to be two tothe ſame thing. That the 
Ld. Howard had Taid at the Ld. Kuft's Trial, 


'that he ſaid all he could, .but that now he had 
Taid many things he did not then mention; par- 


ticularly what concerned Mr. Hambden ; that

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he was under the Terror of Puniſhment for 


Treaſon whereof he had accuſed himſelf ; and 


had ſaid that he could not get his Pardon, until 
he had done ſome other Jobs, and till he was 
paſt this Drudgery of Swearing ; beſides that he 
owed him a conſiderable Sum of Mony, and had 
proteſted the Priſoners Innocence. That. 
the Paper ſeemed to be written long fince, and 
in anſwer to Sir Robert Filmers Book, &c. Urging 
that conſpiring to levy War is no Treaſon, and 
deſired Counſel upon it (but the Court would 
not hearken) He urzed alſo that no Man ought 
to be anſwerable for what he writes in his own 
Cloſet, unleſs he publiſh it. 

After which he called the E. of Angleſy, who 
declared that being in company with the E. of 
Bedford, when the Ld. Howard came to give him 
a viſit, and to comfort him in his Affliction for 
ths Sons being taken, he told him he was not to 
be troubled, for that he had a diſcreet, a wiſe, 
and a vertuous Son, and that he could not be in 
any ſuch Plor, ant his Lordſhip might therefore 
well believe his Son ſecure; for he believ?d he 
was neither guilty, nor ſo much as to be ſuf. 

eted. He proceeded ' further, and ſaid he 


knew of no ſuch barbarous defign ; and could 


not charge the Ld. Rue with it, nor any body 
elſe. 

The. E. of Clare declared, that the Ld. How. 
ard, about a Week before he was taken; did'ſay, 
ſpeaking of the Times, that if ever he wasqueſtj- 
on'd again, he would never plead, becauſe he

| ing much in his praiſe, and bemoaning his mis- 


fortune 3 which he thought real, becauſe never 
Man was ingaged more to another, than he was 
to Col. Sidney , And ſpeaking of Papers, he ſaid 
he was ſure, they could make nothing of any 
Papers of his. | 

Then Mr. Philip Howard declared, that when 
the Plot firſt broke out, he met the Ld. Howard 
at his Brothers houſe, and telling him of it, and 
naming the Perſons to him, who had confeſ,%d 
it, he ſaid he knew none of them, and it amazed 
him, thinking ſuch a thing not poſſible. That 
adviſing him then to procure an Addreſs from 
the diſcontented Lords, to ſhew their Deteſta- 
tion of the thing,as a means to reconcile all things, 
he promis'd him to go about it, deſiring him to 


ſtay ill, he came back ; but that he never came 


back while he was there. The next day, he 
found him again at bis Brother's houſe, and te]- 
ling him of the Ld.

vidence ; making the Ld. Howard, and his Pa- 
pers, two very good Witneſles againſt him. 

Then the Ld. Ch. Faſtice declared his Charge 
to the Jury, who withdrew for half an hour, and 
then brought the Priſoner in Guilty. 

And upon Monday, November the 26th, being 
ſet to the Bar, the Priſoner pleaded that he con- 
ceived he had had no Tryal, for that ſome of the 
Jury were no Free-holders, and were not ſum- 


mon*d by the Bazliff, but were agreed upon by. 


the Under-Sheriff and others; deſiring the In- 
didtment might be read again, (which was done) 
and then he urged it was void, becauſe it de- 
priv*d the King of his Title of Deferſor Fidei, 
which was Treaſon by the Law. Urging that 
there was no Treaſon in his Papers; and deſir- 
ing the D. of Monmouth might be ſent for, to 
teſtify 1f there were any ſuch thing as a Deſign, 
&c. complaining that his Evidence had not been 
rightly ſumm*d up ; and appealing to God and 
the World ; he not being heard.——After which 
the Ld. Ch. Juſtice pronounced Sentence upon 
him, to be Drawn, Hang'd, and Dnartered, &c. 


Upon which Col. Sidney cry'd out; © Then, O | 


«© God, O God, I beſeech thee, Sanctify theſe

General, for an high 
Miſdemeanour ; ſetting forth, How that the 
Earl of Eſſex being committed to the Tower, 
Fuly 12. lalt, for Treaſon, and killing himſelf, 
as by the Coroner's Inquelt did appear 3 the ſaid 
Defendants did give out that he was murdered, 
and conſpired to procure certain falſe Witnelles 
ro prove It : And publiſhed in writing, that the

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Eſſex, dire&ted to Thomas Cheek, Eſq; Lieutenant 
of the Tower,ſubſcribed Leolin Fenkins,and dated 
Fuly 10. 1683. Together with the Coroner's

After which Mr. Evans being ſworn, depoſed 
That Mr. Edwards, that very Morning the Earl 
of Eſſex was kill'd,. told him, on-the Cuſtons- 
houſe Key, about 11 a Clock, ſeveral Perſons 
ſtanding together, that he was informed from 
Home, that his Boy had told his Wife, that he 
being in the Tower, ſaw a Hand throw a'Razor 
out of the Earl of Eſſex's Window..—That on 
the Monday after his Brother Mr. Hat/el, came 
down along with Mr. Bradden to his Houſe at 
Wanſtead in Eſſex, and ſhewed him the Coro- 
ner*s Inqueſt: Which having read, - he told 
them what Mr. Edwards had before told him of 
his Son ; ſaying, it ſeemed to contradict that 
Paper, which ſays the Razor was found lying by 
the Ears Body. — Thar afterwards, July 17. 
Mr. Edwards and Mr. Braddon came to him to 
Smith's Coffee-houſe; and Mr. Edwards told 
him, that Mr. Braddez had then been at his 
Houſe to examine his Son about ſeeing the Ra- 
zor. Whereupon he told them, that he had 
read the Coroner?s Inqueſt in print, and it was 
otherwiſe declarcd there, and therefore deſired 
there might be no diſcourſe of any ſuch thing, 
for he did not believe it; deſiring Mr. Braddon 
to forbear medling in any ſuch thing, Mr. Es- 
wards being a poor Man, and having divers Chil- 
dren, might be ruined, and he might ruin there- 


by 
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by himſelf too. [ The Ld. Ch. Juſtice's endea- 
vouring to baffle this Witneſs, by making hin 
repeat his Evidence ſo often, and dodging him 
with Queſtions, and wilfully mifunderſtanding

Next him Mr. Edwards was ſworn, who de- 
poſed, That Fuly 13. 1683. his two Sons going 
to Merchant-Taylors School together in the 
Motning as they uſed to do, and by the way 
hearing the King was in the Tower, the youbger 
of them, YViltam Edwards, about thirteen Years 


old, gave his elder Brother the ſlip, and went 


into the Tower, and there rambled till about 10 
a Clock ; when he came home, and told one of 
his Siſters that the Eart of Eſſex had cut his 
Throat, and that he ſaw an Hand throw a Ra- 
Zor out of the Window ; and a Maid, or Wo- 
man, came out of the Houſe, in a white Hood 
and ſtuff Coat, and-took it up and went in a- 
gain, and then he heard a noiſe as of Murder 
cried out. — That he being at the Cuſtom- 


Houſe, and hearing of the News of the Earl of _ 


Eſſex*s Death, his Houſe being near, he ſtepped 
Home about 1o in the Morning, and then his 
Family informed him of what the Boy had ſaid ; 
and at Dinner he examin'd the Boy, and found 
he agreed with the Report of his Family, and 
confirmed it.——That he did not ſpeak of what 
his Son had reported till he had been at Home ; 
(which the Court wonld have made a mighty 
Contradiftion of, becauſe Mr. Evans depoſed 
that he was ſo informed from Home ;, as if ſome 
one had-brought him the Report from Home, 


and not he himſelf been at Home for 1t ; _ 
or

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- for which the Ld. Ch. Juſtice ſhamefully up- 


braided and ſlandered him, notwithſtanding he 
vety pertinently anſwered him, that he had not 
lived cheſe 39 Years at the Caſtom-honſe without 
Honeſty.) That he never knew nor ſaw Mr. 
Br addon before Fuly 17. 

Then Mr. Edwards his Son being called, he 
charged him to ſpeak the Truth ; whereupon 
the Ld. Ch. Juſtice bid the Boy turn abour, and 
ſay, Father, be ſure you ſay nothing but the 
Truth.——Being ſworn, the Boy depoſed, That 
Mr. Braddon took his Information in his Father's 
Parlour, writing down what he told him, con- 
cerning what he had ſeen ; that he took his 
Brother into the Tower, and ſhewed him the 
Place where he ſaid he had ſeen the Razor 
thrown out of the Window. That after the 
Writing was finiſhed, Mr. Bradaon read it to 
him, and he own'd it all for Truth ; but refuſed 
at firſt to ſign it becauſe he ſaid it was falſe, and 
he fear'd ſome Danger init; Mr.Braddon there- 
fore would haye had his Aunt to have ſigned it ; 
but he telling him there was no harnt init, he 
ſigned it. And the Information being ſhewn 
him,he owned that was the Paper;and his Hand ; 
but ſwore it was falſe, and that he ſaw no 
Razor. 

Whereupon the Ld. Ch. Juſtice cried out ;

Then Thomas Hawkins (the Son of Dr. Haw- 
kins of the Tower ) being ſworn, depoſed, That 
he ſaw YViliam Edwards in the Tower, July 13. 
and went with him round the Tower, looking up- 
on the King while he was walking ; who going 
into the Conſtable's Houſe, they went with 0- 
ther Boys to play, and afterwards he went 
Home ; and then ſoon after the Rumour of the 
Earl of Efſex's Death coming, he with his Fa- 
ther ſtood before the Window, and Edwards 
came to him, and there they ſtood looking up 
for an hour or two at the leaſt, and then they 
went out of the Tower together ; and that he 
was ſure there was no ſuch thing as a Razor 
thrown out of the Window. 

Upon this the Attorn. General faid to the Ld. 
Ch. Juſtice, That his Lordſhip ſaw what a fine 
Caſe this was, and how all this Noiſe and Buſtle 
has come to be made in the World.

the end of a Note, that he ſhould ſend a Pen- 
knife, — That the Foofman. brought the other 
things, but not the Pen-Knife, becauſe the Stew- 
ard {ent word he had none, but would ſend one 
the next Morning ; ſoearly in the Morning the 
Footman was ſent again with another little Note 
for Proviſions, and a Memorandum for his Lord's 
Pen-knife. - But his Lord ask'd him for the Pen- 
knife before the Footman return'd ; and not 
having any, he ask'd him for one of his Razors, 
which he fetch'd and gave him, and wherewith 
he ſaw him walking and picking his Nails ; and

To 
which having pleaded Not Guilty; the Jury 
ſworn were, | 
Sir William Dodſon. Robert Beddingfield. 
Sir Edmund Wiſeman. | Thomas Rawlinſon. 
Richard Aley. l Roger Reeves. 
Thomas Fowl. Ambroſe Iſted, 
Thomas Blackmore, Henry Collier.

Then Dr, Oates moved that he might have 
three very material Witneſſes, who were Priſo- 
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ners in the K3ng?s-Bencb,brought into the Court , 
but the Ld. Ch. Juliice told him, the Law would 


not allow it, and it would be an Eſcape. 

The Information therefore was read, and Mr. 
Philips opened it, and Mr. Attorn. Gen. opened 
the Evidence.

(by which Name Mr. Oates went, as alſo ſome- 
times by Titus Ambroſius ) at St. Omers, — 
Then Dr. Oates would have askd this Wit- 
neſs, What his Employment was at St. Omers ?

an Evidence now, which he had given ſix Years 
ago at Langborn's Trial, and was not believed ?

Then Mr. Bournaby, a Papiſt ( ſuppoſed a Je- 
ſuit ) who went by the Name of Blunt, depo- 
ſed, That he met Mr. Hilftey, April 18, 1678, 
that he arrived at St. Omers, April 21, and ſaw 
Oates thcre the next day, and ſo from day to 
day, to Fe 10. but that he neither knew or 
heard of any Conſult. | 

Then. Mr. Pool, alias Killingbeck, a Papiſt (of 
the Sodality of the Virgin Mary, as was ſuppo- 
fed ) being ſworn, depoſed, That he came from 
St. Omers, April 25, and ſaw Mr. Oates that ve- 
ry Morning, and left him there ; and ſaw him 
there the 21/# and 224 of the ſame Month: 
That he heard ſomething of a Triennial Con- 
eregation, but of no Conſult. 

Then Mr. Henry Thornton, a Papiſt, depoſcd, 
That he had been a Student at St. Omers ſeven 
Years, and came thence about two Years after 
Mr.Oates;that he knew Oates there very well,and 
{aw him almoſt every day in the Colledg, from 
Cbriſtmaſs 1677, tothe 13th of June 1678; that 
i all that time he was never out of the Colledg, 
unleſs a day or two at Watron in Fanuary, which 
ts not. a League out of Town. That he ſaw him 
particularly the day of Mr. ilſley's departure, 
April 14, and Mr. Bournaby's coming, April 21 ; 
and again, the next day, April 22, at a Play 
which the'Scholars ated. That he heard of a 
Triennial Congregation, but of no Conſult. 

hen Mr. William Conway, a Papiſt, a Stu- 
dent of St.. Omers, who went by the Name of 
| Parr) » 
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Parry, when he was a Witneſs at the Trial of 
- the five Jeſuits, depoſed, That he knew Mr. 


Oates at St. Omers ; that he came in December 
i677, and ſtirr*d not out of the Colledg, except: 
one Night in Favzary, till he went away about 
the 10th of Fune ;, that he ſaw him particularly 
the day Mr. Hilfley went away, and that where- 
on Mr. Bournaby came ; that he could not be ab- 
ſent, without milling, becauſe he ſat at a Table 
by himſelf. 

Mr. Haggerſton then depoſed, That he had 
the honour to be of the ſame Claſs ( which was 
the Rhetorick Form) with the Salamanca Doftor 
( as he called Oates) at St. Omers ;, and knew him 
to be there all February, March, April, May, and 
till the latter end of Jane, 1678. except one 
Night he was at Watton ; owning himſelf like- 
wiſe a Papiſt, and that he remained ſeven Years 
at St. Omers; and that he was Sir Thomas Hag- 
gerſtows Son, a Northumberland-Man, and went 
by the Name of Henry Howard at St. Omers. 
That particularly in ay, he hzard Dr. Oates 
preach ; and that in his Sermon he ſaid, That the 
late King Charles II, halted between two Opinions, 
and a Stream of Popery went between-his Legs. 

After him Mr. Robert Beeſton (a St. Omers Stg- 
dent alſo) depoſed, That he knew Mr. Oates 
Lo be at St.Omers the latter end of April & May; 
That in AprilMr.Oatesread in hisroom,only with 
this Condition, that if ever Oates was abſent, he 
was to read again : But he never being called to 
read more, he was ſure that the Priſoner could 
not be abſent- That Apr.2 1, he ſaw him at Nine- 
pins, and the next day at their Af}!on, 
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Then Mr. Clement Smith ( another Student of 
the ſame Colledg, and of the ſame Claſs with 
Dr. Oates, whom the Dottor challenged for a 
Jeſuit) ſwore the Priſoner*s being at St. Omers, 
from Chriſtmaſs 1677, to Midſummer 1678, New 
Stile : And that he remembred particularly as to 
April and May, becauſe the 21/t of April he him- 
ſelf fell ſick in the Colledg, and went into the 
Infirmary till May 7. In which time the Priſo- 
ner oft viſited him, and told him of Mr. Hiſey's 
and Mr. Pool's going away, and two or three o- 
ther Particulars which _ in the Colledg 
at that time. That the Priſoner alſo was in the 
Infirmary for two or three days in this time: and 
that he ſpoke this piece of falſe Latin to his Phy- 
ſician,ss placet Dominatio veſtra.——T hat he heard 
of' the Conſult, and knew of Mr. Marſh and Mr:

Then Mr. Edward Price (another of the ſame) 
ſwore to Oares's coming to St. Omers at Chriftmaſs, 
and of his going away at Midſummer; and re- 
members particularly his being there when the 
two Jeſuits Marſp and YVilliams were coming 
byer to the Conſult. And that had he been 
abſent; he muſt necds have been miſs'd, he was 
ſo noted for his Abſurdities, and frequent Quar- 
rellings with the Students. 
© Mr. James Dodadington ( another of the ſame, 
who went by the Name of Hollv, and was a 
Witneſs at the Trial of the five Jeſuits) ſwore 
likewiſe to the ſame purpoſe, of Oares's being 
reſident from Chriſtmaſs to Midſummer at St. O- 
ers, except one Night at Horror, |

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Mr. William Gerrard (another alſo of the 
' ſame, who went by the Name of Clovell) ſwore 
the ſame Story of Oates's reſidency at that time 
at St. Omers ;, and that he heard of the Conſult, 
but that Oates was not .capable of being at it, 
becauſe nore but Jeſuits of 18 Years ſtanding 
could be preſent 3 That on May 16,. Oates and 
he were confirny?d together. 

The Lord Gerrard of Bromeley (being ano= 
ther of the ſame, going by the Name of Clovell) 
depoſed the ſame Evidence : remembring the 
Priſoner's reading in the Sodality particularly 
by his Tone. 

Mr. Samuel Morgan ( now a Benefic'd Miniſter 
of the Church of England, being reconciled 
five Years ſince). depoſed the ſame concerning 
Oatesgs coming to, and going from St. Omers, 
(himſelf being then a Student there ) and that 
reading Ireland's Trial, the impudence of Oates 
was much wondred at in the Colledg, for ſwear- 
ing that he was at the Conſulr on April 24, when

Oatcs in the Chamber, and at the Chamber- 
door. 

Mr. Anthony Turbervile ( another Student, 
his falſe Name Farmer alſo) depoſed to the 
time of the Priſoner's being at St. Omers from 
Chriſtmaſs 1677, to Midſummer 1678 ; and that 
he was notorlous for his Scurrility and Abuſive- 
neſs ; and that he and Mr. Thornton did break- 
with him that Morning he left the Col- 
ledg. 

Mr. Clavering ( another of them) depoſed to 
the ſame purpoſe, giving this Inſtance, that the 
Priſoner was at St. Omers at that time the Con- 
ſult was, for that he inquired of him, what it 
was they met for ; and for that a Man came to 
beg Mony of the Students, which himſelf col- 
| lected for him, and Oares refuſed to give him 
any thing; And that he knew this to be at 
that time of the Conſult, becauſe enquiry being 
made how the Man came to get ſo little Mony 
at Watton ;, it was faid, it was -becauſe the 
Fathers were gone to the Congregation in Eng- 
land.

Mr. Cook ( a Taylor belonging to the Colledg) 
depoſed the like ; only inſtancing the 2oth of 
April, that he ſaw-himin a Proceſyon from the 
Sodality to the Church, walking at the latter 
ed among the Rhetoricians. 

Febn Wright E.\q; (another Student ) depoſed 
only, that Oates came to St. Omers the I 
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- and went away the Summer before the Notice of 


Then: Dr. Oates was permitted to make his 
Defence ;, which he did by excepting ſomething, 
againſt the Form of the Indiftment z producing 
the Records of the Conviction of Ureland, and 
the 5 Jeſwits, urging them as Proof of the Fact, 
to which he then ſwore Reciting out of thoſe 
Trials, the Approbations that were then given 
to his Teſtimony by the Ld. Ch. Juſtice Scroggs, 
and the preſent Ld. Ch. Juſtice, the Recorder ; 
atteſted by Mr. Robert Blayney's Notes, who was 
alſo ſworn. Urging alſo the Credit his Teſti- 
mony once had with both the Houſes of Parlia- 
ment 3 and to prove it, he called ſeveral Perſons 
of Quality, and Noblemen, but thoſe who 
appeared, were Serj. Maynard, Earl of Devon- 
ſhire, Earl of Clare, Mr. Williams ( late Speaker 
of the Houſe of Commons) Earl of Hunting- 
ton, Ld. Ch. Baron, Ld. Biſhop of London, Sir 
George Treby;, ſome having forgot what had 
then paſt in the Houſes, others expreſſing but a 
yery indifferent Opinion they had of the Pri- 
ſoner and his Evidence 3 which made him 
to ſay, That he found, either the diſtance of 
time had wrought upon their Memories, or the 
difference of the Seaſon had chang?d their 
Opinion, ſo that now they disbelived that, 
which they believed before, and perhaps for as

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The other part of his Defence conſiſted of Y} 
his endeavouring to prove that he was here ſeen 4 


in London in April and May 1678. To this end 
Mrs. Cicilsa Maye, Sir. Richard Barker's Houſe- 
keeper, depoſed, That ſhe ſaw Dr. Oates at her 
Maiter's Houſe in Parbacan the latter end of Apr. 
or beginning of May, being about a Week be- 
fore Whirſontide, in that Year the Plot broke 
out ; —That the Coachman told her he had 
been there once or twice before, bur this was 
the firſt time ſhe ſaw him, he having on grey 
Clothes, a white Hat, and a ſhort Periwig, and 
Cined there, witli her Lady's Siſter, and others, 
Sir Richard being then ſick in the Country. 
T hat he came afrerwaxds, when ſhe ſaw him in 
black Clothes, a longer Periwig, which was 
brown. That ſhe never knew the Priſoner be- 
fore then, but they told her who it was. 

Then Ffohn Butler (Sir Richard Barker”s 
Coachman) depoſed , That he alſo ſaw Mr. 
Oates at his Maſter*s Houfe the beginning of 
44ay, before the Plot, in a diſguiſe, having on 
a grey Coat, and white Hat, and his Hair cut 
ſhorr, but without a Periwig, enquiring for 
Dr. Tongue ;, Mrs. fayo then alſo looking upon 
bim in the Court, through the Window. And 
that afterwards he came in a Cinnamon-co- 
loured Coat, and green Ribbons, and a long 
black Periwig 3- and that he dined there ſeveral 
times. 

Then Fhilip Page, (Sir Richard Barker's Man 
that vſed ro make up his Phyſick for him) de- 
poled, That he remembred he did ſee the 
Priſoncr at his Maſters, in grey Clothes, bur he 
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. was not certain as to the time, only he believes 


it was in May. | 

Then Mr. Walker ( a Miniſter )- depoſed, he 
met the Priſoner in a Diſguiſe, between Sr. 
Martin's-Lane, and Leicefer-Fields, not exactly 
remembring the Time when ; only he thought 
it about a Year and a quarter before he was 
firſt examin'd, and that the Elm-Trees were 
then budded forth as big as an Hazle-Nur. 

After this, reflectiog on the diſcredit the St. 
Omers Witnelles had once been in, and of their 
not proſecuting of this Cauſe before this time, 
he concluded his Evidence. And the King's 
Counſel proceeded to anſwer his Defence ; 
producing the Records of Sir George Wakeman, 
and Earl of Caſtlemaine*s Trials to prove that 
his Evidence there was not believed ; which were 
read; and Sir George Wakeman being ſworn, 
depoſed what it was the Prifoner then ſwore 
againſt him, and proteſted the falſity of it, and 
his own Innocency. | |

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Then they read out of Oates?s Narrative 
again ; wherein he had ſaid how he return'd 
three or four days after the Conſult of April 2.4 
was over ; obſerving hence how his own Wit- 
neſſes contradicted him, who had depoſed that 
they ſaw him here in £Zondor the latter end of 


May. 

And here the Counſel for the King concluding 
their Evidence, Dr. Oates proceeded with his 
Defence ; only ſhewing ont of the Lords Jour- 
nal a Copy of their Reſolve, That there was 
a Plot ; and of their ſummoning up before them 
Thomas Bickley of Chicheſter, for vilifying Dr.

The Jury withdrawing for half an hour, 
brought in their Verdia, That the Defendant 
was Gnilty of the Perjury whereof he ſtood In- 
difted.

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The Lord High Steward then having acquain- 
ted the Priſoner with the occafion of this meet- 
ing, order?d the Bill of Indictinent to be read , 
which was done twice, at the Priſoner's deſire. 
And then the Priſoner delivecr'd in hisPlea to the 
Juriſdiction of this Court, that he ought to be 
tried by the whole Body of the Houſe of Pcers 
in Parliament, the Parliament ſtill continuing, 
being under a Prorogation and not dillolved, and 
becauſe there was ſome agitation of the matter 
concerning this Proſecution, upon his Petition 
in the Houſe of Lords, &c. To which the At- 
torny General anſwer'd, that the Plea was not 
good, there never having been ſo much as any 
Indictment returned there, nor found during the 
Seſſion of Parliament. beſides, that the Plea was 
in Paper and Engliſh.-—The Priſoner then de- 
tired Counſel, ro put it into Form. But it being 
a Plea againit the Juriſdition, no time could 
be allowed ;, and the Priſoner having no Coun- 
ſel ready to plead, his Plea was over-ruled ; and 
he pleaded Not Guilty. 

After which the Lord Fhigh Steward gave the 
Charge to the Pecrs, and Sir Thomas Fenner, Re- 
corder of London, opened the Indictment, and 
Mr. Attorny General'the Evidence.

that time came-over to Holland Mr. Crag from 
Major Wildman, to promote and recommend a 
Reconciliation between the Duke of Aonmonth 
and the Lord Argyle, who till that time had 
acted in ſeparate Intereſts ; giving ſome account 
that Means and Money were prepared. This 
enccuraged the Duke of Monmouth to ſend Capt. 
Matthews into England, to Major Wildman, to 
deſire him to acquaint ſevera] Perſons, among 
whom the- Priſoner was one, that he was de- 
ſigned to join the Lord Argyle. When Crag re- 
turn'd to the Duke, be gave an account that 
Major Wildnan had convers'd withtheſe Perſons, 
and that their Opinion was, that the Duke 
ſhould go for Scotland whereby they might 
know the ſtrength of the Enemy here, by their 
ſending; to ſuppreſs the Rebellion there ; and al- 
ſo that Major Fildman deſired the Duke to bring 
over with him a Broad Szal to ſeal Commiſſions 
with, and to take upon him the Title of King. 
——That ſoon after Crag's return, Jones came 
with a Meſſage to the Duke from England, and 
was ſent back ſhortly after by the Duke, with a 
Letter of Inſtructions. And the Duke intended 
firſt to have landed in Cheſhire, he very much de- 
pending upon that County z but afterwards con- 


ſidering

ed on there not being of chat Quality. 

Mr. Nathaniel Wade depoſed that at Amſter- 
Aam, ſoon after the Death of the late King, the 
Dake of Monmouth, and the Lord Argyle had a 
Conſultation together, and agreed, that at the 
ſame time the Lord Argyle made an inſurrection 
in Scotland, the Duke ſhould invade England. 
For which end the Duke ſent Capt. Matthews in- 
to England to acquaint his Friends, (among 
whom he heard the Lord Delamere named) to be 
ready for his Aſliſtance. Crag was ſent over for 
Money, but could get none, and therefore the 
Duke ſent him over again to pawn his Jewels, 
and pet what Money he could, wherewith he 
fitted out 3 Ships, laden with Ammunition ; and 
having before ordered his Friends to repair to 
their own Countries to be ready, he ſet Sail, and 
landed at Lyme, and ordered his March ſo, as 
that he might moſt conveniently meet with his 
Cheſhire Friends. In purſuance whereof they 
came to Keiſham Bridge, where a Party of the 
Kings Horſe ſet upon them, of whom they took 
fome Prifoners, and thereupon thought it ad- 
viſable not to let the Kings Army joyn together, 
but to go back and engage thoſe that were al- 
ready come together, which was the reaſon they 
did not yo over the Bridge. 

Mr. Richard Goodenough depoſed, that he was 
beyond Sea with the Duke of Monmouth, and that 
Jones was ſent (among other Perſons) to the 
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' Lord Delamere, to give him notice to be ready, 
and take care he was not ſeized in Town; and 
that he heard the Duke ſay that he hoped my 
Lord Delamere-would not break his Promiſe with 
him. 
Fones depoſed, that he went into Holland the 
latter end of April laſt, and by him Mr. Diſney 
ſent a Meſlage to the Duke of Adonmoutb, to de- 
fire him to keep to the laſt Concluſion which he 
would find in a Letter ſent to him by the Crop- 
hair'd Merchant : which Meſſage was, that his 
Friends in Erglazd would not by any means have 
him come for England, but that he ſhould con- 
tinue where he was, or if he thought good to go 
for Scotland, they approved of it. This Meſlage 
he deliver'd to the Duke at Amfterdam, which 
put him into a2 great Paſſion, ſaying, this was 
Wildman's work, who was a Villain ; and that 
it was too late toſend a Mellage now, for he was 
reſolved for England, and Wildman ſhould hang 
with him, or fight for it with him; and that 
be ſhould not think to tye up his Hands,by tying 
up his own Purſe. Sending another Meſlage by 
him, when he returned for England, which was 
May 224. to Capt. Matthews or Major Wildman, 
to deſire them to acquaint the Earl of Maccles- 
field, the Lord Brandon, and Lord Delamere with 
his Deſign of coming for England, and that they 
ſhould repair to their Poſts to be ready for him ; 
delivering to him a Writing faled up, which he 
was not to open till hecame to Sea ; which when 
he opened, he found it contained a Signification 
of the Place where he was to land, and where 
he was to rendezvous, which was Taunton, and

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who were the Perſons that were to have notice 
of it, among whoſe Names was the Lord Dela- 
mere'ss That when he came to London, which 
was Afay 27th, he could meet with neither Capt. 
Matthews nor Major Wildman, who were out of 
Town, and therefore he acquainted Mr. D:ſacy 
with his errand, who promiſed to take care that 
it ſhould be delivered. | 

Story (who was Commiſſary General under the 
Duke of Monmouth) depoſed, that on May 28th, 
one Brand told him, that the day before Jones 
was returned out of Holland, with a Meſſage to 
Capt. Matthews, but he being abſent Diſney re- 
ceived it, and diſcourſed that Evening with the 


Lord Delamere, and that my Lord went out of © 


Town that Night, with 2 Friends that convey'd 
him by a By-way through Erfeld Chaſe towards 
Hatfield, ——T hat this Brand was killd at Kein- 
ſham Bridg. — That at Shepron MHallot he heard 
the Duke of Aonmouth ſay, that his great De- 
pendance was upon the Lord Delamere and his 
Friends in Cheſhzre, but he fear*d they had failed 
him or betray'd him ; and that he could have 
been otherwiſe ſupply'd, but that he had a De- 
pendance upon them. 

Faux depoſed, That on ay 26th, the Lord 
Delamere ſent for him to the Rummer in Qucens- 
ſtreet, and that the next Night he rid out of 
Town with him about gor 10 a clock at Night, 
and got to Hoddeſden about 12; and the next 
day he brought him to Hitcber, and fo came 
back again. That my Lord went by the name 
of Brown, and ſaid he was going to fee his Son 
that was ſick in the Country. 
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Mr. Edlin depoſed, that .on May 27th, Mr. 
Vinx asked him if he would ride with him as far

2 Brown 3 which he underſtood to. be the Lord 
2 Delamere, having heard Mr. Diſney call him by 
Z that Name, and Mr. Ealin having told him how 
z he went by that Name when he rid with him

Edward Wilkinſon declared, that Saxon hired | 
his Horſe, Fane 234d laſt, for only three days, |:

— Then the Priſoner went off from this 
part of the Evidence, 'to prove that neither 
Sir Kobert Cotton, nor Mr. Offley Crew, nor him- 
ſelf were in Cheſpire, at that time Saxon had 
ſworn he ſaw them at Afere together. | 
And to this end, one B:lling, Margaret Davis,

Sharp when the King commanded, and ſent him | 

' expreſs Order ſo to do, and told him whar it 
WasS |: 
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was for, viz. for preaching Seditiouſly, and a- 
gainſt the Government ? The Biſhop anſwered, 
That if he had done amiſs, it was not a wilful 
Fault, and that he had took the beſt Advice he 
could get, and was inform'd he could not do ir 
legally, but by way of Expreſs and hearing him. 
Fhat he was not provided with ſuch a Defence 
as he might have been, not knowing what would 
be laid to his Charge ; and therefore deſired 
ſome time, and a Copy of their Lordſhips Com- 
miſſion, and of his Charge. But his having a 
Copy of their Commiſſion denied him, ( it 
being already publickly abroad ) he deſired ei- 
ther to read, or hear it read. | | 
Hereupon the Biſhop, and all the Company, 
were deſired to withdraw 3 and returning with- 
in about a quarter of an hour, the Chancellor 
told him, All the Commillioners were of Opi- 
nion, that his Requeſt was not to be granted, 
it being unreaſonable : But they were willing to 
allow him more time; the Biſhop . therefore 
prayed that he might have till the beginning of 
the next Term; but a Week vvas thought 


_ enough, and fo they adjourn'd only until Mon- 


day next, Ang. 9. 1686. 

Then and there the Biſhop came, attended 
with his Nephew the Earl of Northampton, his 
Brother-in-Law Sir Fohn Nichslas,and his Brother 
Sir Francis Compton, &c. There being preſent in 
Council the ſame as before. The Chancellor told 
him, they vvere now ready to hear his Reaſons. 
But the Biſhopreplied,He vvas not ſo ready as he 
might have been, becauſe he could, not light of 
the Commiſſjon to Ke it until laſt Night, tho he 


imployed - 
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imploycd all his time to ſearch for it ; and he 
had not had time ſince to take Advice vvhat to 
anſwer ; and that his Counſel vvas out of Town 
in vvhom he thought to confide. Then vvith- 
drawing for a quarter of an hour, the Chancel- 
lor told him, They vvould not admit of any 
quarrelling vvith their Commiſſion, for that 
they were well aſſured ofthe Legality of it : But 
asking him what Time he deſired, at his requeſt 
they granted him a Fortnight, and adjourned. 

It yyas obſerved, that vvhen the Biſhop ſpake 
concerning the Commiſſion, Sir Thomas Clarge:

There vvas alſo another Gentleman, Sir John 
Lowther of Lincolaſhire, who as he vvas coming 
away In the Crowd, ſaid, There are ſome who 
have repreſented me as a Papiſt, but the contrary 
ſhall appear ;, 1 will not be afraid nor aſhamed to 
vindicate my Lord Biſhop of London's Cauſe, before 
the Commiſſioners themſelves. 

Tueſday, Arg. 24. 1686, There being pre- 
ſent in Council the ſame asat firſt; the Lord Bi- 
ſhop attending, and being asked, what he had 
to ſay ? after fome Apology for vvhat he vvas 
about to ſay, he ſaid, His Counſel tells him, 
that their Proceedings in this Court, are dire- 
ly contrary to the Statute-Law, and vvere there 
ready to plead it if their Lordſhips vvould ad- 
mit them.

Then Mr. Serj.Pemberton pleaded,that this Evi- 
dence did not amount to fo much as a Compari- 
ſon of Hands, becauſe none of them had ever 
ſeen the Perſons write ; and if at did, that was 
no Evidence in Criminal Caſes. 

Then Mr. Pollexfen pleaded, that it owght to be 
conliderdd whether Compariſon of Hands be 
Evidence in a Caſe of Miſ{demeanour, (inſtancing 
in my Lady Carr's Caſe, in Syderfin's Reports, 
where this Court had adjudg'd it otherwiſe ;) Or 
it it be Evidence, whether the Belief of a Man 
that brings nothing to compare with it, or ever 
ſaw th: Party write, be good Evidence as a 
Compariſon of Hands ? 

Then Mr. Attorney General reply*d, that this 

was 
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was Evidence, though not ſo ſtrong, as if they 
had brought thoſe that had ſeen them write ; 
yet Evidence it was, and whether it were ſuffi- 
cient, that they ſubmitted to the Jury. 

Then Mr. Attorney General prov'd it to be 
Evidence from Sydney's Caſe, where Evidence 
upon Compariſon of Hands caſt him. And for 
the ſame purpoſe Mr. Recorder inſtanced in Sir 
Samuel Barnardiſton”s Caſe, but was preſently fi- 
lenc*d by Sir Robert Sawyer, who told him that 
Sir Samuel there owned his Hand. 

Mr. Juſtice Powe! and Mr. Holloway then de- 
clared that they thought the Proof roo flender 
in this Caſe, for that it ought to be ſtronger in 
Criminal Matters than in Civil. Therefore the 
Court being divided, the Ld. Ch. Juſtice told 
Mr. Sollicitor he muſt go on to ſome other Proof. 
And then Mr. Blathwayt was {worn, who looking 
on thePaper, depoſed that he did believe that to 
be the Paper which the Ld. Arch-Biſhop and the 
other ſix owned at the Council-Table the 8th 
of this Month, where when they appeared the 
firſt time, they were asked if they did own 
that Paper ? they immediately anſwered, that 
they humbly hoped, as they ſtood there Crimi- 
nals, his Majeſty would not take Advantage 
againſt them, but however they would obey'his 
Majeſty's Command. Thereupon they were 
commanded to withdraw, which they did. That 
when they came in the ſecond time, they ſeemed 
unwilling to own the Paper, ſaying, as they did 
before, and denying the publiſhing of it. That 
the third time they attended, they did all own 
it, and the Arch-Biſhop ſaid it was all written 
with his own Hand, and that he had not —_ 
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uſe of his Clerk; the King not making any 
Promiſe to them, that no Advantage ſhould be 
taken, or uſe made of icr._——Upon which the 
Kings Countel again urged that the Paper might 
be now read ; but the Biſhops Counſel ſtill op- 
poſed it, pleading, that firſt it ought to be 
proved that this Libel (as they call'd it) was 
vritten and publiſhed in M:ddleſex ; for that all 
Matters of Crime were ſo local, that if ir be 
not proved to be done in the County where it is 
layed, the Party accuſed is as innocent as ii he 
never had done the thing.-—But this the Ld. Ch.

Which therefore the Biſhops Counſel 
did by Mr. Francs Nichols, who being ſworn, de- 
poſed, that he had ſerved the Arch-Biſhop in 
his Bed-Chamber this ſeven Years, and he was 
ſure that he never ſtirred ont of the Gate of 
Lambcth-houſe, ſince AMichaelmas laſt, till the

Yet Mr. Finch intliſted on it, that the King's

That to the 
beſt of his remembrance the Biſhops were 
queſtion'd whether this was the Paper preſented 
by them to the King ; and that he did always 
think it a p/ain Caſe that it was ſo, nor did they 
deny it ; but as to that Queſtion, he did not 
remember what the Words were [_ At which 
there was a great Shout] 

Then Mr. Bridgman was asked the ſame Que- 
ſtion ; Whether there was any queſtion at the 
Council-Bnard, whether this was the Paper-pre- 
ſented by the Biſhops to the King ? To which 
he, in anſwer, depoled that there was fome- 
thing about it, but he did not remember whe- 
ther the queſtion was directly asked or anſwer- 
ed ; —But he believed there was no Body doubt- 
ed that that was not the Paper ; —And that he 
ſaw it, ſoon after it was delivered, and heard 
the King ſay it was the Petition the Biſhops had 
delivered, and on S»nday the King commanded 
him to copy it, and there was no Copy made 
of it bat that one, notwithſtanding that he ſaw 
a Copy,within a day or two after it was preſent- 
ed, about the Town. 

Then Sir John Nicholas being asked to the 
{ame Queſtion, anſwered, that (though he was 
then preſent at the Council-Board) he did not 
remember that. [Then there was agreat Shout.) 

Then Mr. Pepy's, being ſworn, was examin'd 
to the: ſame; and depos'd that he did not re- 
membcr any thing was ſpoken about the deli- 


vering, but he believed it was underſtood by c- 
| very 
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_ very Body at the Table, that that was the Paper 


the Biſhops had delivered. 

Then Mr. Muſgrave, being ſworn and exa- 
min'd to the ſame, depoſed, that he did not re- 
member that ever any ſuch direct: Queſtion was 
asked. . : : 

Upon this Evidence then the King's Counſel 
(when they had opened it) ſubmitted to the Ju- 
ry ; And the Ld. Ch. Juſtice began to direct the 
Jury ; but was interrupted by Mr. Finch, who 
queſtioned whether it were Evidence or no ; be- 
cauſe if it were, they had other matter to offer 
in Anſwer to this Evidence, arid in their own 
Defence. Whereupon the Ld. Ch. Juſtice re- 
{olved to hear them, though the reſt of the 
Biſhops Counſel pray'd him to go on with his 
Lordſhips Direction ; But juſt as he was begin- 
ning] to goon, the King's Counſel then pray*d 
his Patience; Mr. Solicitor General ,, ſaying, 
There was a Fatality in ſome Cauſes, and ſo 
there was in this ; for that they had notice that 
a Perſon of very great Quality was coming, that 
would make it appear, that the Biſhops made 
their Addreſies to him; that they might deliver 
this Paper to the King. — [Then there was 3 or 

4 long Pauſes for above halfan Hour ;] And no 
one coming, the Cr:ar made Oath that Mr. Gra- 
bam coming into the Hall when his Lordſhip was 
direCting the Jury, ſaid, my Lord Sunderland was 
a coming, but he would go and prevent him ; 
And afterwards returning, and finding his Lord- 
ſhip did not go on, he ſaid he would go again 
for the Lord Sunderland whom he had ſent away, 
and he was now gone for him, and ſaid he would 
bring him with him preſently.-—Ar a; 9" 
ord 
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Lord Preſident came, and being ſworn; depo- 
ſed, That the Biſhops of Saint Aſaph and Ch:- 
cheſter came to his Office, and told him that 
they came in the Name of the Archbiſhop and 
4 Other of their Brethren, viz. the Biſhops of 
Ely, Bath and Wells, Briſtol,and Peterborough,to let 
him know that they had a Petition to deliver to 
the King, if he would give them leave ; and de- 
fired to know of him, which was the beſt way to 
do it. That he told them, he would know the 
King's Pleaſure, and bring them Word again : 
That they offered him their Perition to read, but 
he did not think it. fit for him to do it, and there- 
fore he refuſed and would not read it ; but that 
he went immediately to the King, and acquaint- 
ed his Majeſty with it, and he commanded him 
to let them know they might come when they 
would, which he immediately did ; they ſaid 
they would go and ſpeak with ſome of their Bre- 
thren that were not far off; in the mean time he 
gave order that they fhould be admitted when 
they came; and they did in alittle time return, 
and went firſt into the Bed-Chamber, and then 
into the Room where the King was. And all 
this was before they appeared at the Council. 
This was no Evidence, Mr. Pollexfen ſaid, a- 
ainſt the Archbiſhop, becauſe he was not there, 
and nothing had been proved againſt him as done 
in Afiddleſex; and for the other 6 Lords, the 
Lord Preſident did not ſay, that this 1s the Petiti-

Religion. | 
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Religion. —- And therefore the King's Will, not 
being conſonant to Law, .and not obliging, no- 
thing can be done with a more Chriſtian Mind 
than to inform him of it, by way of Petition, as 
the Biſhops had done. 

Then Mr. Serjeant Pemberton ſpoke ; Afirm- 
ing that the Biſhops had done no more than their 
Duty, to God, the King, and the Church. —De- 
nying the Diſpenſing Power.,asa thing that ſtrikes 
at the very Foundation of all the Rights,Liberties 
and Properties of the Kings Subjz{ts whatſoever. 
—— That the King's Legal Prerogatives are as 
much for the Advantage of his SubjeQts,as of him- 
ſelf. —That theſe Laws he would by his Declara- 
tion ſuſpend, are the great Bulwark of the Re- 
formed Religion.—Intended to defend the Nati- 
on againſt falſe Religions, —Particularly the Ro- 
ſh Religion, (which is the very worſt cf allj}Re- 


2 ligions) a Religion no way tolerable, nor to be 
2 endured here. —And yet if this Declaration 
2 ſhould take effect, all Religions would be let in, 
& and even that Religion would ſtand npon the 
# ſame terms with the Proteſtant Religion ; and

Then the Journal of the Houſe of Lords was þ

Then the Journal of the Houſe of Commons Þ| 
was produced, and a Vote read, which paſſed, Þ , 
Feb. 25. 1662, That no Indulgence be granted Þ «
